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THE POWYS-LAND CLUB. 



ANNUAL MEETING, 1894. 

The Annual Meeting of the Club was held on Tuesday after- 
noon, November 13th, in the Museum; the President, the 
Bight Hon. the Earl of Powis, being in the chair. There were 
also present His Worship the Mayor of Welshpool (Mr. C. E. 
Howell), Archdeacon Thomas, Rev. Trevor Owen, F.S.A., Rev. 
Elias Owen, F.S.A, Miss Howell, Miss Twentyman, Mr. G. D. 
Harrison, Mr. R. E. Jones, Mr. T. Pryce, and Mr. Simpson 
Jones, M.A, Honorary Secretary. 

The Hon. Secretary reported that letters of apology for 
inability to attend had been received from Mr. A C. Hum- 
phreys Owen, M.P., Captain Mytton, Rev. Grimaldi Davis 
(Vicar of Welshpool), Mr. Richard Williams, P.R.Hist.S., and 
Mr. E. F. Bolding. 

The Noble Chairman, in opening the meeting, said that he 
thought that this had been a rather uneventful year as far 
as archeology was concerned. He had not anything very 
important to tell them ; but they must congratulate the 
Editor upon having placed the publication of the Society's 
work during the previous year before them that morning. It 
was most opportune that the book should have arrived that 
day. They should thank the Editor for the trouble he had 
taken in its compilation, considering the amount of sickness he 
had suffered from of late. He was pleased to inform them that 
a fence around some remains of Strata Marcel la Abbey had 
been provided during the past year. Powis Castle was visited 
by an Archaeological Society, and he much regretted that he 
was not able to meet them. He believed they came there more 
with the intention of examining the rocks and the woods ; but 
he had since heard that they very shortly afterwards adjourned 
to the gardens, where they found their researches quite as 
pleasant as in the forest. He had nothing else to tell them ; 
but, before concluding, he would like to congratulate Arch- 
deacon Thomas upon the interesting history he had given them 
of Llaudrinio. He was not sure whether the venerable Arch- 
deacon had quite completed it. He had not yet had time to 
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read it all through, but so far as he had he found it very 
in teresting. Hewould now call upon the Hon. Secretary to 
read the Annual Report. 
Mr. Simpson Jones then read the following : — 

Report op the Council to the Annual Meeting op the 
Powys-land Club, 1894. 

As last year we had to record " the almost irreparable loss" which 
the Club had sustained by the death of its first founder and Secretary 
Mr. Morris Charles Jones, so this year, also, we have to announce the 
resignation of his successor, the Rev. W. Valentine Lloyd. The illness 
which then involved his withdrawal from the duties of Secretary, have 
been so continued and severe that it has now necessitated this further 
step. Your Committee has, therefore, under the circumstances, no 
option but to accept it, with unfeigned regret for its necessity, and 
with the earnest hope that rest and quiet may help to restore his broken 
health. As some expression of the Society's deep sense of indebtedness 
to Mr. Lloyd, a Resolution will be submitted to the Members, and, we 
doubt not, most unanimously agreed to, by which his valuable assist- 
ance will still be secured for the Collections. Your Editorial Committee 
appointed last year plead the difficulties thus entailed in extenuation 
of the unpunctuality in the issue of the Part now just delivered to 
you. 

The Rev. George Sandford, who had written to withdraw on the 
score of increasing age, has, we are glad to announce, not only consented 
to continue his valuable contributions, but has provided no small share 
of the contents of the current number. " The Lords of Mawddwy and 
their descendants, the Earls of Bradford", and some Memoranda 
relating to the Herberts, attest his interest in our work. Mr. Richard 
Williams again deserves our thanks for the completion of his papers 
on " Montgomeryshire Nonconformity", and for his " Early Documents 
relating to Dolforwyn Castle". The first instalment of the " History 
of the Parish of Llandrinio" appears in the present Part, and it is 
hoped to complete it with the current volume. 

As there are still nine and twenty parishes in the county, whose story 
has not been told in the Collections, it will be seen that there remains 
much ground to be covered before the idea of the publication can be 
completed ; and the Council desires to emphasise the appeal of the 
Editorial Committee to the members of the Club. The application 
which has already been made to individuals has met so far, they regret 
to say, with but very partial recognition ; in some instances, not even 
acknowledged. Among those which have been undertaken are New- 
town, by Mr. Richard Williams, F.R.Hist.S. ; Llandysilio, by Mr. 
Thomas Pryce of Pentreheylin ; Llanfihangel, by Rev. J. Allen 
Jones, Vicar of Llwydiarth ; Guilsfield, by Rev. J. S. Lewis, Vicar. 
But there are still to be provided for such important and historical 
parishes as Montgomery, Machynlleth, and Berriew, to say nothing 
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of the smaller parishes, some of which are no less interesting than 
these. 

The copy of a MS. in the British Museum on the " Laws and Customs 
of Powys" (Defodau a Chyfracthiau Potcps) in the first quarter of the 
fifteenth century, has been submitted to Prof. J. E. Lloyd of University 
College, Bangor, who pronounced it to be of great interest, and has 
promised to contribute "Notes" upon it for the Collections. A 
Topographicon of Welsh Pool has also been promised by Mr. Robert 
Owen, whom we welcome among our contributors, all the more because 
we are in urgent need of young recruits. 

Mr. Pryce of Pentreheylin will submit to the members an instal- 
ment of the transcript of the Registers of Llandrinio, as a specimen 
of the wider movement which was outlined at our last Annual 
Meeting. 

On that occasion, too, the recommendation of the Council that an 
Index should be prepared of all the volumes of the Collections was 
unanimously adopted ; and your Committee have had the best method 
of carrying it out under discussion ; but they have lately found among 
the MSS. transferred by the late Editor an Index already prepared of 
the first twenty-five volumes, and they wish for further time to examine 
it before deciding whether it is sufficiently full for their purpose, or 
whether a new one had better be provided. 

So far no portion of the proposed " Record Department" of the 
Collections has been printed; but it is intended to proceed at once 
with it, and to have it issued with the regular parts, but so indexed 
that, like the Montgomeryshire Pedigrees, by Lewis Dwnn, it may be 
bound as a separate series. 

Our "Obituary" this year is happily a brief one; but we have to record 
among the number that of one of the original members of the Council 
when the Club was instituted in 1867, and one who has been for many 
years a constant and active attendant at our annual meetings, and 
whose pen has contributed to oar Collections some useful articles on 
the "Roads, Bridges, Canals, and Railways of Montgomeryshire", 
in whom you will at once recognise Mr. Abraham Howell. The other 
members include Mr. J. Nightingale Broughton and Mr. David 
Roberts of Oswestry. 

Bearing in mind that the " Powys-land Museum and Gallery of 
Art" are, in a special sense, children of the Powys-land Club, the 
Council takes the opportunity of putting on record its sense of the 
loss incurred through the death of its young and promising curator, 
J. Bickerton Morgan, F.G.S. 

The Report of the School of Science and Art will be submitted to 
you by the Secretary. A financial statement of the accounts of the 
Club will also be read, which, though coming last in order, is by no 
means the least important matter for your consideration, nor is it, 
happily, the least satisfactory. 
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Science and Aet Glasses Annual Report. 

Mr. Simpson Jones reported that the Science and Art classes 
were at present better attended, though the number of students 
was not as it should be. At the last May examination one 
pupil passed first class in freehand drawing, and two passed 
second class.

In concluding his report, Mr. Simpson Jones observed that 
a very large number of subscriptions had this year not been 
paid, he not having pressed very hard for them on account of 
the publication for last year not having been issued until that 
morning. He would now be in a position to try and see if he 
could not get in more money. 

Archdeacon Thomas, in moving the adoption of the Annual 
Report and Statement of Accounts, said he would reverse the 
order of things as contained in the Report, and begin with the 
last, and that was the very satisfactory state of their finances. 
He was glad to note that there was great confidence manifested 
by the members of the Club in their Council. If they had 
been rather sorely tried in having had to wait so long 
for the new Part they were still contented, and took up the 
work in real good earnest. He wished to explain the reason 
of the delay in the issue of the Part, and that was similar to 
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the one already alluded to in the Report — the continued illness 
of Mr. Valentine Lloyd, who had sent in his final resignation. 
They regretted it exceedingly, because there was no one 
member of the Club who knew so well the history of the 
Society and its workings as did Mr. Lloyd. They sincerely 
hoped that, though physically debarred from holding office, he 
would be able to continue in their service, and enrich the 
Collections with his fund of Montgomeryshire lore. The future 
working had been under the consideration of the Council, and 
the decision at present come to, was to go on with the system 
adopted last year, and for which the Editorial Committee is 
responsible. They proposed to proceed at once with the 
publication of the Record department; but it must depend 
much upon the members of the Editorial Committee. They 
had much pleasure in proposing Mr. Richard Williams for the 
post vacated by Mr. Valentine Lloyd. Mr. Williams had done 
great service in the past for the Society, and he had not the 
slightest doubt that he would be equal to the occasion in the 
future. For the Folk-lore of the county they had the promise, 
he was glad to say, of the help of the Rev. Elias Owen, than 
whom no one was more competent or better acquainted with 
the subject. They appealed to every member of the Powys-land 
Club to do what he could to complete the purpose which had 
been in the mind of their founder from the beginning, of these 
parochial histories of the county of Montgomery. They hope 
to complete the history of every parish within it Some of them 
were very important, others were less so ; but all contained a 
considerable amount of information which needed seeking and 
sifting. He was glad to say that the parish of Newtown would 
be written by Mr. Richard Williams ; and that the Rev. J. Allen 
Jones was preparing a history of Llanfihangel, who certainly 
had a great record to tell, from the former existence in that 
parish of the second great house in the county, the Vaughans 
of Llwydiarth. They had had a little difficulty with regard to 
their printing, in addition to their troubles as an Editorial 
Committee, and they had transferred their work to the Bedford 
Press ; but through no fault of Mr. Clark, who had done good 
service in the past. It was a satisfaction to them to know that 
the ruins of Strata Marcella Abbey had been to some extent 
secured from injury, and for this they had to thank their 
esteemed President. One important thing they should keep in 
view was the repair of Rodney's Pillar. Nothing had been done 
to it for many years, and it was in some danger of coming to 
pieces. He had tried to induce Mr. Harrison to write a paper 
on it, and he still hoped that he would undertake it and find it 
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a pleasant task. Then came the question of the Index. Last 
year it was proposed that an index should be prepared. The 
members were, of course, aware of the fact that there was 
already a rough index for the first fourteen volumes, but it was 
not a complete one. The question had been under the considera- 
tion of the Committee as to what form it should take; whether 
a complete and thorough index of every subject in each volume, 
or a sort of continuation of the present rough index of the first 
fourteen volumes. That morning, on looking over a bundle of 
manuscripts, he found a rough index of the first twenty-five 
volumes by Mr. Rowley Morris, and it struck him that if carried 
on to the end of the current year it would suffice very fairly for 
ordinary purposes. It would enable them to find out what were 
the contents of the twenty-eight volumes. The Council were 
of opinion that it should be completed to the end of this 
year, and presented as a Supplement to the current volume. 
No one could then say that the publication for the year 1894 
was less valuable than any of its predecessors, and that would 
be saying a good deal, considering the valuable matter they 
had in the published volumes. Then there were other manu- 
scripts, which had been transferred by Mrs. Morris, and would 
supply materials for the Record department for a long time to 
come. There was a notice in their Report of the death of one 
of their oldest and worthiest members. Those who had 
attended the Annual Meetings year by year must have noticed 
the invariable presence of Mr. Abraham Howell, who mani- 
fested the greatest concern and interest in the welfare of the 
Society, and was always ready to assist in its historical and 
artistic departments. There were many things still to be done 
in connection with the work ©f the Society which should have 
an attraction for individuals, without going into every detail of 
their parish history : such were objects of domestic and eccle- 
siastical furniture. There were many works of art in the county 
in connection with different churches and houses that were 
most valuable as showing the condition of art in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. One remark only would he add in 
conclusion, and that was in regard to the proposal made at the 
last meeting that transcripts should be made of the registers of 
their different parishes. This year they were able to announce 
that the work had been commenced, and Mr. Pryce was now 
prepared to show them an instalment, which he hoped would be 
followed throughout the couuty. He now proposed that the 
Annual Report which they had heard read, and which was a 
very satisfactory one, be adopted and printed. 

Mr. R. E. Jones seconded, and the resolution was unanimously 
carried. 
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Mr. Pryce, in presenting a specimen of the work done in 
regard to the transcription of Parish Registers, apologised for 
the small amount he had so far been able to accomplish, which 
was partly due to the long time taken in discussing with the 
Archdeacon the best form to be adopted and the minutiae of the 
details. After careful consideration they decided to adopt the 
tabular form, and he had just commenced the first few years, of 
the register of Llandrinio* and had brought it with him to 
submit to them. The specimen contained every particular 
mentioned in the Register, and he would have nothing omitted 
whatsoever. He had commenced with the parish of Llandrinio, 
but he was sorry to say that the register was rather incomplete, 
several years being missing. Now that the work waa fairly 
commenced it would go on rapidly, and he hoped to have a little 
more leisure time in which to carry it out He found much 
difficulty in deciphering some portions of the register. 

The Rev. Elias Owen next moved : " That the Powysland 
Club desires to convey to the Rev. W. Valentine Lloyd its 
grateful thanks for his services, both as a contributor for many 
years to, and for the past ten years as, Co-Editor of the Mont- 
gomeryshire Collections, and as some mark of their appreciation 
to place him on the Council of the Club." He did not think it 
necessary for hira to say anything on the subject. It spoke for 
itself. Anyone who had taken the trouble to make any kind of 
-collection, knew full well how difficult it was to get real informa- 
tion. But this had been supplied for years and years in their 
publication, thanks to Mr. Lloyd, and all along bad been 
admirably done. Though to a great degree they hoped to have 
the help of this gentlemen, still they felt none the less grateful 
for what he had already done in the past. He had added very 
much to the value of the publications. 

The Rev. Trevor Owen having seconded, the resolution was 
unanimously agreed to. 

Mr. SrMPSON Jones {Hon. Sec.) said there were one or two little 
matters which he thought he should mention to this meeting ; 
one of which was that on page 164 of vol. xiv of their Transac- 
tions, reference was made to the Minute Books, or Tensor's 
books of the ancient Corporation of the borough of Pool, and it 
was there stated that the earliest minute book now in the 
possession of the Corporation commenced in 1728, but there was 
an earlier one which had been missing since 1729. He thought 
it would be interesting to the meeting to know that this book

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is still in existence. He believed he would be allowed to take 
extracts from it for publication in their Transactions. Another 
subject he wished to bring before the meeting was the "Wishing 
Stone" in St. Mary's Churchyard. It was mentioned in their 
Transactions in vol. xiv, page 216, though it was not there called 
the Wishing Stone. Several people in Welshpool desired to 
have this stone, which was fast sinking into the earth, exca- 
vated and given some place of prominence, or fixed on a 
pedestal. He knew a few people who would subscribe to a fund 
for carrying this idea out, and, as he had a balance in hand 
from the Strata Marcella Excavation Fund, he thought it could 
be devoted towards having the stone excavated. He further 
wished to add that the executors of his late father had decided 
to spend the £100, which was left by him as a legacy, in the 
construction of a heating apparatus in the Museum and Library. 

The Mayor, Mr. C. E. Howell, in proposing a vote of thanks 
to the noble lord for presiding, said they were much indebted ta 
him for the interest he took in the welfare of the Society. He 
had great pleasure in moving the vote. 

Mr. G. D. Harbison seconded, and it was carried with 
acclamation. 

Loed Powis, in reply, returned his best thanks to those 
present for having so kindly passed the vote of thanks for the 
duties which he had performed that afternoon. He was glad to 
have been present to hear the speeches, made there that day, 
and especially to learn about the book relating to Welshpool. 
He could not but add his feelings of regret to those of Arch- 
deacon Thomas, when he referred to the death of Mr. Abraham 
Howell, for he was sure there was no one more interested in 
the work of this club, or who gave them a warmer welcome 
when they met at the annual meetings than the late Mr» 
Howell. He again thanked them for the compliment

In Burke's Landed Gentry, 1845, the family of Hughes 
of Gwerclas, co. Merioneth, containing the several 
Jines of the descendants of the Princes of Powys-land, 
occupies au unusually large space. 

From such an ample quarry I am privileged to col- 
lect a few monumental stones, which may present in 
bold relief the distinctions of the ancient magnates of 
Powys-land, and their posterity. 

We are much interested in the continuance of the 
offshoots of our former rulers, and heartily desire their 
prosperity and aggrandizement. 

The ground that I am surveying has been partially 
traversed before in the Montgomeryshire Collections,

but I shall endeavour to select a few salient points, 
which have been omitted, or deserve more prominence, 
than has been hitherto accorded to them. 

The Barons of Powys have been the subjects of 
honourable comment in the Cherletons, the Greys, and 
the Tiptofts ; and the Kynastons, intermarrying with 
the Greys, Earls of Tankerville, acquired their baronet- 
age through their illustrious descent from Owen, eldest 
son of Griffin ap Wenwynwyn, Prince of Upper Powys, 
and the Barons of Powys. 

I propose to confine my remarks to William de la 
Pole, and his posterity. William de la Pole was fourth 
son of Griffin ap Wenwynwyn, on whom devolved the 
Lordships of Mawddwy, co. Merioneth, and Caereinion, 
co. Montgomery, on the death of his uncle, Madoc Goch 
ap Wenwynwyn, without issue male. 

His wife was Gladousa, or Wladousa, and his son, 
and successor, whs Griffin de la Pole. 

He was succeeded by William, Lord of Mawddwy, who 
married Margaret, daughter and coheiress of Thomas ap 
Llewelyn ap Owen, Lord of Iscoed, Gwynionith, and 
Trefgarn, whose grandfather Owen, Lord of South 
Wales, had married Lady Eleanor, daughter of the 
Princess Eleanor and the Count of Bar. The Princess m 
Eleanor was daughter of Edward I. 

Trefgarn, which thus came into the possession of 
William de la Pole, had been a royal domain in Pem- 
brokeshire, and endeared to the sons of the Cymry by 
the records of past hospitality, and many choice effusions 
of bardic song. 

" Many an eye, 
Bright as the hrightest now, is closed in night, 
And many a voic*% once eloquent, is mute." 

(Rogers.) 

The next Lord of Mawddwy and Trefgarn was John 
de la Pole, who married Elizabeth, daughter and heiress 
of Sir Fulk Corbet of Wattlesburgh, and Moreton 
Corbet, Knight ; and their daughter Elizabeth, sole 
heiress to her brother Fulk. married Hugh Burgh, who 
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became Lord of Mawddwy by right of his wife, and heir 
to all the great estates, which, at the time of Domesday f 
Roger Corbet held under Roger de Montgomery, Earl 
of Shrewsbury. He died August 18th, 1430. 

He was a large landed-proprietor in several Welsh 
counties, where he possessed 

" Each castled cliff, and brown monastic shade." 

(Rogers.) 

His son, Sir John Burgh, Knight, Lord of Mawddwy, 
married Jane, daughter and co-heiress of Sir William 
Clopton of Clopton, co. Gloucester, and was father of 
four daughters, co-heiresses of his large estates, who 
intermarried with Shropshire gentlemen, Messrs. New- 
port, Leighton, Lingen, afterwards Burton, and Mytton, 
the heads and representatives of important and flourish- 
ing families. 

The eldest of these co-heiresses, Elizabeth, married 
William Newport of High Ercall, co. Salop, the ancestor 
of the Newports, Earls of Bradford, and their descend- 
ants the Bridgemans, subsequent Earls of Bradford. 

William Newport, 1 of High Ercall, was sheriff of 
Shropshire in 1473, and grandson of Thomas Newport, 
sheriff in 1404. He greatly increased the property and 
importance of the family by his marriage with one of 
the daughters, and co-heiresses, of Sir John Burgh, and 
received, as a part of her portion, Trefgarn in Pem- 
brokeshire, a mansion and domain formerly occupied by 
the Princes of South Wales. 

His arms were : Arg., a chevron gu., between three 
leopards' faces sa. 

His grandfather, Thomas Newport, Sheriff of Shrop- 
shire in 1404, is styled of Ercall. The progenitors of 
this Thomas Newport are thus noticed in Collins' 
Peerage : — 

" Henry Newport, a person of great note in the reign of King 
Henry III, married Anne, daughter of Sir Adam Eton (Eytou) of 



See Blake way's Sheriffs of Shropshire. 
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Wigmont (Wigmore), and had issue Henry, his son and heir, who 
wedded Jane, daughter to Thomas Bayley of Shrewsbury, and was 
succeeded by Thomas, his son and heir; who by Joice his wife, 
daughter to Sir Foulk Bassett, had issue Thomas Newport, who 
married Anne (? Margaret), daughter and heir of John Ercall of High 
Ercall, in com. Salop." 

The family were previously of Newport, in the county 
of Salop. Leland says they obtained Ercall by pur- 
chase, but more probably by marrying the heiress, 
Margaret Ercall of Ercall. 

Thomas Newport, and Isabel, his wife, procured a 
licence from the Bishop of Lichfield, dated Jan. 6th, 
1398, to cause divine service to be performed before 
them in any of their oratories within that diocese. In 
1402, June 27th, a similar licence " ad faciendum divina 
celebrari in oratoriis suis coram se et libera familia sua" 
was granted to Thomas Newport and Margaret his 
wife : he was now married to a second wife, or possibly 
an error in his wife's Christian name was discovered in 
the former permission. 

Dugdale says, that Richard Archer of Umbersdale in 
co. Warwick, who was Sheriff of Shropshire in 1431, 
married, as his second wife, " Margaret, the widow 
unto Thomas Newport of Ercall, in Shropshire, the same, 
I presume, who was sheriff in 1404, by reason whereof 
he resided there upon her jointure." 

According to the Herald's Visitation of Shropshire, 
" Thomas Newport, jure uxoris of Ercoll, married Anna 
(? Margaret) fil. et sola hser. Joh'is Arcoll (Ercall) de 
Arcall in Co. Salop." The heiress of Ercall, his wife 
and widow, is evidently the lady referred to in the 
licence of 1402. 

The restriction of the benefits of this domestic 
worship to the free part of Mr. Newport's household, 
excluding villains and bondmen, is curious, and charac- 
teristic of the times. 

The whole of the two licences bespeak a personage 
of distinction, and I presume, says Blakeway, he was 
the sheriff of this year.

THE EARLS OP BRADFORD. 

A John Newport, Esq., was present at the delivery 
of the city of Mans to the French in the year 1448. 
See RymeVy xi, 205. 

The son, and heir, of William and Elizabeth Newport, 
was John, who died. Oct. 31st, 1512, and he was 
succeeded by Thomas, whose younger son, Edmund, 
married a Miss Lyttelton of Frankley, co. Worcester. 

Richard Newport of High Ercall, afterwards Sir 
Ilichard, eldest son of Thomas Newport, sheriff in 1550, 
was sheriff of Shropshire in 1552. 

He was a Member of the Council in the Marches of 
Wales, out of which body it appears to have been the 
policy of the Crown for many years to select the sheriffs 
of Shropshire, and this circumstance accounts for that 
office, as yet regarded as an honour, and distinction, 
being confined for so great a length of time to so very 
few families. • 

Sir Richard Newport greatly augmented the estates 
of his family by marrying the only child of Chief 
Justice Bromley, who had obtained extensive property 
about Wroxeter from the spoils of the Abbey of 
Shrewsbury, on the dissolution of the monasteries. 
She survived her husband a long time. 

"This year, 1598", says the Manuscript Chronicle, 
"Lady Margaret Newport of Eyton, wydowe, departed 
this present lyfe the 10th day of August, and was 
buried at Rochsetter the next day followinge, being 
hir will so, and the 29th day of August all the bells in 
Shrewsbury dyd ringe in remembrance of hir ; the 
which towne she loved well. Her mother was a Lyster, 
and she was beloved of the inhabitants therein." 

Sir Thomas Bromley of Eyton upon Severn, was 
Lord Chief Justice of the Court of King's Bench in 
1553, and one of the executors of King Henry VIII, 
and, by a daughter of Richard Lyster, Esq., of Rowton, 
father of an heiress, from whom the Newports, Earls of 
Bradford, derived Eyton, and their other estates in that 
neighbourhood. 

MagdaleneNewport, youngest daughter of SirUichard, 
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and wife of Richard Herbert of Montgomery Castle, 
was a paragon of excellence in " mind, form, and face", 
an admirable wife and mother, and an accomplished 
lady. 

She is eulogized in the poetry, and funeral discourse 
of her friend, Dr. Donne, Dean of St. Paul's, and her 
gifted son, George, bore frequent testimony to her rare 
qualities, and endowments. 

Her distinguished sons owed much to her thoughtful 
and judicious training. 

Edward was a renowned statesman, an able ambas- 
sador, and historian, and obtained a peerage, as Lord 
Herbert of Chirbury, and George was a proficient in 
verse and prose, a sweet singer of Israel, and pre- 
eminently a poet of the National Church, and a devotee 
to his pastoral duties. 

Francis Newport of High Ercall, afterwards Sir 
Francis, sheriff of Shropshire in 1586, was son of Sir 
Richard Newport, sheriff in 1552. The Manuscript 
Chronicle, under the year 1601, when he again filled 
this office, styles him " a woorthy and a valiant man, 
one of her majesties leff-tenants, and justice of pees." 

The Hall at High Ercall, a fine residence with pro- 
jecting gables, was built by Sir Francis Newport, Knight, 
and it is said to have been garrisoned in the time of 
the Civil Wars. 

I here insert a letter of Sir Francis to his Nephew : — 

"1615, January 16. Eyton. Letter from Sir Francis Newport to 
his nephew, Sir Edward Herbert, afterwards first Lord Herbert 
of Chirbury. 

" Most Noble, and Most Dere Nephew, 

" In this verye instant of tyme I receaved l'res from you dated 
att Nirmeghen the 12th of this moueth; accordiuge unto that account 
they have made mee wonderfully glad, for three respects : first and 
principally, in that I am assured bye them, of yo'r health ; secondly, 
in that you are coming out of Italye ; and thirdlye, in that you are 
for neare home, for it gy veth good hope, that you will ere loug retorne, 
which (God knoweth) I much desyre that you would, for to move you 
unto it, I will gyve you many reasons, for you know, tho' I saye 
nothing, that they are manye and greate. 
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" Mye syster, y'r mother, is confident to take a journey into these 
p'ts this somer, the rather I think because yo'r brother Vaugh'n is 
dead, aud if yo* have a williuge harte, you maye come tyme enough to 
acco'pany her heore, and would not then the company bee much the 
better. I pray you .... and thearfore first, Nephew, make it soe in 
as much as it is in yo'r power to doe it (God helpinge the pu'pose). 
I now for advtysement leave you to understand that Count Pemb. 
hath most noblye p'formed his p'myse with you, made on yV kynse- 
man's behalf, for as hee receaved the degree the secoud daye of this 
month in a very gracious maner, and after ofFeringe his acknowledge- 
ment to that hon'able Count, hee bade him attribute all for this 
matter unto you, and p'myssed, that hee would bee ev'r readye to 
pleasure him in anye matter of greater importance. 

" You are to come home, were it for uothiuge els butt to gyve that 
noble Person all due thanks. 

" S'r, y'r payments doe well goe on, aud are dulye made, aud I 
have gyven warranto to Mr. Prytherogh for selling of the laude lately 
redeemed for Baker (as bye yo'r le're you wyshed). 

" Wee havo heare gen'ally had a verye drye and hott tyme, aud 
sythince March, for as the grounds are much burnt, aud the catall 
live barely e, and noe hope of anye competent store of Haye to bee had 
this year. God, if it bee his holye will, keep his hande of punish- 
ment fro' us, whearwith and comending'j mye truest affectiutie to my 
lovinge Nephew and freud, I have and rest yo'r unkle imoderately 
desyring to see you. 

"Eyton, 16th Jany. 1615. "Ffra. Newport." * 

On the authority of Collins and other Peerages, as 
well as on that of the Heralds Visitation of Shropshire, 
Sir Francis Newport married Beatrice, daughter of 
Rowland Lacon of Willey, where she is given as the 
mother of his children. This alliance is confirmed in 
the Lacon Visitation pedigree. It has, however, been 
assumed elsewhere 1 that Sir Francis Newport married, 
as a second wife, the daughter of Sir George More, 
Chancellor of the Garter, and Lieutenant of the Tower. 
She was niece to the Lady Elsemore (Ellesmere), and 
sister to the wife of Dr. Donne, Dean of St. Paul's. It 
was through this supposed connection, that Sir George 
More was induced to take a prominent part in carrying 
out the plans, and wishes, of Richard Herbert, brother- 
in-law of Sir Francis Newport, and the future Lord

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Herbert of Cherbury became practically a ward of 
Sir George More of Loseley, or Lothesley, 1 near Guild- 
ford, Surrey, and he subscribed himself Sir George's 
"adopted son in name, but natural all other ways." 

A possible explanation, with little authority to con- 
firm it, is that a sister of Sir George More, who had 
married a Shropshire knight, Sir George Mainwaring 
of Ightfield, might have been the second wife of Sir 
Francis Newport, maternal uncle to Lord Herbert of 
Chirbury, as Sir George styles Sir Francis Newport 
€< his brother" in a document extant in the Loseley 
MSS., which appears to be a recapitulation of his claims 
as a guardian upon Lord Herberts estate at the time, 
we suppose, he came of age. It is headed 2 "The case 
bet'n my son, and me, is this." 

In 1628 the sheriff* of Shropshire was Sir Richard 
Newport of High Ercall, Knight, afterwards a Baron of 
the United Kingdom. 

He was the son, and successor, of Sir Francis New- 
port, sheriff in 1586. 

He married Rachel, daughter of Sir John Leveson of 
Haling, co. Kent, and sister of Sir Richard Leveson of 
Trentham, co. Stafford, Knight of the Bath. 

The means, by which he obtained his peerage, are 
very fairly told by Lord Clarendon in his History of 
the Rebellion, vol. iii, p. 257. The passage merits tran- 
scription, as it applies equally to several other of our 
Shropshire gentry who obtained patents of baronetcy, 
or the honour of knighthood, during this visit of the 
unfortunate Charles to the town of Shrewsbury. 
Having mentioned that the King was obliged to have 
recourse to various expedients for raising money, the 
historian proceeds 3 : "There was a Gentleman of very 
good extraction, and of the best estate of any Gentle-

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man of that country, who lived within four or five miles 
of Shrewsbury, and was looked upon as a very prudent 
man, and had a very powerful influence upon that 
people, and was of undoubted affections and loyalty to 
the King, and to the Government both in Church 
and State ; his eldest son, Francis Newport, was a 
young Gentleman of great expectation, and of excellent 
parts, a Member of the House of Commons, who had 
behaved himself there very well. This Gentleman inti- 
mated to a friend of his (Lord Clarendon himself), that 
if his father might be made a Baron, he did believe he 
might be prevailed upon to present his Majesty with a 
good sum of money. 

" It was proposed to the King, who had no mind to 
embrace the proposal, his Majesty taking occasion often 
to speak against making merchandize of honour ; how 
much the Crown suffered at present by the licence of 
that kind, which had been used during the favour of 
the Duke of Buckingham, and that he had not taken 
a firmer resolution against many things than against 
this particular expedient for raising money. However, 
after he returned from Chester, and found by the in- 
crease of his levies, and the good disposition all things 
were in, that he might in a short time be able to march, 
and in so good a condition, that he should rather seek 
the rebels, than decline meeting with them, if the 
indispensable want of money did not make his motion 
impossible ; the merit and ability of the person, and the 
fair expectation from his posterity, he having two sons, 
both very hopeful, prevailed with his Majesty to resume 
the same overture, and in a few days it was perfected, 
and the Gentleman was made a Baron, Out. 24th, 1642, 
who presented the sum of six thousand pounds to his 
Majesty, whereupon all preparations 1 for the army were 
prosecuted with effect. 

" Steadfastly attached to his Sovereign, no one was a

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greater sufferer in the royal cause than Lord Newport ; 
for he was himself fined in £3,287, and his son in 
£5,284 : he was also condemned to pay an annual sum 
of £170 to the Puritan clergy.; indeed, in 1644 his 
estate had been ordered by the Parliament to be sold. 
At length he was compelled to seek for repose in a 
voluntary exile, and ended hi3 days at the town of 
Moulins in the Bourbonnois, the year after his royal 
master." His daughter Mary married Francis Forester, 
Esq., sheriff of Shropshire in 1652, and the present 
Earl of Bradford has formed an alliance with a member 
of the same family. 

As the family of Newport was from this time raised 
above the office of sheriff, the present is the proper 
place to conclude their history. 

Lord Newport was succeeded by his son, Francis, 
who married Diana, fourth daughter of Francis Russell, 
fifth Earl of Bedford. 

In 1678 he was created a Viscount, and was suc- 
cessively Comptroller and Treasurer of the Household, 
but refusing to concur with the arbitrary measures of 
James II, he was dismissed from his post. It is no 
small evidence of the general disgust occasioned by the 
conduct of James II, that a Nobleman of such signal 
loyalty, as Viscount Newport, should concur so warmly 
in the Revolution as to be excepted from the general 
pardon of the abdicated monarch. 

In 1694 he was made Earl of Bradford, and was 
succeeded by his son, Richard, who left two sons, 
successively Earls of Bradford — Henry and Thomas, 
the latter of whom died in 1762 in a state of mental 
derangement. 

Earl Henry, passing over the issue of his sisters, 
Diana, wife of Algernon Coote, Earl of Montrath, Ire- 
land, and Anne, wife of Sir Orlando Bridgeman, devised 
the reversion of his estates, in case of the death without 
issue of his natural son, John Harrison, who took the 
name of Newport, to the mother of that son, Mrs. Anne 
Smith, of Berkeley Square. She conveyed that rever- 
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sion to the famous William Pulteney, Earl of Bath, 
through whose family it passed to the Dukes of Cleve- 
land, and Baron Barnard. The estate comprised 
25,604 acres, and realised a rental of £32,605 in 1873. 
Andrew Newport, baptized Nov. 1622, was the 
second son of Sir Richard Newport, Knight, the first 
Lord Newport, and younger brother of Francis New- 
port, the first Earl of Bradford. He was one of the 
Commissioners of Customs in the reign of King Charles 
II, and a noted man of his time. Among the romances 
of Defoe is one entitled Memoirs of Col. Andrew 
Newport, purporting to be a production of this Andrew 
Newport, and rightly giving his descent, but otherwise 
fabulous. There is a picture of him at Weston, attri- 
buted to Sir Godfrey Kneller. He was a Member of 
Parliament for Shrewsbury, temp. William III, from 
1689 to 1698, and dying unmarried in the year 1699, 
was buried at Wroxeter, co. Salop, having, by his will, 
bequeathed his manor of Dythur in Montgomeryshire, 
and other estates in the counties of Salop and Mont- 
gomery, to Richard, Lord Newport, the son of his 
brother, Francis, Earl of Bradford. On a flat stone in 
the chancel of Wroxeter Church is the following inscrip- 
tion to his memory : — 

" Here lies the body of the Honourable Andrew Newport, Esq., 
brother to the Right Honourable Francis, Earl of Bradford. Obiit 
11 Septemb. 1699 ann. *etat. 76." 

I extract from Pepys* Diary an allusion to him, 
March 1st, 1667: 

" Meeting Mr. Colville, I walked with him to his building, where 
he is building a tiue house, where he formerly lived in Lumbard 
Street, and it will be a very fine Street. So to Westminster, and 
there walked till by and by comes Sir W. Coventry, and with him 
Mr. Chickly and Mr. Andrew Newport I to dinner with them to 
Mr. Chickly's in Queen Street, iu Covent Gardeu. A very fine 
house, and a man that lives in mighty great fashion." (Pcpys* 
Diary, 496.) 

I subjoin a letter from Andrew Newport to his 
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nephew, Henry, fourth Lord Herbert of Chirbury, who 
married his cousin, Lady Catherine Newport : 

"London, 19th March (10)84-5. 
"My L'd, — Some few daies pass'd before I could meete with 
Admiral Herbert after the Receipt of y'r former; at last he told me 
y'r letter came to his hand, though not soe sooue as it ought to have 
done, and that he would imediately make you a return, which I pre- 
sume he has douc. 

" I will endeavour to gett y'r Formallityes ready against the day of 
solemnity, and if possible to provide a Lodgiug such as you desire, 
the rent to com'ence about the time of y'r Arrivall. Just now came 
to me S'r Uvedale Corbett's servant from Oxford, where he attended 
the B'tt for providing a Tutour, and Lodging for his Master, who is 
now here ; he tells me B'tt complains of your sister, Herbert, for soe 
often sendinge for her sonne to Oakly Parke, and keeping him some- 
times a quarter, sometimes halfe a year, from his Study. My service 
pray to poore woman. 

" I am, my L'd, 
" Y'r L'p's most humble Serv't, 
" For the Eight Hon'ble •• And. Newport. 1 

The L'd Herbert of Chirbury, 
at Lymore Lodge." 

Richard, second Earl of Bradford, married Mary, 
third daughter, and coheiress, of Sir ThomasWilbraham, 
Bart., of Woodhey, near Nantwich, Cheshire, and was 
father of two Earls, who succeeded him, Henry 
and Thomas, and of three daughters, of whom the 
Lady Diana became Countess of Montrath, and the 
Lady Anna married Sir Orlando Bridgeman, and was 
ancestress of the more modern line of the Earls of 
Bradford. 

The Newports, Earls of Bradford, had a town house 
in Dogpole, Shrewsbury, which was then celebrated for 
its refined, and pleasant, society. Their London resi- 
dence was famed for its choice paintings. 

When the political sermon of Dr. Sacheverel was 
condemned by 69 to 59 in the Privy Council, a.d. 1709- 
10, and that restless ecolesiastic, regarding the sentence 
as favourable, felt himself to be at liberty to sojourn 
where he pleased, and to carry on his itinerant pro-

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cessions through several parts of the kingdom, causing 
thereby riot, and disorder, the then Earl of Bradford, 1 
Lord Lieutenant of Shropshire, laid before the Earl of 
Sunderland, the Secretary of State, a representation of 
several gentlemen of the said county concerning the 
continued agitation on that occasion, for at Bridgenorth 
Dr. Sacheverel had been met by Mr. Cresswell at the 
head of four thousand horse, and the like number of 
persons on foot, wearing white knots edged with gold. 

His lordship having laid the complaint before the 
Queen and Privy Council, was ordered to return an 
answer, and consequently wrote to the Earl of Bradford, 
April 10th, 1710, that her Majesty expressed her 
dissatisfaction with those riotous and seditious pro- 
ceedings, by which the public peace was broken, and 
that it was her Majesty s pleasure, that his lordship, 
and the gentlemen of the county, should effectually 
prosecute the offenders with the utmost severity of the 
law. 

This letter to the Earl of Bradford, with his repre- 
sentation, and the answer thereto published in the 
Gazette, gave such offence to the High Church party, 
that they used their unceasing endeavours to get his 
lordship, the Earl of Sunderland, removed from his 
post, as Secretary of State. 

I must now diverge from the Newports, Earls of 
Bradford, to their kinsmen and representatives, the 
Bridgemans, Earls of Bradford. 

The Right Reverend John Bridgeman, Bishop of 
Chester, married Elizabeth, daughter of Dr. Helyar, 
Canon of Exeter, and Archdeacon of Barnstaple, and 
had five sons, of whom the eldest, Orlando Bridgeman, 
was a lawyer of great eminence, having been suc- 
cessively Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, Lord 
Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, and succeeded Lord 
Clarendon as Lord Keeper of the Great Seal. He was 
created a Baronet, 7th June 1660, and married, first, 
Judith, daughter, and heir, of John Kynaston, Esq., of

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Morton, co. Salop, and had an only son, John, who 
married Mary, daughter and coheir of George Cradock, 
Esq., of Carswick Castle. 

His son and successor was Sir John, who married 
Ursula, daughter, and sole heir, of Roger Matthews, 
Esq., of Blodwell in Salop. 

He was succeeded by his son, Sir Orlando, who 
married Lady Anne, third daughter of Richard New- 
port, second Earl of Bradford and Viscount Newport 
(honours which expired with Thomas,fourth Earl, 1762). 

His eldest son, Henry, was elevated to the peeraga 
August 13th, 1794, as Baron Bradford of Bradford, co. 
Salop. He married Elizabeth, daughter, and heir, of 
John Simpson, Esq., of Babworth, Notts, and was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, Orlando, second Baron, who 
married, 29th May 1788, the Honourable Lucy Eliza- 
beth, daughter of George, Viscount Torrington, and 
was created Viscount Newport, and Earl of Bradford, 
November 30th, 1815. 

His son and successor, George Augustus Frederick 
Henry Bridgeman, D.C.L., married, first, March 5th, 
1818, Georgina Elizabeth, only daughter of the late Sir 
Thomas Moncreiffe, county Perth, and had issue, 

Orlando George Charles, born 24th April 1819, who 
married, in 1844, Selina Louisa, youngest daughter of 
Cecil, first Lord Forester, and Lady Catherine Manners, 
daughter of the Duke of Rutland, and succeeded to the 
family title, and estates. 

He was M.P. for South Salop 1842-65, Lord Cham- 
berlain 1866-8, Master of the Horse 1874-80, and 
became Lord Lieutenant of Shropshire, in 1875. He is 
entitled to quarter the Royal Arms of Plantagenet. 

His eldest son, George Cecil Orlando, born February 
3rd, 1845, was educated at Eton, formerly Lieutenant 
1st Life Guards, and Captain Shropshire Yeomanry 
Cavalry; sat as M.P. for North Shropshire, c. 1867-S5, 
when he unsuccessfully contested N. or Newport Divi- 
sion of Shropshire. He was attached to Duke of 
Abercorn's special mission to King of Italy, 1878, and

married, 1869, Lady Ida Frances Annabella Lumley, 
second daughter of ninth Earl of Scarborough. 

The Earl of Bradford is patron of twelve livings : 
Castle Bromwich R. Warwickshire, Blymhill R., Weston 
under Lyziard R., Walsall V. Staffordshire, Hughley 
R., Knockin R., Tong V., Kinnerley V. Shropshire, 
Great Lever V., Wigan K, New Bury V. Lancashire, 
Teddington Don. Middlesex. 

Arms : Sable, ten plates, four, three, two, and one, on 
a chief argent, a lion passant ermines. 

Crest: A demi-lion rampant argent, holding in the 
paws a wreath of laurel, proper. 

Supporters : Two leopards guardant gules, sem6e of 
pellets. 

Seats : Weston Park, Shifnal ; Castle Bromwich, 
Birmingham; Newport Lodge, Melton Mowbray; Tong 
Castle. Town residence : 43, Belgrave Square, S.W. 

Clubs : Carlton, Wanderers, Turf, Travellers'. 

Motto : Nee temere nee timide (Neither rashly, nor 
timidly). 

The descendants of the time-honoured Princes of 
Powys have " done the State some service", and shared 
its honours, and contracted alliances with the chief 
families of Great Britain ; and Burke, in his Landed 
Gentry, remarks of others, whose names are not enrolled 
in the Peerage, that it would be difficult for either 
France, or Germany, to rival their claim to hereditary 
nobility. 

Some, however, have obtained coronets, one at least 
has been privileged to wear the strawberry leaf, and 
another formed an alliance with the Baronet of Wynn- 
stay, "the Prince in Wales," whose family has repeatedly 
refused a peerage. 

The Lord Lieutenancies of Montgomeryshire and 
Salop have been frequently confided to the descendants 
of the Lords of Mawddwy, and the second Earl of Powis, 
dropping the renowned name of Clive, accepted that of 
Herbert, endeared to Powys-land, and was " the pre- 
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server of the see of St. Asaph", an eulogium inscribed 
on his tomb. 

His second son, the late Sir Percy Egerton Herbert, 
M.P. for South Shropshire, maintained the military- 
reputation of his great-grandfather, Lord Clive, and 
was the first to apprehend the distant march of the 
Russian soldiery pressing on towards Inkerman in the 
dusky dawn of November 5th, 1854. 

The Princes of Powys reigned in the hearts of their 
subjects ; and their descendants, by their energy, rare 
tact, and talent, have shown themselves to be worthy 
of their high and ancient lineage. 

" Tbey still have hearts, and still have hands, 
As strong to will and dare, 
As when their ancient banners flew 
Across the Cymric air." 

The spark of heroism struck out in Powys-land in 
mediaeval ages has kindled into a flame, and shot its 
beams over a wider sphere. 
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HISTORY OF THE PARISH OF LLANDRINIO.

I. — Introductory. 

Although at the present time comparatively little 
known, Llandrinio focuses in its history a large amount 
of local and national lore. Situated in the Marches of 
Wales, traversed by one, if not by two, Roman roads, 
bisected by Ofia's Dyke, and bounded on one side by 
the river Severn, which was navigable by boats of con- 
siderable tonnage down to the middle of the present 
century, it has lain in the pathway of war and com- 
merce, and both of them have left their impress on its 
story. When, in the time of Henry VIII, the Marches 
were attached to their adjoining counties, this part was 
assigned to the county of Montgomery, of which it 
forms the extreme north-eastern angle. It is bounded 
on the south by the Severn, which divides it from the 
parishes of Criggion and Alberbury, and the diocese of 
Hereford ; on the east by the river Vyrnwy, which 
separates it from Melverly ; on the north by the 
parishes of Llandysilio and Llansantffraid, and on the 
west by those of Meifod and Guilsfield. The parish 
comprises an area of 3,832 acres, is exceedingly flat, and 
consists of rich alluvial soil deposited by the Severn and 
theVyrnwy, one branch of which appears to have flowed, 
in prehistoric days, from the Meifod Valley through the 
low land by Trefnanney and Penrhos, before it had 
broken through the bank and channelled for itself a 
course at Pontyscowryd. Previous to the erection of 
the Argy, or river-embankment, in 1790, the greater 
portion of the parish was subject to floods, and the 
many windings of their course are seen furrowed in 
vol. xxviii. c 
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different places. The parish is a purely agricultural 
one, and when corn was high, it must have been very- 
flourishing. It is still notable for the rearing of horses 
and the breeding of pigs, 1 while large herds of cattle 
are pastured and fed on its meadows. The population, 
owing in part to agricultural depression, and in part to 
the introduction of machinery, does not exceed 800, and 
has been dwindling. It comprises the three townships 
of Llandrinio, Trederwen Feibion Gynwas (so called to 
distinguish it from the neighbouring township of 
Trederwen Fawr in Llansantffraid), and Penthryn, 
which was formerly in two divisions (P. Fawr and 
P. Vechan), and now includes in addition the smaller 
Llanerchkeela. The place- names are almost entirely 
Welsh, though the language has long been English, 
with the exception of families occasionally immigrating 
from elsewhere. Before the Act for the Enclosure of 
Commons in the Manor of Deytheur passed in 1788, 
large portions of the parish were open fields (maes, pi. 
meusydd), and the district of Haimwood was almost 
entirely so. This part was at that time entirely sur- 
rounded by the two rivers, a branch of the Severn 
cutting across the promontory along the course of the 
Sychpwll (i.e., the dry ditch) into the Vyrnwy, some 
two miles or more above its present junction at the 
Cymmerau. In those days it was a marshy common, 
covered with bushes, and numbers of sheep and hun- 
dreds of geese were pastured upon it, but as it was 
swept by every flood, great losses were often incurred. 

II. — Archaeological. 

It has already been stated that the parish was 
traversed by one, if not by two, Roman roads, and 
bisected by Offas Dyke. A glance at the sketch-map 
will show by what a network of camps and earthworks 
it was surrounded.

Of the Roman roads, one came from Wroxeter 
(Uriconium) through Shrewsbury, the Pavement Gates 
— a significant name — Rowton (Rutunium ?), and Alber- 
bury, following, roughly speaking, the present turnpike 
road by the church, and on through the Four Crosses to 
Clawdd Coch (perhaps Mediolanum), and thence onwards 
through Llangynog to Caergai and Trawsfynydd (Mons 
Heriri) on to Carnarvon (Segontium). Sections of a 
paved road may still be seen in the lawn in front of 
Llandrinio Hall, and it is continued past the church 
through the fold of New Hall to the old Ferry, about 
forty yards below the present bridge. It is formed of 
cobbles, forming a slight ridge about three feet wide. 
The stones are placed on the natural soil, but have been 
covered over with regular layers of fine sand and 
detritus, showing that it has been the work of over- 
flooding waters. This may be too narrow for a Roman 
road, and it may only date back to the twelfth or 
thirteenth century, when there was great traffic to 
Llandrinio in the days of its prime, but it is of great 
interest as a relic of the long past. 

The other road came from Llanymynech, along the 
Street (Strata via), and was continued right across the 
valley to join the other great road that went from 
Uriconium through Stretton (Street town) and Butting- 
ton up the valley of the Severn to the well-known 
station of Caersws. Jts course across this parish is 
further attested by the local name printed in the 
Ordnance Map as " Royal", and locally pronounced as 
" Rhyal", but found in the Registers as " Rhewl" (i.e., 
" Yr Heol"), the Welsh equivalent to " the Street". 

That the Romans worked the mines on Llanymynech 
Hill for copper we have proofs in the tools and coins 
found there. The troops that guarded the workers 
were stationed at Clawdd Coch, an extensive levelled 
plateau on the banks of the Vyrnwy, strongly guarded 
by high banks, more especially on the Llanymynech 
side, where it was most easily accessible. The road 
along which they passed to and fro tells its corrobora-

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tive story by its very name, the " Causeway Lane". 
As the tin exported by the Phoenician traders from 
Cornwall excited the cupidity of the Romans, and so 
formed one of the incentives to their invasion of this 
country, so their contact with the native " chieftains of 
the golden torque" stirred them with a further deter- 
mination to discover the localities where the precious 
metal was to be found. It is worthy of notice that the 
continuation of the Roman road onwards to Carnarvon 
carried them within a very short distance of, while a 
branch of it actually led them through, the gold-pro- 
ducing district of Gwynfynydd, in Merionethshire. I 
do not say that they formed their famous roads on their 
tirst march through ; they were wise enough to utilise 
such earlier trackways as they found in existence ; and 
later on, when their power was more consolidated, to 
complete and perfect these means of communication for 
the administration of the several parts. Many a con- 
flict, however, and many a hard battle had to be fought 
and won before this could be effected. And it is very 
probable — to my mind it is almost certain — that the 
final and decisive struggle between Ostorius Scapula 
and Caractacus was fought on the Breiddin. Many 
places, indeed, claim to be the site of the last stand of 
the Britons and their brave leader ; particularly Wapley 
Camp, Cox wall Knoll, and Caer Caradoc between 
Knighton and Bishop's Castle ; but none of the claim- 
ants answer so fully the account given by the Roman 
historian, Tacitus, as does the Breiddin. 

The Romans, we are told (Tacili AnnaL, xii, 33), 
having fought many battles with the Silures, the in- 
habitants of south-east Wales, followed them up into 
the country of the Ordovices, who occupied this dis- 
trict. Indeed, it has .been suggested, not without 
grounds, that their name was connected with the spot, 
as the district south of the Severn is still called the 
Gorddwr, or Gorthor. The Breiddin is a hill of appa- 
rently impregnable strength, two-thirds of the circuit 
of its fortified crown being an imposing precipice of 
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seven to eight hundred feet in height. The more 
feasible approach on the south side is guarded by a 
strong rampart of loose stones, which may originally 
have been a wall, and this again is strengthened by an 
outer dyke (additum vallum) 9 and the approach guarded 
and covered by curtain walls. If natural strength of 
position and skilful arrangement of defences could make 
any place safe from Roman arms, then the Breiddin 
was safe, and the harassed Britons made for it as their 
last and surest refuge — " Ilium diem, illam.aciem testa- 
batur aut reciperandse libertatis, aut servitutis initium 
eternae fore." When this was taken their hope fled, 
their courage was broken, and the struggle ended. 

We have no historical details to tell us along what 
routes the two armies travelled northwards to this spot, 
but it is probable that the Britons, who knew the 
country well — " locorum fraude prior" — kept along the 
hills, where they could entrap and overwhelm the 
Romans in their mountain gorges and defiles ; but that 
the Romans, as was their wont, avoided such risks, and 
kept along the open plains, winding finally around to 
the foot of the hill. It seems most likely that their 
immediate approach was along the line afterwards 
followed by Offa, and that they crossed the Severn — 
" objectus amnis vado incerto" — by a shifting ford, ever 
since then called by the name of " Rhydescyn", now 
Reteskin, i.e., the " Ford of their ascent" (Fretum 
ascensus). A strong square camp, about half-a-mile 
higher up the river, at Old Mill, marks their permanent 
station for the guarding of the river and the road. 
They ascended the hill apparently up the hollow be- 
tween it and Moel y Golfa, along the dingle called 
" Betheric", significant of some hero's "grave", and as 
they advanced huge stones were rolled down upon them 
from the overhanging rampart. This danger passed, 
they forced their way upwards towards the main en- 
trance, and tore a passage through the rude stone walls. 
The arrows and lances of the Britons were warded off 
by their shields, and when they came to a hand-to-hand 
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fight the desperate valour of the defenceless and light- 
armed natives was forced to give way to the superior 
equipment and the splendid discipline of the Roman 
army. 

The account given by the Roman historian is so very 
concise and highly descriptive that we will quote it at 
length : — 

" Itum inde in Siluras, super propriam ferociam, Caractaci 
viribus confisps: quern multa ambigua raulta prospera extu- 
lerant, ut ceteros Britannoruin imperatores praemineret. Sed 
astu, turn Jocorum frande prior, vi militum inferior, transfert 
belluin in Ordouicas, additisque qui pacem nostram metuebant, 
novissimum casum experitur ; sutnto ad piselium loco, ut 
aditus abscessus, cuncta nobis importuna et suis in melius 
essent. 

" Tunc montibus arduis, et si qua cleinenter accedi poterant, 
in moduin valli saxa praestruit : et prsefluebat amuis vado 
iucerto, catervaque majorum pro munimentis constiterant. 
Ad hoc gentium ductores circumire, hortari, firmare animos, 
minuendo metu, accendendA spe, aliisque belli iucitamentis. 
Enimvero Caractacus hue illuc volitans, ilium diem, illani aciem 
testabatur aut reciperandm libertatis, ant scrvitutis teterrue ini- 
Hum fore ; vocabatque ncmina majorum, qui dictatorem Cocmrem 
peptdisscnt ; quorum virtute vacui a sccuribus et tributis, inte- 
mwata coujuyum et liberorum corpora retinerent. Haec atque 
talia dicenti, adstrepere vulgus ; gentili quisque religione 
obstringi non telis non vulneribus cessuros. Obstupefecit ea 
alacritas ducem Romanum : simul objectus amnis, additutn 
vallum, immiuentia juga, nihil nisi atrox et propugnatoribus 
frequens, terrebat. ISed miles prseliutn poscere, cuncta virtute 
expugnabilia clamitare, pmfectique ac tribuni paria disse- 
rentes, ardorem exercitus iucendebant. Turn Ostorius, cir- 
cumspectis quee impenetrabilia, qua?que pervia, ducit infensos 
amnemque haud difficulter evadit. Ubi ventum ad aggerem, 
dum missilibus certabatur, plus vulnerum in nos et pleraeque 
csedes oriebantur. Posteaquara facta testudine, rudes et in- 
formes saxorum compages distracta?, parque cominus acies; 
decedere Barbari in juga montium. Sed eb quoque irrupere 
f'erentarius gravisque miles. Illi telis assultantes; hi conterto 
gradu ; turbatis contra Britannoruin ordinibus apud quos nulla 
loricarum galearumve tegmina : et si auxiliaribus resisterent 
gladiis ac pilis legionariorum, si hue verterent spathiset hastis 
auxiliariurn sternebantur." 
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The struggle was sharp and desperate, and " the 
victory (he writes) a glorious one. The wife and 
daughter of Caractacus were hemmed in and captured, 
his brothers given up as hostages, and he himself fled 
tor refuge to Cartismandua, the Queen of the Brigantes, 
who betrayed him into the hands of his enemies, and so 
perished the independence of the Britons." 

Offas Dyke is a remarkable and well-known earth- 
work, traceable almost continuously from Nerquis in 
Flintshire through Minera (in Welsh, Mwiiyfaic^), 
Rhuabon, Chirk Castle Park, Selattyn, and Llanymy- 
nech hill, through this parish to the Severn, which 
appears to have supplied its place up to Buttington, 
and thence by Montgomery, Knightou (Tref y Clawdd, 
i.e., the town on the Dyke), Tin tern, Chepstow, to 
Sedbury Park, between the mouths of the Severn and 
the Wye. It takes its name from Offa, the Mercian 
king, who erected it as a boundary between his king- 
dom of Mercia and Wales, and also to be an obstacle to 
the plundering expeditions that were frequently made 
into his territory. Nor is it to be thought lightly of 
from such a point of view. Although in this parish it 
has been largely levelled for agricultural purposes, it 
may be traced quite easily from Lland3 r silio rectory 
through the Four Crosses, across by the fthos, and on 
by the Nethe to the Severn. It is in places many feet 
wide and high, while in other places, even after the 
wear and tear of eleven hundred years, it is as much as 
twelve feet in perpendicular height from the bottom of 
the ditch to the top of its bank. In its original state 
the height must have been nearer twenty feet ; and 
when this was, moreover, strengthened by a palisade, it 
would impede immensely the progress of a herd of 
cattle when being stolen, and would give the pursuers 
a chance of overtaking the marauders, and regaining the 
booty. 

Within some 300 yards of it, on the English side, 
and on the direct line from Mardy, towards Llandrinio 
and its ford, there may be traced the outlines of an 
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early enclosure, which was most likely formed to give 
shelter and protection to these freebooting parties. 
This earthwork may be traced in the field opposite the 
Crabtree, tending in an elliptical direction eastwards, 
and then nearly following the line of the field on which 
the buildings stand, and passing right through the 
house to complete the oval to the point it started at. 
This bank was much higher within recent memory. 
The space enclosed is about GOO feet by 450 feet, and 
it has the great advantage of containing within its 
circuit a spring of water. The present road cuts 
through it, but before the enclosure of the commons it 
must have been a marked feature, and, in addition to 
serving the purpose already indicated, it must have 
commanded both the main lines that crossed each other 
just at this point. This last fact no doubt accounts for 
its other name of Crosswood. 

A third earthwork is " The Domen", in the wood at 
Rhysnant. This stands on a high elevation, and com- 
mands the immediately surrounding district. It was 
probably erected at the first as an outpost to look out 
for English raiders, and for a small garrison to repel 
their attacks. In form it is nearly circular, with a dia- 
meter of about 200 feet. The centre is hollowed out, 
and the enclosing bank correspondingly high, and the 
dyke is deeper on the western and more accessible side. 
The ballium or courtyard on the eastern side has been 
sloped away, if, indeed, it ever had one, as seems pro- 
bable. In mediaeval days this domen or mound was 
crowned by a timber castelet, and must have been the 
residence of the earlier Penrhyns. 

There is one more earthwork of a similar kind on the 
left bank of the Severn, on the Glebe field, a few 
hundred yards to the south-west of the rectory. This 
field takes its name from it, and is generally known as 
the Belan field, but in the early terriers it is called 
" Domen y Castell", i.e., the Castle Mound. When the 
Argy or embankment was made, the mound was utilised 
for its formation, but its site is marked on the Ord- 
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nance map, and a little careful observation will note the 
circuit of the mound, the depression of the fosse on 
the north side, and beyond it quite distinctly the outer 
court, with the line of the fosse that surrounded it. 
This castle, doubtless a timber one, stood at a bend of 
the river between the two fords, by which it was 
crossed at Llandrinio and Lower House respectively, 
and, apart from its own fosses, it was further defended 
by the deep channel of the river on one side and a con- 
siderable swamp on the other. I should attribute this 
castle to a somewhat later date than that at Rhysnant. 
Its uses were patent ; it served to command the water- 
way of the Severn, to guard the two fords, and to 
overawe the multitudes that used to gather here in the 
fourteenth century for the purposes of barter and 
exchange. 

III. — The Manor of Deythkuu or Deuddwr. 

When we pass to the period of historical records, we 
find it range itself under the two heads of civil and 
ecclesiastical. Of these, the ecclesiastical is both the 
earlier and the fuller ; but it will render our account 
more consecutive and intelligible if we treat first of the 
civil, and especially of the manor in which it is embraced, 
and its devolution. 

In the times of the native Princes of Powys, 
" Deuddwr", which comprised the whole of the parishes 
of Llandrinio and Llandysilio, such portion of the 
parish of Llansantffruid as lay on the right bank of the 
Vyrnwy, and the two townships of Cil and Trefnanney 
in Meifod, formed one of the three Commotes of Cantref 
Ystlyc ; and when, on the death of Wenwynwyn, Powys 
was divided between his two sons, Grifiin and Madoc, 
this Cantref or Hundred became part of Powys 
Wenwynwyn ; and when, later still, it was ceded to 
Edward I by submission, and not wrung by conquest, 
it remained an undivided manor. 

During the twelfth century there had been a long- 
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continued dispute between the two bmnches of the royal 
family of Powys, and the controversy was not settled 
until the middle of the thirteenth century. In 1245, 
King John, by a patent dated at Lilleshall, Nov. 6th, 
orders Fulk Fitz Warine (the founder of Alberbury 
Priory), John Le Strange 1 (Lord of Knockin), and 
Henry Audley (the first husband of Emma, the wife of 
Griffith ap Madoc, Lord of Dinas Bran and Brom- 
field), to put an end to a dispute about lands in ' Den- 
dover', between Griffin ap Madoc (the representative of 
the elder branch), Griffin ap Wenwynwyn (who repre- 
sented the younger branch), and Roger de Montalt. 
" It appears from the Patent Rolls of Nov. 8th, when 
the two Griffins were ordered to submit themselves to 
the King's Commissioners above mentioned, that Griffin 
ap Madoc had held these lands until the time of the 
last war, which the King had raised against David ap 
Llewelyn (i.e., in the spring of 1245). During the 
continuance of that war, David had superseded Griffin 
in the occupation of the said lands ; and afterwards, 
Griffin ap Wenwynwyn, who claimed a right therein, 
had taken and held them, in turn, from the said David. 
What may have been the in) mediate result of the 
arbitration, I am unable to say, but certainly the 
Commot of 'Dendor' was afterwards held by Griffin ap 
Wenwynwyn and his descendants." 2 

Griffin had married Hawise, daughter of John Le 
Strange, in 1242, and by his will (6 Ed w. I, a.d. 1277-8) 
he disposed of his lands among his sons, in a manner 
suggestive of a compromise between the old Welsh 
custom of gavelkind and the Norman law of primogeni- 
ture ; and he conceded, with other lands, " all our land 
of Dendwr unto Hawise our wife", and after her death 
41 to Llewelyn our son, and failing lawful issue, to Owen 
our eldest son"; adding a similar proviso with regard to

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all the other subdivisions. 1 Twelve years later, in 
1290, certain final agreements were made by the 
brothers, by virtue of which " Dendour" was to descend, 
after the death of Hawise, to Griffin and his heirs ; and 
on May 17th, the same year, this was confirmed by 
Owen, the eldest son, but with the reversion to himself 
in default of lawful heirs. 8 

An inquest held some twenty years later at Aber- 
tanat, on the Tuesday next after the Translation of 
St. Thomas the Martyr, in the 3rd year of Edw. II 
(July 8th, 1309), throws an important light on the 
history of Llandrinio in that century. An application 
had been made to the King in behalf of Griffin de la Pole 
and his heirs, that they should have at his " Manor of 
Llandrunion in Dendour" a weekly market on Thursday, 
and two annual fairs of three days' duration, to be held 
respectively on the eve, the day, and the morrow of the 
Festival of Saints Peter and Paul (June 28th, 29th, 
30th), and on the eve, the day, and the morrow of the 
Eleven Thousand Virgins (Oct. 20th, 2lst, 22nd). The 
King issued his commission to Roger Mortimer, the 
Justiciary of Wales, to hold an inquiry whether any 
damage, prejudice, or injury would result therefrom, 
either to the King or to anyone else, and if so, to specify 
the same. The jurors summoned fur the occasion were 
Einion ap Howel. David ap Madoc, Meredydd ap David, 
Gruffydd ap Llewelyn, Madoc ap Kynwric, Howel ap 
Grono, Hwva ap Einion, Einion ap Ednyvet, Llewelyn 
ap Grono, Adda ap Gryffydd ap Einion, and Howel 
Crach. Their verdict was that it would not be to the 
King's detriment or that of anyone else. 8

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This concession must have added vastly to the rising 
importance o£ the place. Situated on the navigable 
portion of the upper waters of the Severn, where it was 
crossed by a main road which from Roman times must 
have proved an important thoroughfare, it became hence- 
forth an emporium of business and wealth. The pro- 
duce of the surrounding country, brought hither on 
pack-horses, was exchanged for the goods which the 
merchants of Bristol and Gloucester sent up by boats. 
Of its influence on the Church we shall have to speak 
later on, but we may quote here, from a brief MS. 
account of the parish by the Rev. William Short in 
1865, the closing story of the last survival of these 
once important fairs : — " Till about ninety years ago, 
there seems to have been no communication between 
this country and that on the other side of the Severn, 
except by the ferries. There was neither road nor 
bridge, and the only intercourse with England was 
when, twice a year, a boat came up from Bridgenorth 
to the public-house (still called " The Boat") by the 
present bridge, to buy the butter and cheese of the 
neighbourhood. A sort of fair was then held, where 
the farmers living near met to buy and sell, and -ended 
by drinking and lighting. The field on the opposite

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side of the river to which they were put across, when 
they wished for a regular fight, is stili shown. The 
Shrewsbury and Llanfyllin road and the bridge, built 
about 1770, have put an end to these fairs." But 
it is worth mentioning, as an illustration of the tenacity 
of an old custom, that butter and cheese have until 
quite recently continued to be sent down by wagons 
from this neighbourhood to Bridgenorth, when the boat 
was no longer available. 

The next notice of the manor occurs in 1313, when 
Griffin de la Pole, on the death of his nephew, Griffin ap 
Owen, claimed his land.} as against Hawise and her 
husband, John de Charlton, and attacked them in their 
castle of Pole. Much quarrelling ensued, and John de 
Charlton complained to the King that Griffin still 
retained Mechain Iscoed after he had succeeded to 
" Dender". After a* while, we find Griffin, m his turn, 
complaining to the King and his Council, in 1328, that 
Charlton had ejected him from his land in " Dendour", 
which he had held of the King in capite, and been in 
possession of for thirty years ; and though it had been 
adjudged that he should have them, John de Charlton 
had come and dispossessed him a second time, and he 
prayed redress. 1 The feud must have become acute, for 
in 1330 we find the King in Parliament forbidding both 
of them to assemble their men-at-arms. 

In the end, as Griffin had only female issue, his lands 
reverted to the heirs of his niece, Hawise de Charlton. 
We next read that in 1343 John de Charlton, the elder, 
entered into an agreement, by indenture, with Ralfe 
Lord Stafford, that John, his grandson and heir, should 
marry Joane, the daughter of the said Ralfe and Mar- 
garet his wife (daughter of the Earl of Gloucester), and 
thereupon he should settle the territory of " Dendor in 
Powys" upon them and the issue of their marriage ; 
her portion being a thousand pounds and a thousand 
marks. 2 

Against this claim of John de Charlton so to settle

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the estates, Griffin, the son of William de la Pole, en- 
tered a protest, and opposed it as an infringement of 
his rights, but apparently without success. For, on the 
death of the aforesaid Joane in 21 Ric. II (1397), she 
was found to have died seized, inter alia, of the " Cora- 
mote of Dendour"; and in like manner, on the death of 
her son, John de Cherleton IV, in 1401, he too was 
found to have died possessed of it. 1 He was succeeded 
by his younger brother, Edward de Cherleton, on whose 
death, in 1422, the barony fell into abeyance ; but his 
estates devolved upon his two daughters as coheirs, 
viz., Joane, who married Sir John Grey, Knt., created 
Earl of Tankerville in 1421 ; and Joyce, who married 
John Tiptoft, Lord Tiptoft and Powys (died 1421). 
This Commote, however, appears to have been excepted, 
for Edward de Cherleton (died 1421) had married, as 
his second* wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Sir John Berke- 
ley of Beverstone, and she had subsequently married, 
as her second husband, John de Sutton, fourth Lord 
Dudley, and died in 1479, "seized of the Commote of 
Dewthore." 2 

There is a gap in the records here of sixty years ; 
but it is not unlikely that, as the Commote had passed 
into her possession as the widow of Edward de Cherle- 
ton, so on her death it may have passed to her second 
husband; for in 1542 we find that Sir Robert Acton, 
Knight, of Sutton in Worcestershire, was High Sheriff 
of this county by virtue of his manor of Deuddwr, of 
which Richard Salwey was chief steward. 8 In 1549, 
Robert Acton, his son and heir, occurs in the same 
office; in 1561-2, Henry, the brother of Robert, occu- 
pies the position; and in 1563, Robert Acton, a minor, 
for whom Ric'us Salwey, arm., acted as chief steward, 
and Thomas Blunt, arm., as guardian. 

From the Actons it passed, probably by purchase, to

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Sir Thomas Bromley, Lor! Ch*""»!!or of England, who 
occurs as Lord of the Manor in 1581, and resided at 
Shrawardine Castle, which he had bought from the last 
of the line of the Fitzalans, Earls of Arundel. 1 His 
daughter Margaret married Sir Richard Newport, 
Sheriff of Shropshire in 1552 ; and his son, Sir Henry 
Bromley, Knight, sold the manor to their son, Sir 
Francis! For we are told that " on March 17th, 1606, 
K. James I wrote to Sir Francis Newport, requesting 
him to prolong for a year the time allowed by the 
latter to Sir Henry Bromley, Knt., for the redemption 
of the ' Manor of Dithoure', which Sir Henry Bromley 
had sold hira." 2 This Sir Francis Newport married 
Beatrice, daughter of Sir Rowland Lacon of Willey, 
and, according to some authorities, took as his second 
wife the daughter of Sir George More, Chancellor of 
the Garter and Lieutenant of the Tower. He was 
Sheriff of Shropshire in 1586, and built the fine gabled 
hall at High Ercall. 

He was succeeded by his son, Sir Richard Newport, 
who was Sheriff of Shropshire in 1628, and was created 
Baron Newport in 1642. His wife was Rachel, the 
daughter of Sir John Leveson of Haling, co. Kent, and 
sister of Sir Richard Leveson of Trentham, co. Stafford. 
Sir Richard was a staunch Royalist, and suffered 
heavily for his loyalty to the King. He was himself 
fined in £3,287, and his son in £5,2S4, and he was 
further condemned to pay £170 a year to the Puritan 
clergy. 8 

Sir Richard, Baron Newport, died in 1650, and left 
two sons and a daughter. His elder son, Francis, was 
created Viscount Newport in 1678, and held successively 
the offices of Comptroller and Treasurer of the House- 
hold, but was dismissed from his post because he

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refused to concur in the arbitrary measures of King 
James IV. His wife was Diana, daughter of Francis 
Russell, Earl of Bedford. His brother, Andrew New- 
port, born in 1622, was one of the Commissioners of 
Customs in the reign of Charles II, and Lord of the 
Manor of Deytheur, in which capacity he founded the 
school at Deytheur, and " of his own costs and charges 
erected and built the School House", of which we shall 
write later on. " He was M.P. for Shrewsbury 1689 
to 1698, and dying unmarried the 11th September 
1699 at the age of 76, was buried in the chancel of 
Wroxeter Church. He bequeathed his manor of Dey- 
theur and other estates in Montgomeryshire and 
Shropshire to his nephew, Richard Lord Newport, 
second Earl of Bradford. This Richard had three sons 
and three daughters. Of the sons, Richard, the second, 
predeceased his father, dying unmarried in 1716, and 
the two survivors, Heniy and Thomas, succeeded in 
turns as third and fourth (and last) Earls of Bradford. 
Of the daughters, Diana married the Earl of Montrath, 
and Anna married Sir Orlando Bridgeman (son of John 
Bridgeman, Bishop of Chester), a distinguished lawyer, 
who rose successively to be Lord Chief Baron of the 
Exchequer, Lord Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, 
and Lord Keeper of the Great Seal — ancestor of the 
Bridgemans, Earls of Bradford of the second creation. 

The devolution of the manor, however, did not follow 
the family line, and its history is very singular, not to 
say unexampled. 

Henry, the third Earl, who died unmarried in 1734, 
was Lord Lieutenant of Shropshire and Staffordshire, 
and Custos Rotulorum of Montgomeryshire, and his 
brother Thomas, the fourth Earl, who was a lunatic, 
also died unmarried in 1762. Henry, the third Earl, 
left an illegitimate son, John Harrison (Newport), who 
was also a lunatic, by a Mrs. Smith, to whom he 
bequeathed the reversion of such estates as he had 
control over, including this manor. She lived as 
mistress with William Pulteney, Earl of Bath, and on 
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her death left him the reversion. Lord Bath's son and 
his brother both died without issue, and the reversion 
passed to their first cousin, Daniel Puiteney. He left 
a daughter Frances, who married Sir William Johnstone, 
who assumed the name of Puiteney, and was Member 
of Parliament for Shrewsbury. He died in 1805, and 
left an only daughter, Henrietta Laura, Countess of 
Bath, who died without issue in 1808. This is the 
lady who built the "Laura" Tower in Shrewsbury 
Castle. 

On her death the inheritance went to William Henry 
Vane, third Earl of Darlington (created Duke of Cleve- 
land in 1833), as the heir of Anne Puiteney, who was 
the aunt of the Earl of Bath, to whom it was left by his 
mistress, Anne Smith. The Duke of Cleveland sold 
the lordship, 25th March 1824, to William Ormsby-Gore 
of Porkington, M.P. for North Shropshire 1835 to 1857. 
He had married, in 1815, Mary Jane, the only child of 
Owen Ormsby, who inherited the Penrhos estate from 
her cousin, John Owen, in 1823, and was succeeded in 
1860 by his elder son, John Ralph Ormsby-Gore, M.P. 
for Carnarvonshire 1837 to 1841, and for North Shrop- 
shire 1859 to 1876. He was created in 1876 first 
Baron Harlech, of Harlech, co. Merioneth. He died in 
1876, and was succeeded by his younger brother, 
William Richard Ormsby-Gore, second Baron Harlech, 
formerly M.P. for Leitrim, and the present Lord of the 
Manor. • 

The " Mardy" hands down in its name the ancient 
residence of the " Maer", or bailiff, who had the charge 
of the " villeins" in each Commote. 1 The courts-leet 
of the manor are still held in the " Court House". 

The accompanying Pedigrees illustrate the devolution 
of the manor; through (1) Bleddyn ap Cynfyn ; (2) The 
Newports and the Pulteneys : —

IV.— Development of the Resources of the 
Parish. 

Several things that have closely affected the condition 
of the parish have tended to modify its earlier 
character. The palmy days of Llandrinio were those 
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when it was the great mart for the produce of the 
upper country, and the wares brought by boat from the 
towns on the banks of the Severn, notably Bridgenorth, 
Gloucester, and Bristol. As new roads opened out new 
marts elsewhere, Llandrinio gradually declined in 
importance, but benefited in its agricultural aspect. 

(I) THE BRIDGE. 

Before the erection of this bridge there were two 
fords, by which the traffic was mainly carried on across 
the Severn, viz., the one just below the present bridge, 
and the other at the Cymmerau, near the junction of 
the Vyrnwy and the Severn, at the lower end of the 
parish. The road to the former one led, as has been 
already pointed out, through the fold of New Hall; 
that to the Cymmerau was carried over a bridge that 
crossed the Sychpool near the Mount, and continued 
down Haime Wood to the ford. In the year 1680, at 
the Great Sessions held at Montgomery, the Grand 
Jury u presented the bridge and way leading from 
the Hayme Common to the towne of Llandrinio to be 
insufficient, and ought to be repayred by the parish of 
Llandrinio"; 1 and the following year, at the Great 
Sessions held at Llanfyllin, 29th August 1681, they 
" presented the highway leading from Llandrinio Boat 
unto Llandrinio Church, in the hundred of ' Dythir', as 
insufficient, to be repayred by ye parish of Llandrinio. " 2 

Many other roads throughout the county were pre- 
sented at the same time, and it is evident that the 
importance of good and ready communication was 
receiving the careful attention of the magistrates ; but 
it was not until long afterwards that the resolution was 
taken to build a bridge over the river. In 1769 the 
first Montgomeryshire Turnpike Act was passed 
(9 Geo. III). This Act mentions, inter alia, the " road 
from Mardy through Llandrinio over a Bridge to he 
built", and adds that there were £800 in hand, sub-

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scribed for that purpose. But unless some provision 
were made for repairing such bridges, the same might, 
in process of time, become a great burden upon the 
tolls arising upon the Third District (i.e., the Llan- 
fyllin), and it was enacted that subscribers to the amount 
of ten guineas should be trustees for the execution of 
the Act, as to such bridge, and such trustees were 
authorised to place a gate at the bridge and take the 
following tolls : — 

For every carriage with four wheels, four pence. 
For every carriage with two wheels, two pence. 
For every horse, mule, ass, laden or unladen, one halfpenny. 
For every ox, cow, or neat cattle, one farthing. 
For every drove of calves, swine, sheep, lambs, or goats, 
three pence per score. 

It was also enacted that all owners of land, or other 
persons, previously liable to maintain any of the roads 
or bridges, should remain so liable, and all the inhabi- 
tants of the townships and places in which any part of 
the roads lay, aud all other persons liable to perform 
statute work upon the roads, should remain subject to 
the performance of such work ; and every person rent- 
ing tenements of the yearly value of fifty pounds or 
upwards should be deemed to keep a team for every 
fifty pounds per annum so held, with a penalty for non- 
performance, but with power to compound. Among 
the trustees enumerated in the Act occur the names of 
Thomas and Robert Eyton of Criggion,.John Owen of 
Penrhos, William Pulteney (Lord of the Manor), and 
Clopton Prhys (Llandrinio Hall). 

The new bridge was erected, as shown by the date 
over the keystone of the central arch, in " 1775", and is 
said to have been the first stone bridge built on the 
Severn from its source to Shrewsbury. The road was 
slightly diverted southwards on this occasion, for we 
learn from a Memorandum in the Terrier of 1776 that 
" in 1771 a piece of glebe land, about one day's math, 
was taken in for the new road from the second hedge 
annexed unto the New Hall, and whereas the said land 
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could not be sold, it was compromised that the tenant 
or occupiers of the glebe land should, in lieu of the said 
piece, be excused from doing any statutable service for 
ever. 9 ' 

(2) THE ENCLOSURE OF THE COMMONS, 1799. 

In accordance with the Act,28 George III, for "dividing 
and enclosing the Common Fields and Waste Lands 
within the Manors of Street Marshall ( Ystrad Marchell), 
Tirymynech, and Deytheur", Thomas Matthews of 
Shelderton, John Bishton of Kilsall, and Henry Bow- 
man of Knockin, the three Commissioners appointed, 
having held local meetings and made careful inquiries 
on the spot, proceeded to define and trace the boundaries 
of the Manor of Deytheur, to find out the persons 
interested in the commons, and those who had solely 
and exclusively the right of common on the said waste 
lands, to arrange for new roads, bridges, watercourses ; 
to sell such land as was necessary to defray the expenses 
of the enclosure ; to assign allotments to the free- 
holders, and make compensation to Sir William Pulteney, 
Lord of the Manor. Schedules are given in detail of 
the several objects, lettered A to Q, and four maps 
illustrate the process. 1 It is superfluous to point out 
the importance of these documents for illustrating the 
history of the manor, and it is unnecessary for the 
present purpose to give the details for all the parts of 
it, but it will be especially helpful and interesting to 
utilise somewhat fully the information supplied with 
respect to the parish of Llandrinio. The boundaries of 
the manor are first traced and described : — 

(a) Commencing at Llandrinio Bridge, it follows the Severn 
down to its junction with the Vyrnwy at Cymmerau, it then 
turns up the Vyrnwy, and follows it up to the little brook that 
falls into it below Pontyscowryd Bridge ; diverging only in 
those few places where the river has changed its course, and 
adhering to the older channel. Such places are noted between

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Dyffryd Brook and Llanymynech ; near Pentreheylyn ; at the 
Parks above Llansantffraid, and one or two others, all of which 
are marked on the Ordnance Maps. The boundary then leaves 
the Vyrnwy, and follows the brook which divides the townships 
of Cwin and Trefnanney in Meifod, and is continued along that 
same boundary till it joins Guilsfield parish ; it then follows the 
boundary between Trefnanney and Broniarth and Trefnanney 
and Burgedin, till it meets that of Penthryn in Llandrinio. From 
that point between Sarney and Hendre it follows the boundary 
of Llandrinio parish, through Arddleen to the old course of tho 
Bele, which it follows into the Severn, and then dowu the river 
to Llandrinio Bridge. 

(6) The township of Keel, or Oil, in Meifod, forming a 
detached portion of the manor, bounded by the river Vyrnwy 
on the north, and by the township of Broniarth in Guilsfield, 
and Cwm in Meifod, on the south and east. 

Schedule A. — The Roads. Public Highways. 

Schedule B. — Private Carriage and Drift Roads, 20 feet 
broad. 

Schedule C. — Private Carriage and Drift Roads, 16^ feet 
broad. 

Schedule D. — Footways. (The foot-paths in this parish 
are innumerable, and must represent the survival of the 
custom when people traversed the commons ad libitum.) 

Schedule E. — Bridges. Two only mentioned, one, " a 
Carriage Bridge over the new course of the Gwifer brook, 
from the bottom of Trederwen Common to Llandrinio 
Rhos" ; the other " in the land of Humphrey Parry Dorsett 
for his use". 

Schedule F. — Wells and Watering Places (one only). A 
Public Well at the N. point of allotment 56 (behind the 
Blacksmith's shop at Arddlin), 

Schedule G. — Quarries and Gravel Pits (none in Llan- 
drinio). 

Schedule H. — Lands sold to raise money for defraying 
expenses. 149 a. 3 r. 15 p. were sold for £3,700. In this 
Parish, Robert Pemberton bought 44 a. 3 r. 12 p. in 
Haimewood for £1,202 ; Thomas Savage bought 6 a. 2 r. 
81 p. on Rhos for £128. 

Schedule I. — Allotments to Sir William Pulteney, Bart., 
in lieu of Royalty, viz., 83 a. r. 8 p. on Haimewood. 

Schedule J. — Allotments to Freeholders, 2,995 a. 1 r. 30 p. 

Of this amount, 1,020 acres were in the parish, add 
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to this 51 acres sold (H) and 83 acres royalty (I), and 
it shows that very nearly one-third of the whole parish 
had been previously unenclosed ; but a look at the map 
will show that it was not evenly scattered. In the 
Penthryn Townships there was but little, as it had 
been almost altogether enclosed ; but in Trederwen a 
large amount — thus a line drawn almost straight from 
Trederwen House in Arddleen to the junction of the 
New Cut of the Gwifer Brook and the Bele, would lean 
all on the right-hand open common, and another from 
the same point to the Nethe Cottage would take in the 
enclosed last, while the rest between it and the Mardy 
Brook was also unenclosed. Again, on Rhos Common, 
Gwernowddy, and from Hendre to Idle Lane, there were 
small commons. From Gwernygo to the Punchbowl in 
one direction, and to the Shop in another, as also in the 
opposite direction down to the Severn near Lower House, 
there was a continuous common. Haimewood also, 
down to a line drawn from Haimewood Farm to the 
Haime Farm, was one open common. The adjoining 
freeholders had their own rights on these common 
lands, but as many of them were low-lying and sub- 
ject to floods, it was no one's particular interest to 
improve them. Their enclosure, therefore, whilst it 
probably entailed some individual hardships, was clearly 
useful and beneficial, inasmuch as provision was made 
not only for enclosure, but also for embankments and 
drainage, as well as for the exchange of outlying 
portions and the consolidation of properties, which com- 
bined to greater outlay and general improvement. 
The principal allotments in this parish were :

Schedule K. — Watercourses and Drains included in this 
parish : The New Cut course of the river Bele, Gwifer 
Brook, Llandrinio Bhos Drain, Gwernygo Drain, Gae 
Person Drain, Haime Wood Drain, and Gwifer Brook 
from the Flood Gate to the Severn. 

Schedule L. — Flood-gates, Sluices, and Trunks with 
Valves ; e.g., Llandrinio Bridge, above and below ; Haime 
Wood, Offa's Dyke, Gwernfele, and Gwifer. 

Schedule M. — Embankments. (1) Along the south side 
of the New Cut of the river Bele. (2) Begins at Offa's 
Dyke on the north side of the old course of the Bele, and 
continues easterly nearly parallel with that brook to its 
entrance into Severn ; from thence along the banks of the 
Severn to Llandrinio Bridge and Cymerau, and from 
thence along the banks of the Vyrnwy to Sych Pwll, at 
the bottom of Haughton Wood ; this is continued up the 
river. 

Schedule N. — Bate for preserving, cleansing, scouring, 
amending, and maintaining and keeping in order the 
Brooks, Watercourses, Sluices, Drains, Floodgates, Trunks, 
with Valves, Embankments, Fences, and other works in 
the Township of Llandrinio, except Rhysnant Drain and 
the New Cut of Gwifer Brook. This Schedule specifies 
the names of the Proprietors, names of Fields, quantity in 
acres, roods, and perches, with the amount of the Bate 
payable on the same. This Bate is one shilling per acre. 

Schedule O. — Bate for preserving and keeping in repair 
the Embankment against the Vyrnwy, in the township of 
Bhandregynwyn, and in parts of Domgay and Bhysnant. 

Schedule P. — Rate for cleansing, scouring, and keeping 
in repair Bhandregynwyn Drain. 

Schedule Q. — Rate for cleansing, etc., Rhysnant Drain, in 
the Townships of Rhysnant, Domgay, and Llandrinio. 
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(3) TITHE COMMUTATION AWARD, 1840. 

The information supplied by this award forty years 
later is still more complete and valuable, inasmuch as it 
supplies for the whole extent of the parish particulars of 
great interest, recording (l) the landowner ; (2) the 
tenant; (3) the acreage of every holding; (4) the name, 
size, and description of every field and the amount of 
tithe-rent charge apportioned thereon. The valuer 
appointed was Mr. John Bratton of Market Drayton, and 
his award was confirmed by the landowners or their 
agents on the 20th of October 1840. From it we gather 
that 

The Arable Land was 1,220 acres. 

„ Meadow or Pasture Land . . 2,430 „ 

„ Woodland (not titheable by prescription) 60 „ 
„ Glebe Land belonging to the Rector 40 „ 



3,750 „ 

In the tabulated summary, however, the total is 
given as 3,760, to which are added Public Roads, 46 a. 
2 r., and Water, 25 a. 1 r. 6 p., making the whole 
3,832 a. 2 r. 8 p. 

The recent Ordnance Survey, however, gives the area 
as somewhat larger, viz., 3,844.611 acres + 47.116 
water, making the total 3891.727 acres. The total 
tithe-rent charge was fixed at £556 3s., inclusive of 
£3 3s. to be paid by the Rector to the Parish Clerk. 
This total, divided into three equal parts, was calcu- 
lated to produce, according to the then price of the 
different kinds of corn, viz. : 

Wheat at 7*. 0{d. per imperial bushel - 527.96439 bushels. 
Barley at 3s. ll|d. „ = 936.44210 „ 

Oats at 2s. 9d. „ = 1547.90909 „ 

and these quantities of the several kinds of grain, 
multiplied by their average value for each preceding 
seven years, settle for each year the tithe-rent charge 
to be paid. The value for 1893 was thus £409 15s. 6d. 
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The accompanying list of the principal landowners 
gives the quantity of land they respectively owned, and 
the amount of the tithe-rent charge apportioned thereon, 
and I have added in a fourth column the lands upon 
which they are for the most part charged. The fact 
that only three of the fourteen names given in the 
previous list are represented in this last, shows that a 
thorough change of ownership occurred between the 
years 1799 and 1840, i.e., in forty years.

(4) THE RATE BOOK, 1890. 

An interval of fifty years brings us down to the 
present time, and we nnd that a similar change of 
ownership has been going on all the while ; for of the 
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thirty names on the list of 1840, twelve only are 
even represented in 1890 ; and of the fourteen on the 
list of 1799, not one is continued in direct male line. 
The number of owners amounts to eighty-seven, and 
the estimated rental to £7,766 1 5s. ; rateable value to 
£6,951 10s.; including sporting rights on 541 acres, and 
woods, 50 a. 3 r. 10 p. 

However useful it might be for a complete bird's-eye 
view of the present condition of the parish, the com- 
parative values of the lands and the names of the 
owners and their occupying tenants, it would be tedious 
to copy out the 207 entries enumerated. It may suffice, 
therefore, and be at the same time sufficiently interesting, 
to have given some of the principal ones. 

(5) THE MONTGOMERYSHIRE CANAL AND THE CAMBRIAN 

RAILWAY. 

I have already pointed out the change effected by the 
erection of Llandrinio Bridge in 1 775, thus opening up 
the country on this side the river to buyers and 
dealers, and enabling the farmers from the upper 
country to carry their produce direct into Shrewsbury 
and beyond. I have now to mention two other factors 
that have greatly benefited the district by facilitating 
its traffic and economising its resources, viz., the canal 
and the railway. 

(a) The Montgomeryshire Canal. — Mr. Abraham 
Howell tells us 1 that " the eastern branch of it, from 
Llanymynech to Garthmyl, was constructed mainly 
within the first decade of the present century, and the 
western branch, from Garthmyl to Newtown, in the 
second half of the second decade and first half of the 
third decade, or between 1815 and 1825", and that, 
" until this took place, goods were conveyed by the 
navigation of the Severn between Bristol and the inter- 
mediate ports on the Severn, and Pool Quay, three

miles below Welsh Pool." The eastern branch at 
Llanymynech joined the Ellesmere Canal, and so opened 
out a communication for the cheap and easy conveyance 
of goods, wares, provisions and merchandise, and all 
heavy commodities, between the rivers Severn, Dee, and 
Mersey, and the ports of Liverpool, Chester, and Bristol. 
How greatly it tended to " promote trade and com- 
merce between the places above named and those that 
lay in their course — to encourage manufactures — to 
assist agriculture by the supply of lime and manure, 
and to reduce the price of coal, will be the more evident 
when we contrast the rates to be levied for heavy goods, 
varying from l^d. to 3d. per ton, with the wear and 
tear of horseflesh on the old roads, of which Mr. Kay 
reported in 1794 his surprise how the carriages got 
along, notwithstanding the great multiplicity of horses 
employed to very light draught, three horses to a cart 
with a load of 10 cwt., and four or five powerful horses 
to a wagon containing 30 cwt. to 40 cwt." 1 The canal 
was sold in 1846 to the Shropshire Union Railways 
and Canal Company, in whose possession it now 
remains, though leased in perpetuity under an Act of 
1847 to the London and North Western Railway Com- 
pany. The intention of the Shropshire Union Com- 
pany was to utilise it for the construction of a railway 
from Newtown to Crewe : an intention, however, which 
was never carried into effect. It may be noted here 
that the opening of the canal practically ruined the 
navigation of the river. 

(o) The Cambrian Railway. — The purpose which 
the Canal Company failed to carry out was effected in 
the year 1861 by the construction of the Cambrian 
Railway, which also passes through the parish ; and if 
the canal had practically revolutionised the traffic of the 
district, and in every way had greatly benefited it, the 
same thing may be said, with still greater force, of the 
railway ; which, by its connection with the North

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Western and other systems in England, and by its 
extensions into Western and Central Wales, has 
enormously facilitated traffic and promoted trade, as 
well as economised, in time and cost, the transfer of all 
kinds of produce and material. There is a small station 
at Arddlin, in the parish, available only on Mondays and 
Wednesdays, the market days respectively for Welshpool 
and Oswestry ; but the more convenient station is the 
" Four Crosses", which is halfway between the two 
towns, but in the parish of Llandysilio. 

(6) OLD ROADS. 

Before we pass from this subject, it will be convenient 
to notice some of the old roads within the parish. Two 
have already been mentioned : 1. The Roman road from 
Wroxeter to Clawdd Coch, following roughly the line of 
the present highway. 2. The intersecting road from 
Llanymynech by the Street and the Rhos to Rheteskin 
Ford on the Severn, now diverted westwards to Treder- 
wen. To these we may add : 3. The road from the 
Bridge down the western bank of the river into 
Haime Wood, and down across the common to the ford 
at Cymmerau. Before the erection of the Argy, it was 
carried over the Sychpool channel by a timber bridge 
at the Mount ; and it may be noted that a little below 
it was a place called " The Randy voo", which may have 
taken its name from the passage of the Royalist soldiers 
with Charles I on his retreat after the battle of Rowton 
Heath in 1645. 4. The old road that crossed the 
Severn Ford near the Lower House, Criggion, and led 
on by Gwernygo to near the present Post Office, con- 
tinuing onwards by Gwernowddy and Calcot Hall to 
the Dyffryd Ford on the Vyrnwy, and so on to Knockin 
and Maesbury. 5. The continuation of the road from 
Llandrinio to Mardy, onwards to Trefnanney and 
Meifod, but intersected at Penrhos by the old road 
from Welshpool through Guilsfield to the new bridge 
at Pentreheylyn, and so on to Llanymynech. 
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V. — Ecclesiastical. 

The name of the original patron saint of the parish 
carries us back thirteen hundred years to the palmiest 
days of British saints and missions. St. Trinio flourished 
in the early part of the sixth century, within a hundred 
years of the withdrawal of the Roman power from 
Britain, and before the Saxons and Angles had begun 
to invade this part of the country ; a time of unex- 
ampled activity and missionary zeal, as evidenced by 
the work of his contemporaries in this immediate 
neighbourhood. These were the days when Aelhaiarn 
founded Guilsfleld (Cegidfa), and Cynfelyn, Welsh Pool 
(Trallwm); the days of Beuno (Berriew and Bettws) and 
Cadfan (Llangadfan); the days of Erfyl (Llanerfyl) and 
Tyssil (Llandyssil) and Tyssilio (Meifod and Llandysilio). 
Most natural, then, that, at a spot where the waterway 
of the Severn was intersected by the great highway 
from Wroxeter and Shrewsbury to Carnarvon, Trinio 
should have chosen this important thoroughfare for the 
scene of his prayers and holy labours. " Gwerglodd y 
Sant" (The Saints Meadow), at the S.W. corner of the 
churchyard, hands down, we may believe, the memory 
of his habitation. His holy "well" has been lost sight 
of; nor need we wonder, since water may anywhere be 
found within six or ten feet of the surface. But the 
church still marks the site of his first house of prayer. 
This must have been of timber, for stone buildings were 
unusual among the Britons, and timber was good and 
abundant. In size it would be very small, and in 
appearance insignificant ; but its religious purpose and 
the holy life of Trinio secured for it great honour. 

Before the century has passed away, Augustine with 
his Roman brethren have landed in Kent ; and later on, 
if in no other way, news would be brought by the 
boatmen of the Severn of the famous conference with 
tbe British bishops at Austin's Ak near Gloucester. It 
is easy to conceive with what keen interest the action 
of the new comers would be watched and weighed by

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the native Christians, and how they must have resented 
their haughty bearing. But another trouble soon disturbs 
thera. The Saxons have been pressing on, and the 
Severn flows red with the blood of the men of Cad- 
wallawn, slain on the Long Mountain (Digoll Fynydd) 
by Edwin of Northumbria. 

" Lluest Cadwallawn glodrydd 
Yn ngwarthaf Digoll Vynydd 
Seith mis a seithgad beunydd." 

But the exiled king after a while returns, and joining 
his forces with his brother-in-law, Penda, King of 
Mercia, finds his revenge in the defeat and death of 
Edwin at Hethfield in the north. In turn, Cadwallawn 
himself is defeated and slain by Oswald ; who, pur- 
suing his advantage, fiercely attacks Penda, and is slain 
at Maserfeld. If this foe, as is largely believed, 
Maesbury near Oswestry, "Dyfrynt Meisir Mygedawg", 
it shows how deeply concerned in the long struggle all 
this district must have been. Indeed, the cry of the 
warriors of Cynddylan, and the men of Powys slain at 
Shrewsbury by the Lloegrian Saxons, and the plunder 
and ruin of the Bassa churches, were coming to be 
realised keenly by the men of Llandrinio. 

" Eglwyssau Bassa collasant eu braint 
Gwedy diva o Loegyrwys 
Cynddylan ac Elfan Powys." 

{Marwnad Cynddylan.) 

Closer and closer the threatening danger crept on, 
until about the year a.d. 780, Offa, the Mercian king, 
having extended his kingdom westwards, threw up the 
Dyke that bears his name to mark its western limits, 
and dug it right through the heart of this parish. 

" There is a famous thing 
Cal'de Offaes Dyke, that reacheth farre in length : 
All kinds of ware, the Danes might thither bring, 
It was free ground and cal'de the Britaines strength." 

(Worthing of Wales, p. 104.) 

Churchyard then goes on : 
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" Wats Dyke likewise, about the same was set, 
Betweene which two, both Daues and Britaines met 
Aud trafficke still, but passing bounds by sleight, 
The one did take the other prisoner straight." 

As this latter Dyke terminates at Maesbury Marsh, 
some six miles to the north, Llandrinio does not come 
literally within this description : and yet it would not 
be easy to point out more accurately its characteristic 
feature as a place of traffic in at least after times ; nor 
to intimate more concisely the result of crossing the 
bounds on either side. One use of the Dyke v?e have 
already written of as an obstacle to raiding and plunder- 
ing. Here we have a more friendly purpose, asserted 
not without reference to the terrors of its transgression. 
Indeed, these terrors appear to have burnt into the 
memory of later generations, for we have a bard thus 
referring to the matter : 

" Ystyrych pan dreisych drosffin 
Ystwng pawb wrth ben ei ddeulin : 
Bydd wrth wann gyfran gyw renin 
Bydd iawn Uary wrth gerddau iownllin ; 
Bydd wrddrud aer ddyhud ddilin 
Dilein Lloegr a llwgr or gwerin 
Trugaredd a'th fo o'th feinin gaerwedd 
garu Duw dewin." 
{Dadoltoch i Lywtlyn ap Iorwerth, gan Elidr Sais.) 

" Beware, when ye transgress the boundary ; 
Let every man bend his knees ; 
Be to the weak a skilful support ; 
To songs of right metre be propitious ; 
Be valiant in battle, fearless, thorough ; 
The scourge of England, destroyer of her people. 
Mercy be thine in thy stony fortress (coffin), 
For the love of the Holy God." 

With this ever-recurring terror, the size of the 
churchyard has a significant connection. It is at 
present more than three acres in extent, and the 
Terrier of 168£ mentions among the pieces of glebe 
"one parcel of land, containing two acres, enclosed 
heretofore out of the churchywrd, between the lands of 
Robert Evans, gent., and of Edward Lloyd, Esq., and 

k 2 
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the King's highway". This piece across the road on the 
north side is still called the old " churchyard", and 
may have been cut off by some diversion of the road in 
early times. The real solution appears, however, to 
have been that the church had the privilege of 
" Sanctuary", with which its area of five acres (the 
same as Meifod) and its situation agree admirably. 

In the Laws of Hywel Dda, a.d. 928, we find the 
following regulations, among others, relating to this 
right : — 

" Whoever shall take Sanctuary (nawdd) may walk about 
within the churchyard (vynwent), and the burial ground 
(corphlan) without relics upon him : and his cattle (escribil) 
are to be with the cattle of the community and the Abbot's to 
the furthest limits they go and return to their cowlair (buches) 
again. 

" The measure of the ' corphlan' is a legal' Erw in length 
with its end to the vynwent, and that circling the churchyard is 
to be its compass. 

" Whoever shall break the protection claimed by the King's 
Steward, is to have no protection anywhere ; neither by relics 
nor by Church, ' except from a saint in his church'." 

The legal " Erw" was 4,320 square yards ; the square 
root of this is 65 yards, and if we take this as the 
radius, we have the key in the above regulation to the 
circular, or rather oval form of our churchyards, which 
is sometimes attributed to a supposed custom of appro- 
priating Druidical temples to Christian uses. 

The churchyard of Llandrinio, if we include the old 
churchyard, is thus as nearly oval as possible, and it 
contains some relics of that early Welsh-Mercian period. 
(1) The fragment of a pillar — most likely the churchyard 
cross — the two flat sides of which have been chiselled 
away, and one of them, inscribed with the names of the 
churchwardens of 1729, retains on its narrower edges 
two kinds of Celtic ornament that are found on the 
crosses of " Samson" and of " Howell" at Llantwit in 
Glamorganshire, and are assigned by Westwood to the 
ninth century ; (2) The narrow loop in the north wall 
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of the present chancel ; and (3) The indications in the 
windows and masonry of the east wall that there was 
once an earlier chancel extending eastwards, and that 
when it was taken down the chancel arch was built up 
and a window inserted at its apex. 

The next period with which we are brought in con- 
tact is that of the Norman influence, whicn, to judge 
from the fabric of the church, must have been very 

freat. It was then that the Saxon chancel was taken 
own and the old nave converted into the new chancel, 
but extended still further west, and a new nave with 
north aisle added on ; and apparently a chapel on the 
south side of the chancel. The junction of the Norman 
nave and chancel is shown partly by the position of the 
priests door, under what is now the second window, 
and more plainly by the break in the south wall and the 
beam which mark the place of the late rood-loft. To 
the Norman period belong not only the closed-up 
priest's door, but also the main door, the font, and the 
remaining arch of the arcade. It is to this rebuilding 
I attribute the second dedication in the name of St. 
Peter. 

In the middle of the thirteenth century the Norwich 
Taxation, a.d. 1253, enumerates among the churches of 
the Deanery of Powys "Ecc'a de Llant'new", which is 
valued at iii marks, and liable to the tenth ; im- 
mediately following it come the Capellae of Llantesyliau, 
Kegidua (Guilsfield), andTrallAg, the first of which is 
returned at one mark (13s. id.) and the other two at 
iii marks each. The purpose for which this taxation 
was granted was an expedition to the Holy Land, and 
from the record of it we learn that the sum of the valua- 
tion for the whole of the present Montgomeryshire 
portion of St. Asaph was £26 is. 8d., upon which the 
grant of a tenth amounted to 52s. 5 \d. For Llandrinio 
the value was equivalent to £2, and the tenth to 45. 
This was the same as for Pool and Guilsfield, but three 
times the amount of Llandysilio. 

Thirty-eight years later, the Taxation of P. Nicholas, 
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sometimes called the Lincoln Taocation, a.d. 1291, 
drawn up with a view to a similar purpose, returned the 
same four parishes at £36 135. id; tenth, £3 135. id. 
This record, under Decanatus de Pola, gives 

Eccli'a de Landrimeaw taxat' 
Porcio Iohis apud (sic for " ap") Gruffud . .400 

Et quia h'et alia beneficia inde decima 85. 
Porcio Heylyn ap Mathew 8 

Et quia alibi est beneficial inde decima 6s. 
Porcio Vicarii (non decimat') 2 

This taxation is the more interesting, not only in that 
it testifies to the development of the ecclesiastical 
organisation by the subdivision of the Deanery of Powys 
(1253) into those of Mechain, Caereinion, Cedeweyn, 
and Pool, but also by showing us that Llandrinio was 
a Portionary church, having two Portionist rectors as 
well as a vicar. The names of these Portionists are, 
moreover, given, and they are the first with which we 
have met in the history of this parish. Of these, John 
ap GrufFydd appears to have held more than one other 
benefice, " habet alia beneficia", and Heylyn ap Mathew 
one other, being " alibi beneficiatus". 

The next occasion on which we meet with an ecclesi- 
astical notice is in the Clerical Subsidies, Wales, 1437-8, 
where John Lowe, Bishop of St. Asaph, giving a certi- 
ficate of the appointment of collectors, mentions the 
church of Llandrinio, whose rector, Master Lewis 
Byford, had been indited for a felony, but to whose 
honest reputation and good report he gave his testi- 
mony. " Ecclesia de Llandrinno ejusdem nostrae 
dioeceseos cujus Rector M. Lodowycus Byford post diem 
concessionis prsedictse decimse per eorum emulbs de et 
super certis feloniis indictati fuerunt de quorum con- 
versatione honesta et bonae opinionis fama et presertim 
super praemissis articulis vobis et omnibus quorum 
interestveritati testimonium perhibemus perprsesentes." 1

Forty years later, on a similar occasion, in a certificate 
of Richard (Redman), Bishop of St. Asaph, with a 
schedule annexed, showing the names of benefices from 
which alone the subsidy was to be exacted in this 
diocese, 1 we have 

Id onere Abbatis de Strata Marcella (the Collector) 
Decanatus de Pola. 

Ecclesia de Pola xviis. ivd. 

Ecclesia de Kegydya .... xxxiiis. ivd. 
Ecclesia de Landrimeaw .... xviiis. 

Sometime between 1291 and 1534, i.e., between the 
Taxation of P. Nicholas and the Valor of Hen. VIII, 
it appears to have absorbed the daughter parishes of 
Llandysilio and Melverley, for neither of these two are 
mentioned in the latter record, while Llandrinio occurs 
as of the gross value of £26 13s. id., from which were 
deducted for Synodals and Procurations £1 16s. Id., 
leaving the net value of £26 135. 4d, upon which the 
tenths amounted to £2 9s. Sd., and they so continue to 
this day, although these two parishes have been sepa- 
rated from it since 1846. 

An uneventful period now followed in its history. 
Even the stirring events of the Reformation passed 
quietly over it, as far as we can learn. It was equally 
unaffected by the Dissolution — first of the alien Priory 
of Alberbury, and later of the Cistercian Abbey of 
Strata Marcella, near Pool Quay, and by the impropria- 
tion of the great tithes of its neighbours at Meifod, 
Guilsfield, and Welsh Pool to Cardinal Wolsey's new 
College at Oxford. But with the next century it was 
different. The seed of the Reformation had taken root, 
and began to bear fruit in different directions. In 1625 
the New Chapel was built, at the costs of Mr. Hugh 
Derwas of Penrhos and Mr. Owen Edwards, on the 
boundary line of the parishes of Llandrinio and Meifod, 
and near the points of convergence of those of Guilsfield, 
Llansantffraid, and Llandysilio, and two years later, on

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Wednesday, the 3rd of October 1627, it was consecrated 
by John (Hanmer), Bishop of St. Asaph, in the name 
of the " Chapel of the Holy Trinity". The sermon on 
this occasion was preached by Dr. Foulk Price, the 
rector of this parish, who died in 1632, and was 
succeeded by George Griffith, M.A., Student and Tutor 
of Christ Church, Oxford, and chaplain to Bishop John 
Owen. Mr. Griffith was a staunch and learned church- 
man, and he was eminent as a champion and maintainer 
of Church principles in a period of laxity and danger. 

In the preceding century, the spirit of inquiry and 
freedom which had rejected the spiritual encroachments 
of Rome, had settled for some generations the con- 
troversy with that See ; now a section of that spirit 
which had been tending to the opposite extreme in 
religion and in politics developed into a growing and 
powerful force, which brought about the overthrow of 
the Church, the murder of the King, and for a while the 
revolution of the State under the Dictatorship of Oliver 
Cromwell, and the political establishment of Presby- 
terianism and Independency. The two most prominent 
representatives of the opposing parties in this neigh- 
bourhood were Rector Griffith and Vavasour Powell. 
The character of these two men was widely different. 
George Griffith was a man of consistent principles all 
his life, "an eminent tutor and preacher at Oxford, a 
scholar and a divine, a faithful parish priest, who would 
not stand by and see his flock assailed by heretical 
itinerants without doing his best to drive away their 
erroneous doctrines, and one who submitted to the 
deprivation of all his preferments rather than purchase 
security at the cost of being disloyal to his Church and 
King." 

Vavasour Powell, too, according to EtninentWelshmen, 
had received a liberal education, and had entered at 
Oxford, though he does not appear to have taken a 
degree there. He first settled at Clun as a school- 
master, and officiated as a curate to his uncle, though 
his enemies say he was never ordained. Not long 
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afterwards he joined the Puritans, and distinguished 
himself hy his fanatical zeal against episcopacy. He 
then became an itinerant preacher in Wales, but 
belonging to the unpopular sect of the Antipaedo- 
Baptists, he was exposed to much persecution, and 
resolved to leave the country, and settled in London in 
1642. When Wales was reduced under the power of 
Parliament, he returned in 1 646 with testimonials from 
the Assembly of Divines, and a full determination to 
overthrow the Established Church. As a Commissioner 
under the "Act for the Propagation of the Gospel in 
Wales", he caused a great number of the clergy to be 
ejected from their livings, and with their families to be 
reduced to great distress, while the religious teaching 
of the country was confined to himself and a few other 
itinerants. In the discharge of his offices as Commis- 
sioner and as a preacher he was unwearied ; but that 
he was the great and disinterested character which he 
is painted by his admirers will scarcely be allowed by 
an impartial inquirer, for he not only secured a stipend 
of a hundred pounds a year from the sequestered 
benefices, but enormous sums were paid to him and his 
assistants. The power he was entrusted with was 
exerted to the utmost, and his oppression of the ejected 
clergy was little creditable to his Christian charity. 1 

On the 23rd July 1652, a public Disputation took 
place between Mr. Griffith and Mr. Vavasour Powell, 
near the New Chapel, Penrhos, as Penrhos Church was 
then called — probably at the Independent Chapel, 
Sarney, which dates from about that period. The 
disputation arose in consequence of a challenge made on 
the eleventh day of the preceding June in the following 
terms : — 

" The questions underneath are humbly offered to any 
minister or scholar that oppose us or the way we walk in : — 

" 1. Whether your calling or ours, which you so much speake 
against, be the most warrantable and nearest the word of God ?

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" 2. Whether your mixed ways or our ways of separation be 
nearest the word of God ? 

" This I or some of my Brethren will be content in the spirit 
of love to dispute publicly or privately. 

" Vavasour Powell." 

This controversy has already been briefly referred to 
under the History of the Parish of Llansantffraid, 
chap, viii : Nonconformity , in vol. iv, pp. 160-63 of the 
Collections. There we are told that " pamphlets contain- 
ing a full account of the proceedings were published, 
which may be found among the King's Pamphlets in 
the British Museum". The title-pages of three of these 
are given, and this brief commentary added : " The 
disputation was conducted after the dry, crucial, and 
scholastic manner of those days, and ended, as might 
have been anticipated, in leaving both parties * of the 
same opinion still'." The Doctors friends claimed all 
the knowing men of the company on their side, which 
Vavasour Powell strongly denied, saying that there 
were about a dozen University men of his side, besides 
several scores of godly men, " who were able to cate- 
chise your profane brethren, the ejected priests, who 
were better known by their adultery, drunkenness, 
swearing, gaming, and rebelling against the State, than 
by their godly preaching or conversation." He gives 
as his reason for sending the challenge, " the Doctor's 
invective sermons against the godly ministers and 
people", and he accuses him (the Doctor) of conniving 
at the introduction into his parish and setting up 
" of a scandalous interlude or play, and that by the 
children of some of the ejectea clergy, which was in 
opposition to the Directory 1 and the Act of Parlia- 
ment." 

We note the familiar artifice by which opponents are 
here described as " your profane brethren, the ejected 
priests", and charges varying from " adultery to rebelling

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against the State" levelled against them, while sup- 
porters are written up as " the godly men" ; and we 
observe that it is a specially heinous charge against the 
rector that he had " connived at a scandalous interlude 
or play, by the children of some of the evicted clergy", 
contrary to " the Directory and Act of Parliament". 
As we read this painful picture many questions arise, 
such as, Do these words convey a fair impression of the 
facts ? Had the terms employed the same meaning in 
those days as now ? Was a " scandalous" interlude 
something that was opposed to morality, or simply an 
offence to the powers that were and a contravention of the 
Directory and Acts of Parliament ? Seeing the "ejected 
ministers" had been deprived of their livings, was it so 
heinous that their children should gain some livelihood 
by acting Miracle Plays ? If these "Miracle Plays" were 
so offensive to Vavasour Powell " in the parish", what 
would he have said if he could have witnessed the 
"comic songs" so often sung and applauded in the 
chapels of his spiritual children ? We claim, therefore, 
to look a little more closely into those statements and 
the circumstances of that aay. 

What was Vavasour Powell's " calling", and what was 
involved in his " ways of separation' ? Originally a 
clergyman, ordained to the curacy of Clun, H being then 
myself a reader of Common Prayers and in the habit of 
a foolish shepheard", as he tells us afterwards in his 
Life (p. 2), he passed through strange phases of mental 
and nervous depression, and became a convert, first to 
Independency and then to Antipaedo-Baptisra ; the one 
being destructive of Church discipline, and the other 
contrary to all catholic rule. In doctrine he was a 
strict and narrow Calvinist, maintaining the five points 
of Particular Redemption, Particular Election, and 
Predestination, with reprobation of all others; the 
indefectibility of Grace and Final Perseverance, 1 a system 

1 "Concerning Election. — God of his own mere love, before the 
foundation of the world, did predestinate and elect in Jesus Christ a 
certain number (known only to Himself) as well of Angels as of 
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which mutilates the love of God to man, annihilates 
man's free will, and renders nugatory many of the 
practical precepts of the Gospel. " Infant baptism" 
was by him rejected altogether, and the ministration of 
the Holy Communion privately to persons upon their 
sick-beds forbidden. 1 

His principle in religion was that of " individualism" 
as opposed to corporate Christianity, and its natural 
fruit may be summed up in the phrase <c the dissidence 
of Dissent", in contrast to the unifying character of the 
Church's teaching. And as in religion he was an Inde- 
pendent, so in politics he was an ardent Republican, 
and joining in a public protest against Oliver Cromwell 
on the occasion of his usurpation of the chief power in 
the State, a party of horse was sent by the Protector to 
seize him, and he was cast into prison. Whatever may 
be pleaded for him on the score of sincerity of purpose 
and great zeal in carrying it out, his " ways of separa- 
tion" were assuredly opposed to the principles of 
Christian faith and primitive order, and it is to the 
honour of Dr. Griffith that he should have opposed to 
his utmost such " strange and erroneous doctrines". 

After a brief experience of the " ways of separation" in 
Church and State alike, the nation returned to its 
ancient allegiance, and in 1660 the Church was restored 
to her rights, and the son of the martyred King to his 
father's throne. Comparatively few, however, of the 
deprived clergy survived the sufferings of the Inter- 
regnum, but of those few Dr. George Griffith was 

Mankind to be to the praise of His Grace and to obtain everlasting 

salvation through Jesus Christ And all these that are so chosen, 

are written in the Lamb's Book of Life, shall certainly be saved and 
cannot finally be deceived or fall away. (1671, p. 24.) 

"Concerning Reprobation. — All those that were not elected to 
Salvation, as well Angels as Men, were by God (for the glory of His 
sovereign power and justice) ordained of old to Condemnation or to 
be dealt with according to God's justice for, and according to, their 
sins." (Confession of Faith drawn up by Vav. Powell, Life (1671), 
pp. 24 and 25.)

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one, 1 and his faithful championship of the Church's cause 
in her days of affliction now met with just recognition in 
the day of her restoration. On the 28th October 1660, 
he was consecrated Bishop of the diocese, and, owing to 
the impoverishment of the see, he was allowed to retain 
in commendam the rectory, together with his other 
preferments. 

The church bell commemorates that happy event, and 
bears the loyal inscription, " 1661 -X- rk -X- rg . cdns . 
god savb the king." The stamp of the founder was a 
fleur-de-lys. Two such occur in the legend ; one before 
the wardens' names, and the other between them. The 
initials probably represent Mr. Robert Evans of the 
New Hall, and Mr. Richard Griffith of Trederwen. 
Another feature in the church that appears to belong 
to that same date is the handsome carved pulpit. As 
Proctor for the clergy, Dr. Griffith had previously 
moved for a new edition of the Bible in Welsh, 2 and 
at the last revision of the Prayer Book in 1662 he was 
one of the revisers ancl translators. Indeed, according 
to Wood's AthencB Odconienses, he had " the chief hand 
in composing the form for 'the Public Baptism' of 
such as are of riper years", 3 for which he had been

* This was in 1640. Fuller (Church History, iii, 459) mentions 
that, in making this appeal, he instanced two remarkable omissions 
of the printer in Morgan's Bible, viz. : (1) Exodus xii, 3, the "Angel's 
passing over the houses besprinkled with blood"; aud (2) Habakkuk 
ii, 5, " he is a proud man"; but an examination of Bishop Morgan's 
Bible, 1588, and also of Bishop Parry's Authorised Version, 1620, 
shows that both these passages are found in each of them. The 
omissions first occurred in the 1630 edition — only ten years previously. 
Whether the mistake was Griffith's or Fuller's, I cannot say.

Clopton, married Sarah Penrhyn, the heiress of Llan- 
drinio Hall and Rhysnant, bequeathed to the parish 
church the handsome silver flagon, which bears on its 
side the inscription 

EX DONO ISAACI BARROW ASAPHEN8I8 EPISCOPI 
ANNO DOMINI 1680. 

and on its bottom : 

ORATE PRO CONSERVO VESTRO 

corresponding to the inscription on his tomb near the 
west door of the cathedral 2 ; an inscription which gave 
rise to no little adverse criticism at the time, but one 
which has proved of great importance, as evidence that 
prayer for the dead was not forbidden in the Church of 
England. 3 His successor, Bishop William Lloyd (1680- 
1692), who made such earnest efforts to conciliate the 
Dissenters and win them back to the Church, is said 
to have built the Rectory House. This can hardly be so, 
for the Terrier of 168f describes the Parsonage House 
as then called the " Henblas" (i.e., the Old Hall), and 
what the Bishop probably did was to renovate and im-

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prove it. The Terriers, of which there are many, dated 
respectively 1630, 168f, 1734, 1756, and 1774, are so 
interesting that I propose giving them a special section, 
inasmuch as they (1) show the pieces of glebe to have 
been scattered over the parish ; (2) give the names of 
the open fields ; (3) help us to identify the then owners ; 
(4) describe the measurements, not so much by acreage 
as by seedness or sowing capacity ; and (5) indicate the 
exchange of strips and the consolidation of the whole. 
The Tithe Award, 1840, enumerates the glebe fields 
with their respective acreages ; the whole, inclusive of 
the churchyard, rectory, and offices and road, amount- 
ing to 40 a. 1 r. 10 p. The recent Ordnance Survey 
makes it 41.011 acres. The tithe charged thereon is 
£8, which, with three guineas to the Parish Clerk " in 
lieu of all his muncorn wages", makes up the commuta- 
tion award of £556 3s. In the year 1844, the chapelry 
of Penrhos was constituted into a distinct ecclesiastical 
district, with cure of souls, and the portion of this 
parish which lies west of the turnpike road from 
Oswestry to Welshpool assigned to it, and in considera- 
tion thereof a charge of £20 per annum was laid upon 
the Rector to the Vicar of the daughter parish. Two 
years later, 1846, on the death of Bishop Carey, the 
commendam was terminated, and the rectories of 
Llandrinio, Llandysilio, and Melverley dissevered from 
the bishopric and restored with their own endowments.

1630. TERRIER OF THE GLEBE OP LLANDRINIO. 1 

1. One craft of land adjoining to ye barn, containing by 
estimation two bushels seednes 2 of land, lying between ye

4. Two parcels of land lying within a meadow there called 
" Yr Ystin Vawr", whereof one parcel there called " Growgloth 
y Frank" (Gwerglodd y Sant), containing by estimation one 
day's math of meadow ground, lying between ye lands of John 
Penryn and ye churchyard on ye one side,and ye lands of Griffith 
Bowen and John Penryn on the other : the other being two 
ridges of land containing by estimation three hoopes seednes, 
lying between the lands of Humphrey ap John Gough on ye 
one side, and the lands of John Penryn on the other side. 

5. One parcel of land, containing by estimation one bushel 
seednes, lying within the pasture of Evan ap Humphrey, called 
the " Ystin ganole", between the lands of the said Evan ap 
Humphrey and ye river Severn. 

6. One ridge of land, containing by estimation one hoope 
seednes of land, lying in Rhayme, between the lands of Evan 
ap Humphrey and the lands of Evan ap Robert, the one end 
thereof abutting upon ye farm of Kemerey. 

7. One parcel of meadow ground, containing by estimation 
three .... taskes of hay, lying within a common field there

mowing : (a) A day's math ; (6) Task. 

The following "common" or open fields are mentioned in these 
Terriers : — 

" Maes y Llan," at the end of the Rectory Lane. 

" Maes y Groes," adjoining the Pinfold Farm. 

" Maes yr Hendre," south of the turnpike-road from opposite the 
Post Office to opposite the Cedar College. 

" Maes tan y tai," between New Hall and Hendre. 

u Maes y Byrdir," north of the road towards Gwernybatto. 

1 The Barnfield, or Pigs' Park. 
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called " Maes tan y tay", between the lands of Evan ap 
Humphrey and Thomas ap Evan. 

8. Four ridges of land arable in ye same field, containing by 
estimation one bushel seednes, lying between the lands of Evan 
ap Humphrey on ye one side, and ye lands of Will, ap Owen on 
the other. 

9. Three parcels of land lying in a common called " Maes yr 
groat" (Maes y Groes), whereof one is by estimation one acre of 
land, and lyeth between the lands of Evan ap Humphrey and 
Robt Lloyd; the second being by estimation one acre likewise, 
lyeth between the lands of ye aforesaid Evan and Edward 
Penryn ; the third being by estimation two hoope seednes of 
land, lyeth between the land of John Penryn and the King's 
highway. 

10. One pasture of land call'd " Key yr p'son", containing by 
estimation four bushels of seednes, lying between the lands of 
Evan ap Humphrey and the King's highway ; two small butts, 
containing two hoops seednes, being the lands of Will. Penryn, 
Esq., in ye same pasture, only excepted. 

11. Three small butts lying within a common field called 
" Maes yr Hendre", whereof one is a ridge of land containing 
by estimation three hoops seednes, and lyeth between the land 
of Thomas Davis and Roger Glover ; the second containing by 
estimation one acre of land, and lyeth between the lands of the 
said Thos. Davis and Evan ap Richard ; the third parcel being 
one ridge, and containing three hoope seednes, and lyeth 
between the lands of Robert Lloyd and Jeffery Kent. 

12. Five parcels of lands in the common field called " Maes 
yr Hendre", whereof one is a ridge of land containing by 
estimation five hoopes seednes, lyeth between the land of 
Griffith Owen and Will. Kadd'r ; ye second, containing five 
bushels seednes, lyeth between the lands late of Owen ap 
Griffith, within the lands of John Penryn and ye King's high- 
way ; the third, one ridge of land containing three hoopes 
seednes, lyeth between ye lands of Evan ap Humphrey and 
John Penryn ; the fourth containing five hoopes seednes, and 
lyeth between ye lands of ye said Evan and Richard ap Oliver ; 
the fifth parcel containeth by estimation five hoopes seednes, 
and lyeth between the said Richard on both sides. 

13. Five several parcels lying in ye common field called 
" Maes y Llan" : one containing by estimation five bushels 
seednes, lyeth about ye lands late of Thos. ap Will'm ap Gitten 
ap Hofwel, and between ye lands of Thomas ap Evan and the 
lands of Richard ap Oliver, saving that two butts thereof 
reacheth from ye lands of ye said Richard unto ye lands of

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Win. Penryn. The second containeth one bushel seednes, 
lying between the lands of Evan ap Humphrey on both sides ; 
the third, containing one bushel seednes, lyeth between ye lands 
of Evan ap Humphrey and ye lands of Evan ap Richard ; the 
fourth being by estimation one acre of land, and lyeth between 
the lands of Llewelin ap Rinalt, deceased, the way there lead- 
ing to " tir yr heunant" ; the fifth parcel, containing by estima- 
tion three hoopes seednes, lyeth between ye lands of John 
Penryn on both sides. 

14. One parcel of land called "y tir teg", 1 containing by 
estimation two hoops seednes, was occupied and enclosed by 
Evan ap Edward ap John ap David ap Evan's son, and then, 
as we hear, it was put open by Geoffrey, 2 Clerk, ye Parson of 
Llandrinio, who claimed ye same as part of his glebe, and so 
how be it, as we hear it reported, we think it parcel of the 
glebe lands.

cepting a modus of forty shillings yearly, likewise for Penrose 
farm in the township of Penrhyn Vechan, likewise paying 
half a measure of rhye to the Parish Clerk. Wool, lamb, and

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other small tythes paid in kind for this desmesne ; excepting 
likewise a modus of a penny's day math for hay-ground in the 
township of Penthryn Vecban ; excepting likewise a modus 
of a penny for every milch cow ; excepting likewise a modus 
of twopence for a mare and fole. 

Seven foot of the east end of the church belongs to my Lord 
Bishop of St Asaph as Rector, where he has two seats, one on 
each side of the altar. The churchyard fence from the white 
wicket by the motte to the lower corner of the orchard lyes on 
the Rector to keep in repair. From thence to the meadow 
called " Gwerglodd y Saint" the fence belongs to William 
Evans, Gent. From thence to the King's highway it belongs 
to the Rector, and all the rest on the parish in generalle.

Imprimis One dwelling house made of Brick and covered 
with Slate in length forty-eight feet, in Breadth eighteen feet 
within the Walls containing four Booms on the floor viz. a 
kitchen a passage commonly called the Hall a small Cellar and 
a parlour, one pair of stairs four rooms above stairs viz. The 
Boom over the Kitchen and a small Closet, the little Boom the 
Study and the room over the Parlour. In the Garret there are 
three Booms All the rooms except the Parlour the room over 
the Parlour the little Boom and the Study are neither ceiled 
nor plaistered There is also annexed to the Kitchen a Shier 
or an Isle in length nine feet and in Breadth nine feet.

MONTGOMERYSHIRE ADMINISTRATIONS AT 
ST. ASAPH REGISTRY. 



In the introductory remarks to my Lists of Wills at this 
Registry (vol/xvii, p. 121), I mentioned the tall books 
in which the "Acta" were entered day by day. From 
these I have now extracted the entries relating to 
Montgomeryshire parishes under the heading of " Com- 
missa fuit", or "Concessa fuit", etc., including the 
administration of intestate estates. The caveats and 
similar entries generally refer to estates covered by 
will, and I have not extracted these. The first four 
books are written wholly in Latin, owing to which the 
English Christian name cannot always be exactly 
ascertained. In the first two books "Rinaldus" is 
employed for "Reynold", and I found a few spelt 
" Reignaldus" = Reginald. " Elene" may mean Ellen 
or Helen. "Morice" or "Moricius" are the forms 
always used for Maurice, Morris, or Moris. Jacobus = 
James or Jacob, and the clerk sometimes gives both for 
the same person in the same entry. The father is often 
named " Evan" and the children "ap Ieun"in the same 
entry. Susa = Susan or Susannah. Ricei = of Rees, 
and Rici = of Richard, but the difference is not always 
clear. The clerk in the two earlier volumes always 
uses the form Greffyth for Gruffyth, Gryffyth, or 
Griffith. He always spells KcUherine with a K, and 
Humphrey as Humfrey. The names of places are 
quite as irregularly spelt, and I only mention this to 
explain any departure from the spelling of the Acta, 
and to show how easy it is to fall into error as to the 
exact Christian names given in our pedigrees. The 
names of children seem to be given in order of seniority.

In addition to the names of persons interested in the 
estate, those of the bondsmen, with their addresses and 
the amount of the bond, are given. I have not thought 
it necessary, however, to extract these, except in a few 
instances. 

As these entries are complete (or nearly so) in them- 
selves, I have grouped them chronologically under the 
names of places, and not, as in the case of the wills, 
under the various volumes. The early volumes of Acta 
have not their pages numbered. I should add that 
there are no memoranda of administrations at Hereford 
Registry earlier than 1662. 

"Mary Jane", relict of Thomas Jones Clk. in 1637, 
looks like a very early instance of a double Christian 
name. Surnames now became common, and the maiden 
names of widows are frequently given. Where sons or 
daughters administer they are named in full indivi- 
dually, the words " daughter" and "son" including also 
daughters-in-law and sons-in-law. Others of the family 
interested are named together as "liberi" (children), 
their minority being sometimes indicated by the word 
infans" added within a bracket. 

There are in the Acta many probate entries of wills 
of which there are' neither copies nor originals in 
the Registry. At some future time it may be worth 
while to give these from the first two volumes. There 
are five books of Acta at St. Asaph, all marked on the 
back " Wills and Administrations". 

No. 1. June 1584 to October 1593.

There is a gap in this book from 1648 to 1660. 

No. 4. 1677 to 1685. 
The above are all in Latin. 

No. 5. 1741 to 1742, in English. 

The margins of the earlier books are so much worn 
away that half of the name of the parish is often gone, 
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and sometimes the whole. There is also a modem list 
of Wills and Administrations, 1660 to 1729. The early 
volumes of Acta have not their pages numbered, nor 
have any index. 

I may add that at Bangor Registry there are only 
about fourteen original grants of administrations, 
dating from 1635 to 1660. In some instances an 
inventory only is filed in the Registry, in others a 
bond. The only other records of administrations at 
Bangor are the simple entries of the names of the 
deceased given in the old Calendar (described in Mont. 
Coll., vol. xvii, Part I), dating from 1635 to 1649, with 
the years 1639 and 1640 blank.

PRELIMINARY NOTE. 

The Administrations for the years 1653, 1654, I have 
extracted from the Administration Act Books for those 
two years. It will be observed that the transactions 
for 1653 occur exclusively between the months of April 
and September. These transactions were effected under 
the authority of an Act of the Commonwealth passed 
in the former month (April), and to remain operative 
until the first of Octooer following. This Act con- 
stituted Judges for the Probate of Wills and granting 
of administrations throughout England and Wales. 
Prior to this date, from the death of Sir Nathaniel 
Brent, the keeper or judge, in 1652, no business is 
recorded in the Prerogative Court (the business of the 
Diocesan and other Testamentary Courts had been 
suspended throughout the country, with some exceptions, 
from 1649) ; and for three months after the expiration 
of the Act, at the end of September, 1653, another 
hiatus occurs (p. 5 Introduction to Index to grants for 
1653-4, compiled from the Acts and original Calendars 
printed in 1870). 

After this Index was printed, on the removal of the 
Records to Somerset House from St Paul's Cathedral, 
other Acts were discovered, and have been interlined in 
writing in the printed volumes. 

These, which comprise Vol. Ill of the Administration 
Acts for the years 1653 and 1654, are still in loose 
quires, preserved in a box in the Probate Registry, 
and may be inspected only under the immediate per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. Challoner Smith, the Super- 
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intendent of the department, who, ever ready to assist 
the searcher, placed them at my disposal. I com- 
pared several of the entries in Vol. Ill with the inter- 
lineations in the printed Index, and found them in 
each case to agree. The County only is given in the 
printed Index ; the Domicile, or probably it would be 
more accurate to say the Township, has been supplied 
by me from an examination of the Act Books.

1658. — Note. This Administration Book discloses that the Clerk who entered 
the Montgomeryshire Administrations had charge of the Dioceses of Bangor, St 
Asaph, and Hereford, and entered the Administrations monthly, and not de die in 
diem. 
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The Rebecca Riots of fifty years ago are still within 
the recollection of some of the older readers of Mont. 
Coll. They were confined mostly to South Wales, but 
they powerfully influenced the southern portions of 
Montgomeryshire. The great number of toll-gates 
and the heavy tolls levied on turnpike roads had be- 
come intolerable, and at last the people took the 
matter into their own hands. A secret organization 
was formed for the razing down of the obnoxious 
gates. Suddenly, in the dead of night, a band of 
men, dressed for the most part in female attire, would 
make their appearance at a turnpike-gate, and set to 
work with saws, axes, crowbars, etc., to demolish the 
hated obstruction, leaving " not a wrack behind" when 
the morning broke. There was very rarely any other 
damage done to property, and injuries to persons were 
hardly ever heard of. These bands were under the 
leadership of a mysterious " Rebecca", who successfully 
eluded capture and baffled all efforts to ascertain " her" 
identity. We have received the following communi- 
cation from Mr. Edward Davies, J.P., of Dolcaradog, 
Machynlleth, which at last clears up the mystery : — 

" In the early forties I was commissioned by the late Messrs. 
Hugh Williams 1 of Machynlleth, and John Pughe of Aberdovey, 
the then owners of the Dylife Lead Mines, to dispose of the said 
Mines to a London Company for the sum of £24,000. Through 
some hitch in the negotiations much delay ensued, and after 
some months the transaction fell through. During the London 
negotiations I was brought into contact with Mr. Hugh

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Williams, junior, 1 eldest son of the first-named Hugh Williams, 
owner of a moiety of the mines. He was a solicitor, practising 
at St. Clears, Carmarthenshire, and had a lien on the mines, 
having advanced money to work them, as well as another son, 
Mr. John Williams, a solicitor in Verulara Buildings, Gray's 
inn, London. As representing the sons and acting for them, 
I had to consult often with Mr. Hugh Williams, junior, who 
then lodged at No. 32, Cambridge Terrace, near one of the 
Parks. 

" Mr. Williams had to leave London often on a certain busi- 
ness in Wales. At that time the ' Rebecca agitation', and, to 
be strictly correct, I suppose I must call them ' Riots', took 
place. After two or three abstentions from Loudon, he took 
me into his confidence, and declared to me that he himself was 
the veritable Rebecca Aerself. During his lifetime, and for 
nearly twenty years afterwards, I kept that information to my- 
self. Several times previous to an incursion into Wales on a 
' Rebecca' expedition he would inform me the day before his 
departure, and was most particular in naming the very night 
he would return. It was in the night he always returned. I 
was to breakfast with him at 32, Cambridge Terrace, the morn- 
ings after his return to London. I did so several times, and 
he would then devote the whole of that day to the business of 
negotiating the sale of the mines. We generally lunched at 
Evans's Hotel, Covent Garden, and went together to a place of 
anmsement at night. When together he would supply me with 
particulars of the Rebecca incursions, which tallied with the 
accounts which would subsequently appear in the public press. 
They were intended to be demonstrations and protests against 
the iniquitous and oppressive turnpike-gate system. The riots 
emanating from them were quite unintentional, and Mr. Wil- 
liams condemned them very strongly; so much so, as to 
threaten that if they continued to go beyond what he con- 
sidered legitimate but strong demonstrations, he would have 
to abandon them. 

" Mr. Williams had been married some years to a lady of 
means, and was well to do. His reason for taking the name 
of 'Rebecca' was, that its meaning was, according to him, and 
I believe according to some Lexicons, 'an allayer of contentions 



1 He was born at Gelligoch, Machynlleth. He wrote and published 
a collection of Chartist songs, and was the solicitor who got up the 
defence of the Llanidloes Chartist rioters at the Welshpool Assizes in 
July 1839.

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or strife'. 1 It was not a signal or synonym of revolt or war, 
bat simply the best means of procuring an allayance. 

" It is not for me to justify the means adopted for settling or 
allaying a most burning question. Speaking now, in the light 
of the history of turnpike-roads during the last fifty years, the 
end certainly has justified the means. Every other mode of 
drawing attention to the unbearable oppression of turnpike- 
gateism was hopeless. I, myself, as a farmer driving my own 
trap with a single horse from Dolcaradog to Derwenlas, a 
distance of only six miles, had to pay a toll of sixpence at each 
of the three turnpike-gates. Now I have not to pay one. As 
manager of a mine, I have paid as much as £36 a year for tolls. 
Last week (September 1894) I travelled 289 miles through 
North Wales in different directions, alighting from railways in 
several places, and hiring traps, and from South-Western 
Montgomeryshire to North-Eastern Merionethshire, Denbigh- 
shire, and Flintshire, I saw not a single gate, but toll-houses 
in many places as monuments of the victory of Rebeccaism. 
To a great extent the generality of farmers now pay very 
much less in main-roads 9 rates than they did in turnpike-tolls. 
Those rates they now pay indirectly in the general County 
Rate. In my own Union of Machynlleth, the Poor Rate, which 
includes the County Rate, is not now so high as when the 
turnpikes were in full swing, and the main roads, as well as 
the highways, are in far better condition than then.

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EARLY DOCUMENTS RELATING TO 
DOLFORWYN CASTLE, NEWTOWN, Etc. 

By R. WILLIAMS, F.R.Hist.S. 



Bleddyk ab Cynfyn, Prince of Powys, founder of the 
third Royal Tribe of Wales, is said to have first built a 
castle at Dolforwyn between 1065 and 1073 (Evans* 
Dissertatio de Bcvrdis). This building, probably slight 
in character, seems to have been superseded by another 
built, according to Dugdale, by Dafydd ab Llewelyn 
about the year 1242, which in its turn was taken by 
Roger de Mortimer II about 1278. The existing walls, 
according to an eminent authority (Mr. G. T. Clark), 
were probably the work of Roger de Mortimer. A 
short description, with a plan and section of the 
ruins, is reproduced from Mont. Coll., x, p. 327. 
These ruins, being on the summit of a lofty hill, are 
partly visible from the Cambrian Railway about half a 
mile on the Newtown side of Aberraule station. 

The late Mr. E. Rowley Morris, F.S. A., in his valuable 
History of Kerry Parish, has given {Mont. Coll., xxiii 
and xxiv) a very full and complete account of the once 
powerful Mortimer family and their Montgomeryshire 
possessions, with copies of several very interesting 
documents relating thereto, to which we beg to refer 
the reader. The Harleian MSS. in the British 
Museum, the Ministers 9 Accounts, the Chancery In- 
quisitions post-mortem, and other records in the Public 
Record Office, however, comprise numerous others 
which have never appeared in print, but which contain 
matter of the greatest interest and importance relating 
to the early history of Montgomeryshire. Some of

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these we propose now to lay before the readers of 
Mont. Coll. 

For two centuries the history of the Mortimers 
is closely bound up with that of our county, namely, 
from 1278 to the battle of Bos worth in 1485. 
In the year 1277, Edward I invaded Wales with 
three armies — one under his own command operating 
along the north coast; another under the Earl of 
Lincoln and Roger de Mortimer (whom we shall call 
Roger de Mortimer II) besieged and reduced Dolforwyn 
Castle, while the third was led by Payne de Chaworth 
into Cardigan. For his services on this occasion the 
king, on the 6th of January, 1278-9, granted to Roger 
de Mortimer "his lands of Keddewy and Kery, with the 
castle of Dolverayne," to be held by him and his heirs 
by the service of three knights' fees. A translation of 
this charter having already been given by Mr. Rowley 
Morris in Mont. Coll., xxiv, p. 367, it need not be set 
forth here. 

On the 16th January, 1279-80, the king granted to 
the same Roger de Mortimer another important charter 
as follows 1 : — 

" The Charter of King Edward I by which he granted 
to Roger de Mortimer a fair at Thlanveir within 
Kedewey 2 together with a market. 

"Edward by the grace of God King of England Lord of 
Ireland and Duke of Aqaitaine. To his Archbishops Bishops 
Abbots Priors Earls Barons Justices Sheriffs governors officers 
and all Bailiffs and trusty subjects Greeting. Know we have 
granted and by this our Charter confirmed to our beloved and 
faithful Roger de Mortimer that he and his heirs for ever may 
bold one market in his manor of Thlanveyr in Kedwey in 
Wales weekly on Tuesday 8 and two fairs at the same place

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each year that is to say one fair for three days namely on the 
eve the day and morrow of St. Botalph the Abbot [Jane 17th] 
and the other fair in like manner for three days that is to say 
on the eve day and morrow of the Translation of St. Edward 
the King [October 13th]. Unless such market and fairs be to 
the injury of the neighbouring markets or fairs. Wherefore 
we will confirm and command for us and our heirs that the said 
Roger and his heirs for ever may hold the said market and 
fairs in his said Manor with all the usual rights and liberties to 
such market and fairs belonging. Unless the market or fairs 
be to the injury of existing markets or fairs. In witness Roger 
de Clifford senior William de Breuse Patrick de Cadurtis 
Richard de Brus Master Geoffrey de Aspale Peter de Chanent 
John de lounetot Geoffrey de Picheford Richard de Bosco John 
de Bygenore and others. Given by our hand at Lyndhurst the 
sixteenth day of January the eighth year of our reign 
[1279-80]." 

Mr. Rowley Morris points out (Mont. Coll., xxiv, 
p. 368, note) that originally LI an fair (Newtown) was a 
chapelry belonging to the parish of Llanllwchaiarn ; 
that in Pope Nicholas's Taxation, 1291, it is still 
described as "Llanfair", but as an independent rectory ; 
in 1321 it is described as "the i^ewTown in Kedewen"; 
and he suggests that it owed its conversion from a 
mere hamlet to a borough with a Court of Record 
to Roger de Mortimer II or his immediate successor. 
Roger de Mortimer II died 27th October 1282, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son, Edmund de Mor- 
timer I. It was this Edmund Mortimer who, with 
other Barons Marchers, defeated Prince Llewelyn ab 
Gruflydd when the latter fled, but was discovered in a 
field near Builth and slain. This happened on or 
about the 2nd of December 1282. Edmund de Mor- 
timer died in July 1304, and was succeeded by his 
son, Roger de Mortimer III. 

On the 5th July 1307, to carry out some arrange- 
ment between this Roger de Mortimer (III) and his 
mother, the following Indenture was executed 1 : —

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" Indenture between Margaret de Mortimer and 
Roger de Mortimer her son of certain lands 
delivered to said lady in dower. 

" Between my lady Margaret de Mortimer of the one part 
and Roger de Mortimer her son on the other part this is a 
covenant of assurance that the said Roger assigns gives and 
grants to dame Margaret his very dear mother before named in 
name of dower all the land of Kery entirely with homage and 
services with the two mills of Wenreu 1 and Keuenpuer 2 with 
all manner of appurtenances and the fees and demesnes of 
Vaynor 8 and Bendor 4 with the meadows and pastures and other 
appurtenances belonging to the said demesnes. And the 
manor of Norton near Prestbe 5 meade together with the 
appurtenances. And one hundred shillings annual rent in 
Brymesgrave 6 and Norton in the County of Worcester. Also 
all the lands and tenements that the said Roger has in Wordy 
Mortem Wincestre and Hok. To have and to hold to the said 
dame Margaret for her life in name of dower freely and quietly 
for which assignment grant and gift the said dame Margaret 
releases and quit claims to the said Roger her son and his heirs 
all the claim and right of dower which she has or may have in 
the free tenements which belonged to Edmond de Mortimer in 
Kery Kiddewy and in the lands which the said Edmond left for 
termeof years to Geoffrey deGenemle in Stratfeld Mortem Wordy 
Mortem Wiggemore and Cleybury [Cleobury] and also in all the 
free tenements which Hugh de Kldytheleye and Isolde his wife 
hold in Arnleye and the tenements which Want Pauncefot holds 
in Endone and the tenements which John Benereus holds in 
Cleybury and the tenements which dame Elizabeth de Pene- 
brugge and John her son hold in Clyne [Clun ?] Wauncy and 
the tenements which Roger de Synetels and Maud his wife 
hold in the Yale of Wiggemore and the tenements which dame

Saving to the said Edmond the 
advowson of the Church of Wordy Mortem and the knight's 
fees which belong to the said Manor. In witness of these 
things also the said dame Margaret with the said Roger her 
son have put their seals to these indentures interchangeable. 
Given at Kingeslane the Wednesday next after the feast of St. 
Peter and St. Paul the thirty-fifth year of the reign of King 
Edward [5th July 1307]. 

By Charter, dated 26th August 1309, the king 
(Edward II) granted to Roger Mortimer III "the 
Comot of Endor" in the heading called " Comotoidour" 
[Cwmtoyddwr in Radnorshire! with its appurtenances, 
" worth yearly forty -six shillings and fourpence," for 
the service of the thirteenth part of a knights fee. 
But as this does not relate to Montgomeryshire, we 
refrain from copying it here. Mortimer having joined 
in the insurrection of the Barons all his estates were 
forfeited in 1321, and the king issued a proclamation, 
dated Shrewsbury, 23rd January 1321-2, committing 
to William de la Beche (his escheator for the Counties 
of Salop and Stafford) the castle of " Dolveryn", and 
the lands of Kerry and Kedewyn, and all the goods and 
chattels of Roger de Mortimer found therein, and direct- 
ing an inventory thereof to be taken. It ran thus 1 : — 

" Edward by the grace of God, King of England, Lord of 
Ireland, and Duke of Aquitaine, to all to whom the present 
letters shall come, greeting. Know ye that we have committed 
to our very dear and faithful William de la Beche, the custody 
of the castle of Dolueryn, and the lands of Kery and Kedewyn, 
being in our hand for certain causes, and also the goods and

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chattels of Roger de Mortimer of Wygemor, found in the afore 
said castle and lands. To have as long as it shall please us. 
So that he may answer to us in our chamber concerning the 
issues coming from the castle and lands aforesaid also for the 
goods and chattels aforesaid. We will also that an indenture 
be made touching the goods and chattels aforesaid, between the 
aforesaid William and our very dear clerk, Thomas de Egefeld. 
So that the same, our clerk, may be able to certify us con- 
cerning the value of the goods and chattels aforesaid, as is 
more fully enjoined to him by us. 

"In testimony whereof we have caused these our letters patent 
to be made. 

" Witness ourself at Shrewsbury, on the 23rd day of January, 
in the loth year of our reign. [a,d. 132^.] 

By the King himself." 

William de la Beche lost no time in carrying out the 
terms of the above proclamation. An inventory was 
taken two days afterwards, viz., on the 25th of January 
1321-2, and we are fortunately enabled to give here a 
copy of it. This document is almost unique of its kind, 
only one other of a similar character and of so early a 
period being known to exist, it is said, in England and 
Wales. It is certainly by far the most interesting 
document ever discovered connected with the early 
history of Dolforwyn Castle. The following is a trans- 
lation of it : — l 

" This indenture made between Monsieur William de la Beche, 
Constable of the castle of Dolvoryn and Thomas Dfeggefeld, clerk, 
contains the goods and chattels of Monsieur Roger de Morty- 
mer of Wyggemore, found at the said castle the 25th day of 
January, in the 15th year of King Edward. [a.d. 132 J.] 

"First, in the Bound tower, 2 shirts of mail, of the value of 
13*. ; 3 corsets of iron of the value of 15*. ; 2 coifs of iron and 
one ventaile of the value of 6*. ; 4 coats of metal of the value 
of 2 marks ; 4 helms of the value of 12*. ; 1 crossbow of 2 feet ; 
16 crossbows of 1 foot ; 4 crossbows disjointed ; 8 belts ; 406 
quarrells* [arrows], and they are valued at 40*. ; 1 coffer ; 1 
box with the locks burst, which are not valued.

"In the Chapel, 1 chalice value 10*. ; 1 vestment for holy days 
of the value of 5*. ; 1 alb, with the amice and the apparels of 
sewn silk ; one stole, with the maniple of gold and silk tissues, 
and they are valued at 8s. ; 2 corporas ; one worn-out vestment 
which cannot serve at the altar ; 1 covering for the altar, value 
12d. ; 3 towels value 2*. ; 1 psalter and 1 small box, which were 
found in one coffer with the locks closed, in the lady's chamber, 
of which the psalter is valued at 20*. ; 1 other psalter, value 2*l ; 
1 martyrology of the value of 3*. ; 1 censer in poor condition ; 

1 box of horn for offerings ; 3 small bells ; 1 vinegar ; and 1 
cruet in poor condition are not valued. 

" In the Hall, 4 tables, each of 21 feet in length and 2\ feet 
broad ; 1 table of 12 feet in length and 2 feet broad ; 2 counter- 
table forms, each of 18 feet ; 1 counter- table joined by 2 boards ; 
6 pair of trestles ; 1 box for alms, not valued ; 1 basin of the 
value of 6d. 

" In the Lady's chamber 2 empty coffers ; 1 tub for bathing ; 
and they are not valued. 

" In the Pantry and Buttery, 1 box for bread ; 1 washing tub ; 
one great empty box ; 1 cask for beer ; 3 barrels ; 4 tankards ; 

2 pitchers ; not valued. 

" In the Cellar, 1 cask with a remnant of wine of 10 inches. 

" In the Porch of the Cellar 1 great empty box. 

" In the Kitchen, 2 pots of iron, the one of 16 gallons and the 
other of 2 gallons, and one measure of half a gallon, and they 
are valued at 16*. ; 2 morters without the tribbles are not 
valued. 

" In the Brewery, 1 caldron in the furnace, of the value of 5*. ; 
5 tubs ; 7 small tubs, and 2 stands ; are not valued. 

" In the Bakehouse, 1 caldron of 16 gallons, value 2*.; one cask 
for boulting ; 2 troughs for paste ; 1 sieve ; 2 boxes for salt ; 
1 sifter; and 1 sieve for flour; are not valued. 

" In the Larder, 24 bacons, which were the lord's, which are 
valued at 36*., the value of a bacon 18rf. ; 1 quarter of salt, 
value 2*. ; 3 stone of tallow, value 18(2., the value of a stone, 6d. ; 
4 stone of grease, value 2*. 8d., the value of a stone, 8d One 
tub for salting meat is not valued. 

" In the Garner, on the south side of the Lady's chamber, 4 
quarters of corn malt, value 26*. 8d., the value of a quarter half 
a mark ; 3 quarters of malt of oats, value 5*., the value of a 
quarter, 22d. ; one caldron, value 2*. ; 8 gallons of pea meal in 
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the same caldron, value 4s., the value of a gallon 6d. ; one 
empty box without a cover is not valued ; 5 pieces of iron of 
the value of 8d. ; 2 old tubs for malt, and measures, that is to 
say, 2 bushels 1 peck ; not valued. 

" Also in the Garner near the Square Tower, 100 quarters 6 
bushels of corn, value £33 lis. Sd., the value of a quarter, 6s. 
Sd. 

" Also two pair of wheels for oxen carts, and the body of one 
such cart, which are worn out and are not valued. Also of live 
stock one ox (for ploughing) of the value of 5s. ; 1 cock ; two 
hens, of the value of 2\d. 

" In the Grange outside the castle, 2 iron ploughs and two 
hay carts, which are not valued for the murrain of the 
beasts. 

" Of lands sown, of which the seed amounts to 3 quarters of 
corn, which are not valued for the treading of the deer. 

" Written at Doluoryu, the 7th day of February in the year 
abovesaid. [a.d. 132£.] 



" Sum of the value of all the goods £47 5s. 6 \d. 

" Also of the goods of the people within the precincts of the 
said castle, 15 quarters 7 bushels of corn, 1 of the value of 100s.

It seems that in seizing Mortimer's goods, de la 
Beche took some that had not belonged to him, for we 
find that on the 27th January, 15 Edw. II (1321-2), a 
Writ was issued 2 commanding William de la Beche to 
deliver to the bearer a horse of Philip de Middleton 
arrested by him, and there is a receipt, dated the 
following day, of Alexander de Middelton, for a certain

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white horse of Philip de Middelton. This receipt is

On the 20th February 1321-2, the king issued 
a Writ 8 directed to "notre cher Bacheler", William 
de la Beche, keeper of the castle of Dolvereyn, com- 
manding him to levy quickly all the money he could of 
the things which were in his custody, and to bring it 
to the king with all haste. 

On the 5th March following he issued a Writ* com- 
manding William de la Bech, " Constable of the Castle 
of Dolverun," to deliver to Isabel, who was the wife of 
Reginald the Reeve, 4 of Newtown, goods and chattels 
belonging to her of the value of 100s. t which had been 
taken by certain ministers before the said castle came 
to the King's hands. There is also a receipt 5 by the 
said Isabel for six quarters of corn, value 60s. ; eight 
quarters of oats, value 24s. ; seven bacones, value 14s., 
which were in the said castle. 

On the 25th of March in the same year the King 
(who was then at Pontefract) directed the following 
Writ 8 to William de la Beche : — 

"Edward by the grace of God King of England, Lord 
of Ireland and Duke of Aauitaine, to his very dear and faithful 
William de la Beche, greeting. Whereas amongst other things 
which by our charter we gave and granted to our very dear 
and faithful cousin Edmund Earl of Arundel, to have under a 
certain form, we gave and granted to him the castle and manor 
of Doluoreyn and the lands of Kery and Kedewy, with the 
appurtenances, in the Marches of Wales, which were Roger de 
Mortimer's, of Wyggemor, and which by the forfeiture of the 
same Roger came to our hands ; to have in form aforesaid, as 
in our charter aforesaid more fully is contained. We com- 
mand you that you deliver to the same Earl or to his attorney 
in that behalf the aforesaid castle, manor and lands, with the 
appurtenances, which are in your custody by our commission.

" By the King himself/' 

Another Writ, dated 25th July in the same year 
(1322), 1 directed to William de la Beche, "keeper of 
the lands and tenements of divers of the King's 
enemies, etc.," reminding him of the necessity there is 
at present that the King should have money, and com- 
manding him to have all the money in his custody and 
which he shall receive from day to day at his Ex- 
chequer at York to pay the expenses of the expedition 
against " our enemies" of Scotland. 

Roger de Mortimer III in 1322 surrendered himself 
to the King, who immediately committed him to the 
Tower. He, however, managed to escape, and joined 
the Queen, Isabella, in France, and waged war in Eng- 
land subsequently against the King, who was eventually 
captured and murdered in Berkeley Castle. This was 
one dark night towards the end of September 1327. 
Eventually, ior his complicity in this atrocious crime, he 
was brought to justice, hanged, drawn, and quartered 
in Smithfield, London, on the 29th November 1330. 

Roger de Mortimer III had four sons and seven 
daughters. The eldest son, Edmund de Mortimer II, 
and his two brothers, Roger and Geoffrey, were 
knighted by Edward III at nis Coronation. Edmund 
recovered some of his fathers lands which had been 
forfeited. The following is a translation of 

" The Patent 8 of King E. by which he pardons and 
grant 8 to Edinond Mortimer the goods and 
chattels which were found and divers Manors 
after the death of Roger de Mortimer his father.

The following Charters of uncertain date are also 
among the Mortimer documents of this period : — 

" The Charter 2 by which Griffith Gouch [Goch] gives 
to Edmond de Mortimer the fourth part of Kery. 

" Know all present and to come that I Griffith Gouch son 
of Owen Ceudany holder of half a fourth part of Kery give 
grant and by my present charter confirm for me and my heirs [to] 
Lord Edmond de Mortimer and his heirs or his assigns all lord- 
ship and homage services heriots releases which I have or may 
now possess within the boundaries of Kery with whatsoever I 
or my heirs may in right of heirship come to possess the said 
Edmond de Mortimer and his heirs making therefore the usual 
service owing for the said portion of land to the King of 
England. In witness whereof I affix my seal to this present 
charter. Witnessed by Lord William de Mortimer Lord Walter 
de Hopton Lord Walter Hockelutel Lord Brian de Brompton 
Lord Walter de Pedewardyn Lord Ralph de Longeyne and 
many others."

Whereas I will that this my gift and grant true 
sure and unshaken may remain my seal is impressed on this 
present charter as many witnesses confirm. Witnessed by 
Philip son of Alexander William son of Baldwin Stephen son 
of Baldwin William Leg's Walter Swift Henry son of Edwin 
William son of Hobin and others." 

Copies of various Inquisitions relating to Dolforwyn 
Castle and lands in Kery and Kedewen, taken at 
various dates between 1330 and 1360, are given in 
Mont. Coll., xxiv, pp. 385-394, to which we beg to refer 
the reader. Below are copies of the Patent of the 
Prince of Wales granting Dolforwyn Castle and the 
lordship of Kedewyng to Edmund de Mortimer III, 
grandson of Edward de Mortimer II, and his Letter

To all 
who may see or hear these letters greeting. As since the death 
of Roger de Mortimer lately Earl Marcher we have held in our 
hand the castle of Dolveroyn with the lordship of Kedewyng 
during the minority of Edmond his son which possession we 
suppose to be held in chief as of our principality of Wales and 
the said Edmond being now of full age and having been so 
since the eve of Candlemas last past as seen by the proof of his 
age returned into the Chancery of our most redoubted sire and 
father the King, fully appears. We by our grant notwith- 
standing that the said Edmond now Earl Marcher has not yet done 
unto us the services which we understand that he should do 
unto us for the said Castle and lordship as declared before the 
Council of our said most redoubted sire and father the King 
that the said Castle and lordship are held of him in chief as of 
the Crown of England of which thing the truth is not denied 
and cannot now be fully proved or inquired into we have 
granted the said present Earl who has undertaken in our

So we order that 
you allow the said Earl or his attorney to enter the said Castle 
and lordship with the appurtenances together with the said 
issues without interfering in our name whilst the matter is 
being examined by us in the manner before said or that you

under our privy seal at London the 26th day of May the year 
of the reign of our most redoubtable sire and father the King 
in England the forty-seventh and in France the thirty-fourth.

The above-named Edmund de Mortimer (III) died at 
Cork on the 27th December 1381, in the 29th year of 
his age, and on the 9th of January following an Inquisi- 
tion post-mortem of his possessions was taken at Salop, 
of which the following is a copy 1 : — 

" Inquisition taken at Salop, on the Thursday next before 
the Feast of St. Gregory the Pope, in the fifth year of the 
reign of King Richard the second [9 Jan. a.d. 138 J] after the 
conquest before Robert de Swynfen Escheator of the lord the 
king in the County of Salop and the Marches of Wales to the 
same county adjacent by virtue of a certain writ of the lord the 
King to the same Escheator directed and sewn on to this 
inquisition. By the oath of William de la Sete, John de 
Ch . . ., John de Kay n ham, John Tuppa, Henry Dondelers, 
Roger de Pichford, John Parys, William Hereford, John 
Erliobe, Richard Pirefeld, Richard Tuggeford and William

Mortimer, late Earl of March deceased in the said writ 
named, held on the day on which he died in his demesne as of 
fee of the lord the king in chief by knight service the castle 
of Doluoreyn and the lordship and land of Kedewyng, with 
their appurtenances in Wales to the said County of Salop 
adjacent Which said castle is worth nothing by the year 
beyond reprises.

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" And they say that the aforesaid Earl Edmund died on the 
27th day of December last past, and that Roger, son of the 
same Edmund, of the age of 9 years and more, is next heir of 
the same Edmund." 

In consequence, probably, of the attainder of Roger de 
Mortimer III, and the forfeiture of his estates, Dolfor- 
wyn Castle had been allowed to fall into decay and 
become a ruin. Hence it was returned in the above In- 
quisition as u worth nothing". The neighbouring Castle 
of Montgomery had by this time become a place of 
great strength. Roger de Mortimer (V), the son of 
the above-named Edmund de Mortimer, was killed in 
Ireland in 1398, and about the 21 st of September in the 
same year an Inquisition post-mortem of his possessions 
was taken at Ludlow, which runs thus 1 : — 

" Inquisition taken at Lodelowe, before Roger de Swynfen 
Escheater of the lord the king in the County of Salop and the 
Marches of Wales to the same County of Salop adjacent, on 

the Saturday of St. Mathew the Apostle, in the 

22nd year of the reign of King Richard the second [a.d. 1398], 
by virtue of a writ of the lord the king to the same Escheater 
directed, and sewn on to this inquisition ; by the oath, etc. 
Who say upon their oath that Roger de Mortimer, Earl of 
March, deceased, in the said writ named, held on the day on 
which he died in [his demesne as of fee of the lord the king in 
chief] by knight service, the castle, lordship and land of Din- 
biegh, 2 etc.

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" And they say that the said late Earl Roger died in the parts 
of Ireland on Saturday the Feast of St. Margaret the Virgin [13 
July] last past, and that Edmund de Mortimer is [his] son [and 
next] heir, and that he is and was of the age of six years on the 
Sunday next after the Feast of All Saints, last past/' 

The last-named Edmund de Mortimer died in 1424 
without issue, whereupon his sister Anne succeeded 
to his possessions. She was the widow of Richard, 
Earl of Cambridge, and by him the mother of Richard, 
Duke of York, the father of Edward IV and Richard 
III. The Mortimers played a conspicuous part in the 
political history of the fourteenth and fifteenth cen- 
turies. Closely linked as it was to their history and 
to their fate, Dolforwyn Castle must have been at one 
time a place of some national importance, though now 
but a few shapeless ruins remain to mark where it 
stood, and to attest its past greatness : 

" Drain ac ysgall mall a'i medd, 
Mieri lie bu mawredd." 

(Where greatness dwelt in pomp now thistles reign, 
And prickly thorns assert their wide domain.)

I. 

In the records of " Herbertiana" I am desirous to bear 
my tribute of respect and regard to the memory, and 
public life, of the Hon. Robert Henry Clive, second son 
of the first Earl of Powis of the present creation, and 
of Lady Henrietta Antonia, daughter of Henry Arthur, 
Earl of Powis. He was born January 15th, 1779. He 
was a worthy scion of the Herbert stock, and identified 
with his mother's family by numberless associations. 
By the will of his uncle, George Edward Henry Arthur, 
second Earl of Powis by the previous creation, he suc- 
ceeded to the proprietorship of the manor of Bromfield, 
near Ludlow, containing in its wide range the Oakley 
Park Estate, where the famed Druidical oaks flourished 
in their pristine strength and beauty. 

In the fourth year of Philip and Mary, the manor had 
been granted to Charles Fox, and afterwards it passed 
into the hands of Matthew Herbert by marriage, and is 
still possessed by his descendants. 

The Hon. R. H. Clive enjoyed a lengthened tour in 
Spain in 1812, after the battle of Salamanca, and was 
fortunate in the companionship of his friend, Lord 
John Russell, afterwards Earl Russell, and their joint 
relative, the Hon. George Bridgeman, subsequently 
Lord Newport, and second Earl of Bradford. Having 
embraced the profession of arms, he attained to the 
rank of Colonel. He married on the 19th of June 
1819, Lady Harriet daughter of Other Hickman 
fifth Earl of Plymouth, and, subsequently, Baroness 
Windsor. He represented in Parliament the borough 
of Ludlow for some time, but was defeated by Mr. 
Lechmere Charlton, soon after the passing of the 
Reform Bill. Intending, however, shortly afterwards to 
propose, at Church Stretton, his friend, Thomas. Whit- 
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more, Esq., of Apley Park, as a suitable candidate for 
the representation of South Shropshire, he was greeted 
with loud acclamation by the freeholders, who unmis- 
takably shewed their preference for Mr. Clive over his 
friend, and appointed him as their member. He was 
much interested in literary topics, and spoke ably on 
the site of the battle of Caractacus with the Romans. 

Mr. Clive, when presiding at the sixth Annual 
Meeting of the Cambrian Archaeological Society, August 
1852, declared himself in favour of the claims of Coxall 
Knoll, in the parish of Bucknill, Shropshire, as the site 
of the momentous conflict. He analysed the account of 
the battle with Ostorius, contained in the annals of 
Tacitus, and inferred that the river was small and the 
heights inconsiderable, and added that these facts, taken 
in connection with the circumstances of the flight of 
Caractacus and the capture of the family, had led him to 
the conclusion that Coxall Knoll, near Brampton Bryan, 
was the site of the British camp, and that Brampton 
answered to the Bravinium of the Romans. On the 
death of his father, the first Earl of Powis, May 16th, 
1839, he became the special representative of the name 
of his grandfather, "the heaven-born General", Lord 
Clive ; for his elder brother had acceded to the wish of 
his uncle, George Edward Henry Arthur, Earl of Powis, 
by adopting his surname of Herbert. 

The Hon. R H. Clive, in a casual visit to Shrews- 
bury, was overtaken by sudden illness, and died there 
in 1853. He was indefatigable as a Member of Parlia- 
ment, kind and conscientious in his duties as a land- 
owner, and greatly beloved in private life. His brother- 
in-law, Other Archer, sixth Earl of Plymouth, born 
2nd July 1789 ; married, 5th August 1811, Lady Mary, 
eldest daughter and at length co-heiress of John 
Frederick, Duke of Dorset, but he died without issue 
10th July 1833, and the barony of Windsor fell into 
abeyance, between his two sisters, Maria, the wife of 
the second Marquis of Downshire, and Lady Harriet 
Clive ; but the Earldom devolved on his uncle, the Rev. 
Andrews Windsor, who died unmarried in 1837, and, 
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subsequently, on his brother Henry, eighth Earl, who 
died childless in 1843. 

In 1855 the abeyance of the Barony of Windsor was 
terminated in favour of Lady Harriet Clive, who 
assumed in 1855, by Royal Licence, the additional sur- 
name of Windsor, and died in 1869. She was suc- 
ceeded by her grandson, Robert George Windsor Clive, 
fourteenth Baron and present Peer, only son of the 
Hon. Robert, M.P., by Lady Mary Selina Louisa 
Bridgeman, daughter of the second Earl of Bradford. 
He married, in 1883, Alberta Victoria Sarah Caroline, 
daughter of the Right Hon. Sir Augustus Paget, 
G.C.B., and has issue.

When Lady Henrietta Anton ia Clive, the elder 
daughter of the first Earl of Powis, of the present 
creation, had married the popular " Prince in Wales", 
the Denbighshire baronet, Sir Watkin Williams- Wynn, 
a descendant of the great Glendower ; and her sister, 
Lady Charlotte Florentia, had married Hugh Percy, 
Duke of Northumberland, many and pointed were the 
allusions to the matrimonial alliances between the Percy 
(Hotspur) of olden time and his brother-in-law, Glen- 
dower. 

I beg to refer to a reference in the Familiar Letters 
of Sir Walter Scott, vol. ii, page 287. 

" I am pleased with the spirit of the Welsh in asserting the 
superiority of their great Chieftain to the high Northumbrian 
Duke, his relation ; but it has been an old use, if our Shake- 
speare may be credited, of the Percy to treat the Oymrie as 
upon an unequal footing, and our Northern Britons may be 
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pretty sure that the two brothers were t>n better terms than 
Hotspur and Glendower. 

"At the Coronation of the King of France, which took 
place May 1825, Sir Watkin W. Wynn accompanied his 
brother-in-law, the Duke of Northumberland, who was Am- 
bassador Extraordinary. 

" The Welsh thought their Prince had the best right to be 
Ambassador himself, and an old Welsh lady said : ' She did not 
think it quite decent for Sir Watkin to go in the tail of any man.' "

III. 
William Habington. 

Bom 1605—1654. 
This amiable man and irreproachable poet was born 
at Hindlip, in Worcestershire, on the 5th of November 
1605, a most memorable day in the history of the 
Habington family, for they were Papists. The discovery 
of the Gunpowder Plot is believed to have come from 
his mother ; and his father, who had been six years 
imprisoned for his supposed concern in Babingtons 
conspiracy, was condemned to die for concealing some 
of the supposed traitors in his house. Whether or not 
he had actually been so far implicated in their legal 
guilt, is not certain, but he owed his pardon to the 
intercession of his brother-in-law, Lord Morley. 

They were a wealthy family. William was educated 
in the Jesuit College at St. Omers, and afterwards at 
Paris, in the hope that he might enter into that Society. 
But he preferred a wiser, better, and happier course of 
life, and returning to his own country married Lucy, 
daughter of William Herbert, first Lord Powis, the 
Castara of his poems. He died, when he had just com- 
pleted his fortieth year, and was buried in the family 
vault at Hindlip. 

The poems were introduced for the first time into a 
general collection by Mr. Chalmers, most properly. He 
appears in them to have thoroughly deserved the 
happiness, which, during his short life, he enjoyed.

LXXIX. — Llanyblodwel Reminiscences. 

Mr. John Davies Jackson, Minnesota, U. S. America, 
lately sent a chatty letter to the vicar of Llanyblodwel, 
which is interesting, and this is why it is sent to the 
Montgomeryshire Collections. Mr. Davies says : — 

t€ I might relate a few incidents that I remember in Llany- 
blodwel. The first that startled me was the account of a young 
girl, Alice Thomas, having (been) aroused early to gather 
mushrooms on the level meadow, east of the village, as was her 
habit, to take to the Vicarage for breakfast, she met the ghost 
of old Mrs. Lloyd, of the Tavern on the bridge, and the money 
found by Sally Evans, Brynygroes, under the old lady's bed soon 
after confirmed the vagary. 1 ' 

This is the first statement that requires a few com- 
ments. The field referred to is still famous for its 
mushrooms, as indeed are many other fields in the 
parish, and Alice Thomas, now a married woman, and 
the mother of a family of grown-up children, though 
aged, is hale, and from her I got the following version 
of the ghost tale alluded to by Mr. Davies. 

Mrs. Pierce, i.e. Alice Thomas, had arranged with 
her grandfather that he should call her in the morning 
betimes, to gather mushrooms to take to the Vicarage 
for sale, Doctor Donne and his family being fond of 
them. The old man hearing the clock strike seven, 
called Alice up, but she herself had heard the clock 
strike, and, therefore, she hurried to go to the fields 
before a rival mushroom-gatherer could get there. She 
found, to her great disappointment, only two mushrooms, 
and consequently turned homewards. When she was 
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a little way from the village bridge, she observed on 
the other side of the river, in a field called Caer ffynon 
(Well-field), a bright light, and she thought it was the 
other girl, who wished to frighten her. However, on 
looking at the light, she saw four beings clothed in 
garments which seemed to emit light, and now she was 
thoroughly alarmed and could not move, her legs seemed 
to be changed into lead. One of the four light-emitting 
beings went up the lane to a cottage by Brynygroes, 
another went towards the church, and the other two 
stood in the field, and she now tried her best to walk, and 
was able to drag herself along. She got over the bridge 
before the two bright beings, who were in the field and 
were also walking towards the bridge, and, therefore, 
towards her, reached it, and she now rushed towards 
her house, and got there just as the clock struck one. 
The mistake in the time was made by the old man and 
young girl awakening just as the clock struck the last 
seven out of the twelve knocks. Both the girl and the 
old man were terribly frightened. Such was the tale 
as told by the person whom Mr. Davies mentions 
above. 

Mrs. Pierce did not know what she had seen, nor did 
she associate the sight with old Mrs. Lloyd of the 
" Horse Shoe." " But," said she, •' the woman who 
lived in the cottage, now called Ivy Cottage, by Bryny- 
groes, died within a week of the vision, and some 
people thought what I saw was an intimation of her 
death." 

I made enquiries after Sally Evans, but all that Mrs. 
Pierce could tell me of her was that she knew her, and 
that she lived also in Brynygroes, in the cottage towards 
which one of the beings above mentioned went, but she 
had heard nothing of the hoard which she was said to 
have discovered under old Mrs. Lloyd's bed. On further 
enquiry about this money, Miss M. Lloyd of the " Horse 
Shoe", grand-daughter of "old Mrs. Lloyd", told me that 
her grandmother was in the habit of hiding her money 
in out-of-the-way places, and that it was very likely 
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that money had been found between the mattress and 
the bed after her death, but she had heard nothing 
about her spirit appearing to point out the place where 
the money was hidden. 

Mr. John Davies proceeds as follows : — 

" Mr. Aubrey, of Broom Hall, Oswestry, (who) was counted a 
very severe magistrate, was buried at Llanyblodwell. A flat 
tombstone from the quarries of Treflach Wood was placed on 
his grave, and by reason of a flaw in the stone it cracked all 
across. It amuses me yet how the old people with solemn 
faces, exclaimed, 'Bu nafirwydyr ofnadwy rhwng yr hin Avbrey 
ar diafol' — ' There was a terrible fight between old Aubrey and 
the devil/ 

" The battle was for the body of the departed, and in the 
cracked tombstone the people thought they possessed proof of 
the struggle, and of the devil's success. Strange as it may 
appear, such contests were firmly believed in at one time, and 
were the subjects of conversation of a winters evening. There 
must have been several such battles in the Llanyblodwell 
churchyard, for there are several gravestones cracked right 
across, lying over the sleeping dead who rest in the holy ground 
which surrounds the church. 

I made a search for Mr. Aubrey's grave, taking for 
my guide that the stone was cracked across, but there 
was no stone of that description in that part of the 
churchyard where he had been buried. However, 
shortly afterwards there was a funeral, and I found 
several men gathered about a grave that had iron rails 
about it, and they were speaking of " old Aubrey". I 
spoke myself about the stone that was said to be cracked 
across. " But this is not cracked," said I. "I put 
that stone up," said Mr. Ellis, proprietor of Treflach 

?uarry, " and cut the letters too." " Was there", said 
, " a stone there before the present one ?" " Yes, there 
was," was the answer. " And was it cracked ?" was my 
next question, and again came an affirmative answer. 
So here, then, we find the story corroborated. A part of 
the unfortunate stone forms the Notice Stone in the 
church porch, i.e., the Stone on which notices are posted. 
Mr. Ellis was a stout defender of Mr. Aubrey, and 
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stated that if he sent people to gaol for preaching on 
the streets and roads, he did it according to law. 

The next extract refers to the Crimean War. Mr. 
Davies writes :— 

" The first intimation of the Crimean War was given to us 
from the pulpit by Mr. Parker, on a Sunday morning, which 
caused a great commotion among the audience. His text was, 
f And the land was at rest forty years.' '' 

In our days of daily papers, with their three or four 
editions during the day, the people need not wait until 
Sunday to hear from the pulpit the news of the world, 
and we are only forty years distant from the event now 
referred to. 

The Church Tower. 

My correspondent proceeds : — 

" In the building of the then splendid tower of the church, 
John Yaughan, the foreman mason, after a long attempt, failed 
to draw the precise pattern for the stones in their peculiar bulge. 
Tom Jones, the carpenter, finally mastered it. Another inci- 
dent in connection with it : George Edwards, an athletic young 
Apollo, who constructed the scaffolding when it became ex- 
tremely dangerous owing to its height, struck for higher wages, 
which amused the people greatly, and because there was no one 
able to undertake the job, they had to accede to his demands. 
After the tower was finished, Mr. Parker had a splendid feast 
prepared for the numerous teamsters that had hauled the stones 
from the various quarries to the ground, and during the feast, 
which was held at the vicarage, Mr. Parker ordered his valet to 
leave the door ajar so that he should see how the rude bucolic 
swains would act. After the dishes were cleared from the 
table, the canteens of beer were brought, and as the one that 
was at the head of the table filled his glass (his name was 
Morgan) he looked around, and was apparently afraid of his 
own voice, blurted out, "Here's to the man that built the 
tower." Mr. Parker then rushed in, and said that the Premier 
of England could not have pleased him better, and delivered a 
splendid speech to the boys. Mr. Parker was as dignified a 
looking personage as I ever saw." 

On inquiry, I find that Tom Jones, mentioned above, 
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was a clever workman, and he was employed by Mr. 
Parker in his many undertakings. I have been informed 
that he could turn his hand to all kinds of ingenious 
work, and that he was greatly appreciated by Mr. 
Parker. 

The inhabitants of the parish look upon the erection 
of the tower as the greatest possible achievement, and 
I have often been told that Mr. Parker, who was his 
own architect, viewed with a telescope from the oppo- 
site hill-side its erection, and if he observed a blemish, 
he had the work taken down and rebuilt. It must 
have been a formidable undertaking. It is said in the 
parish that it was the intention of Mr. Parker to place 
in it a peal of bells. At present the tower is occupied 
by a single bell. Many other works, too, besides those 
he accomplished the people say he contemplated ; but 
he has done enough to endear his memory to the 
parishioners, for those who knew him are never tired of 
talking about Mr. Parker. The church, the school, 
school-house and vicarage, are monuments alike of his 
artistic powers and his unbounded liberality.

LXXX. — Mathrafal or Powers. 

From Sir John Price's Description of Wales, edition 
1702:— 

" The Second Kingdom was Mathrafal, which in right order 
was the third, as that which came to the third brother, yet for 
the better understanding of the History following 1 have placed 
it here. To this kingdom belonged the country of Powys, and 
the land betwixt the Wy and Severn. Which part had upon the 
South and West, South Wales, with the Rivers Wy and Tywy 
and other Mears. Upon the North, Givynedh, and upon the 
East the Marches of England from Chester to Wy a little above 
Hereford; and therefore it was most troubled with wars, as well 
of the Saxons, as afterwards of the Normans, Lords Marchers, 
who daily won some part thereof, and by that means it was the 
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first part that served the Kings of England, and therefore less 
esteemed of all the rest. This part, called Powys, was divided 
again into Powys Fadoc and Powys Wenwynwyn. Powys Fadoc 
contained in it self five Cantreds and fifteen Comots. 

" Cantref FJBarww which had three Comots, Di/nmael, Edeyrn- 
eon and Olyndourdwy, which are now in Merionythshire (saving 
Dinmael which is in Denbighshire). 

" Cantref Yrhiw whose Comots were these, Yal now in 
Denbighshire ; Ystratalyn and Hop now in Flintshire. 

"Cantref Uwchnant hath these Comots, Mefi % fforth in Flintshire, 
Maelor Gymraeg in English Brom/ield, now in Denbighshire and 
Maelor Saesneg in Flintshire. 

" Cantref Tre/red containeth these Comots, — Croesfain, Tref y 
Wayn, in English Chirke and in Denbighshire, Croesoswallt, in 
English Oswestry, and in Shropshire. 

" Cantref Bhaiyader with his Comots Mochnant Israiyder, 
Cynlhaeth and Nanheudwy, all in Chirke Land and in Denbigh- 
shire. Also the Lordship of WhytingUm, now in Shropshire, 
was in this part of Powys, which part at this day hath lost the 
name of Powys, and is situated in divers Shires, as it appeareth 
by the Discourse before passed. In this part is the Castle of 
Holt in Bromfield and the Castle of Chirke in Chirke Land. 
Likewise the Lordship and Castle of Whytington which came 
by marriage to Foulk Fitzwarren. There is besides these, the 
Lordship of Oswestry, of the which the Fitzalans have been 
Lords these 300 and odd years, and of divers other Lordships 
in those Marches, as Shrarden, the Eleven Towns, Clun and 
many others, which are all now in Shropshire. 

" The second part, called Powys Wenwynwyn, had likewise 
five Cantreds and twelve Comots. 

" Cantref Y Fyrnwy had these Comots, Mochnant uwch 
Bayader, Mechain Iscoed and Llannerch HudoL 

" Cantref Ystlic had these, DetUhwr, Oorthwr Isaf&nd Ystrat 
Marchelh. 

"Cantref Lhyswynaf had these, Caerneon and Mechain 
Uwchcoed. 

" Cantref Cydewen had Comot Conan and Comot Hauren* 

u Cantref Conan had Oyfeilioc and Mouthwy which is now in 
Merionythshire. Of all these, the three first Cantreds do only 
at this day bear the name of Powys, which are upon the North 
side of Severn, and are all five (saving the Comot of Mouthwy) 
in Montgomeryshire. 

" This is a country full of Woods, Hills and Rivers and hath 
in it these towns, the Poole, New Town and Machynlhaeth. 
Arustly was in old time in this part, but afterwards it came to 
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the Princes of Gwynedh. These Lordships came by first descent 
from the Princes thereof, to a woman named Hawys, the 
daughter of Owen ap Gruffydh. Anistly and Cyfeilioc came to 
the Baron of Dudley, and afterwards it was sold to the King. 

"The third part belonging to Mathrafal, was the land 
between Wy and Severn, containing four Cantreds and thirteen 
Comots. 

" Cantref Melienyth hath these Comots, Ceri, Swydhygre, 
Rhiwalalht and Glyn Ieithon. 

"Cantref Elf el hath these, Uwchmynydh, Ismynydh, and 
Lhechdhyfnog. 

" Cantref y Clawdh these, Dyffryn Teyfediat, Swydhynogen, 
and PennweUU. 

" Cantref Buelht hath these, Swydh y Fam, Dreulys,. and 
Isyrwon. Of this part there is at this day some in Montgomery- 
shire, some in Radnorshire, and some in Brecknockshire. In this 
part, and in the Lordships marching to it, which although at the 
time of this division, which was in the time of the last Prince, 
were not in his subjection, yet to this day speak Welch, and are 
called Wales, r,nd in these Comots are these Towns and Castles : 
Montgomery, called in Welch Trefaldwyn, a pretty Town and a 
fair Castle. The Castle of Clun, called Oolunwy, which is the 
Earls of Arundel. The Town of Knighton, in Welch Trefy- 
clawd. The Castle of Cymaron. Presteyn, in Welch Zhanan- 
dras. The Town and Castle of Radnor, in Welch Maesyfed, at 
this day the Shire Town. The Town of Kington and the Castle 
of Huntingdon, called in Welch y Castelh Mayn, which were the 
Bohuns Earls of Hereford, and after the Dukes of Buckingham. 
Castle Payne, Haye, Lhanfair in Buelht. These Lordships, with 
Brecknock and Abergefenny, were belonging to the Bruces, Lords 
of Brecknock, and after came divers times and by sundry means 
to the Bohuns, Nevils and Mortimers. And so (as I have re- 
hearsed) in this Territory or Kingdom were found fourteen 
Cantreds and forty Comots. Two of these parts which are 
Pourys and Gwynedh are at this day called North- Wales and 
divided into six Shires — M6n, called Anglesey, Caernarvon, 
Merionyth, Denbigh, Flint and Montgomeryshire — and are all on 
the North side Severn,, saving a piece of Montgomery shire."

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HISTORY OF THE PARISH OF LLANDRINIO.

VII.— The Church. 

The Parish Church,namedafteritsfirstfounder, St. Trinio, 
and further dedicated in later times in the name of St.

Peter, 1 is one of singular interest ; and retains some 
features distinctive of almost every architectural period 
throughout the last thousand years. Part of its story

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has been already told ; but it will bear repetition, as 
it is in fact an epitome in stone of the Church's own 
history. 

It is in form a parallelogram, 84 ft. long by 24 ft 
broad, with a south porch and a short wooden steeple at 
the west end. The roof is ceiled over, the portion over the 
sacrarium, for a width of 7 ft., being round ; and the 
seats are of pitch pine and open. There is a gallery at 
the west end, enlarged in 1829, and beneath it a small 
vestry. Several features belong to the Pre-Normarf or 
Celto-British period. Such are : (1) The narrow, deeply- 
splayed loop in the north wall, 2 ft. 10 in. in height by 
6 in. in width, formed of three stones on one side and

four on the other, with a larger capstone, into which 
the head is cut. 1 (2) The lower portion at least of the 
east wall, which shows by the difference in the masonry 
and other evidence that there has once been an opening 
down to the bottom, and that it was in fact the cnancel 
arch of a church extending farther east (3) There is 
another object that bespeaks more unmistakably the 
church of tnat period, viz., a fragment of what appears 
to have been the Churchyard Cross : its dimensions are, 
length 2 ft. 9 in., by 12 in. in width, and 3£ in. in 
thickness. Both the sides have been chiselled and 
smoothed, so as to obliterate whatever ornamentation 
there had been upon them, — probably to fit it for a 

1 Similar windows occur in this neighbourhood; e.g., three in the 
east wall of Llanfechain, and one in the north wall of Llansantffraid. 
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window-sill or capstone. On one of these faces the 
names of the churchwardens for 1729 are engraved. 
The edges, however, have been left intact, and they 
bear distinctively Celtic ornamentation ; one edge 
having what is called the " key pattern ", and the 
other interlaced work. A rude tenon, 6 in. in length, 
shows that it must have fitted into something else. 
Nothing is known of its discovery : but I would 
conjecture that it came to light when the new

windows were inserted in I860. 1 (4) To this Celto- 
British or Pre-Norraan period must also be assigned 
the font. From its general character it has been 
usually assumed to be Norman ; but a more careful 
study of the details convinces me that it belongs to the 
earlier style. The arcading, with which it is orna- 
mented, and especially the imposts, resemble Anglo- 
Saxon work ratner than Norman ; and it does not show

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the more accurate proportions of the later style, as the 
compartments vary considerably in size ; those in the 
illustration are respectively, 12^ in. by 5^ in., 14 in. by 
7£ in., and 15 in. by 7^ in., and were evidently worked 
by the eye and not by measurement. 

The Norman period is also represented by several fea- 
tures. First, there is the south door with its plain round 
arch ; then the priest's door, closed up, the head of 
which has been done away with to make room for the 
new window 1 ; and, lastly, the one surviving arch of 
the arcade, in the north wall, with the faint outline of

a smaller one between the break in the north wall and 
the little loop window already noticed. From these 
we gather that a complete alteration and enlargement 
of the structure took place at that date ; that the older 
chancel was removed, the opening into it built up, and 
a Norman window inserted ; the west wall taken down, 
and the church extended some 10 ft. beyond its present 
limits, and a north aisle built on, reaching eastward to 
the projecting stone in the north wall. A break in the 
soutn wall between the priest's door and the east end 
may represent the doorway into the earlier nave, which 
was now lengthened and transformed into the Norman 

1 There is a broad batter of at least twelve inches on the inside of 
this wall. 
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choir, which extended to the marks in the south wall, that 
represent, with the beam above, the site of the later rood 
loft. The next change appears to have been the closing 
of the easternmost arch, and the conversion of the end 
of the aisle into a chantry chapel. The piscina for 
the rinsing of the sacred vessels is of Decorated 
character ; as is also the present east window, which, 
though small, is beautiful in its design and proportions. 
The 15th century witnessed a great decline in the 
prosperity and importance of Llandrinio, if we may 
judge from the evidence of the church fabric. The 
north aisle was taken down, and the arcade, except one 
arch, removed ; that arch was filled in, and the rest 
built up with walling. The west end was at the same 
time shortened, and the new west wall was supported 
by two stepped buttresses of Perpendicular character. 
The church was thus reduced to nearly half its former 
size ; and there was some reconstruction of the south 
wall of the chancel, as the easternmost window, flat- 
headed and of three lights trefoiled, is of that date. 
The east window of the north aisle appears to have 
been transferred at this same time to the chancel, as it 
is an insertion within the framework of an earlier 
one. 

A long gap now intervened, as we find no indication 
of any further change till the 17th century. Possibly 
in the first, but more likely early in the second half, 
the beautifully carved pulpit, with its accompanying 
prayer-desk, was set up against the south wall near the 
old cancelli or screen. I take it to be a thankoffering 
to commemorate Rector Griffiths' restoration after the 
troubles of the Commonwealth, and his promotion to 
the bishopric of this diocese ; just as the bell, with its 
significant legend, testifies to the joy of the parishioners : 
" 1661, R.E., R.G., c.d.n.s. God save the King." 
We have no clue to the founder's name, unless it be 
indicated in the two fleur3-de-lis. 

The next change is marked by the inscription 
referred to on the fragment of the churchyard cross : 
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"Robart Richards, Richard Edwards, G, 1729, W." 
What alteration was effected by them is not stated. 
But the Rev. Roger Kynaston, the Rural Dean, re- 
ported in that year that " all the cover of the Church 
was in very good repair ; only one small part at the 
west end, which was to be done anew by. the parish 
this sumer. My instructions there, to make anew the 
roof of the Chancell, which is to be at the expense of 
either your (the bishop's) tenant or the Parish ; to 
provide a new Star and Candlestick ; a new Welsh 
and English Bible in folio, and to repair the fence of 
the Churchyard. " The gallery and the porch were 
probably built about the same time. 

Another long gap brings us to the second quarter of 
the present century. In 1829 the gallery was enlarged, 
the present belfry set up, and the church pewed, 
in lieu of the open benches. The Rev. Rowland 
Williams, Vicar of Meifod, and the Rev. C. T. C. Lux- 
moore, Vicar of Guilsfield, alloted the seats. " Each 
parishioner who would pay £1 145. was allowed a pew. 
Mr. Bill, of Llandrinio Hall, gave, in addition to his 
subscription, the brass chandelier, 1 and was allowed, in 
consideration of it, to have his pew made of his own oak 
and larger than any other, so that it encroached on the 
aisle and the rectory seat. One family, who for some 
reason or other had not been provided with a pew, was 
allowed an arm-chair in the chancel ; but that was 
removed in 1858." 2 In 1849 the south side of the 
church was covered with best Llangynog slates. In 
1859 " the present square-headed foliated windows 
were inserted in the place of the old square-shuttered 
ones ; the plaster and whitewash removed, and the 
east end repaired. 3 In 1870 the old pews were replaced

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by the present open seats, which were appropriated by 
a committee to the several holders of farms and houses 
in the parish ; the pulpit moved to the east end ; a 
new reading-desk made ; and a dado formed of the old 
seats along the north and south walls. Further 
improvements were made in 1891, when the sacrarium 
and the space about the font were laid with encaustic 
tiles, the old desk worked up into a reredos, and a new 
altar-cloth and dossal hangings were provided. Some 
new lamps were added in 1892. The church is heated 
by a small Gurney stove. 

The Communion Plate, as mentioned in the Terrier 
of 1774, consists of: — 

(a) "One large Silver Flagon, with the following 
inscription on its side : — ' Ex dono Isaaci Barrow 
Asaphensis Episcopi. Anno Domini 1680/ and on the 
bottom, ' Orate pro conservo vestro/ m The height of 
the flagon is 9^ in. ; the weight, 44 oz. 17dwts. The 
hall-mark is the Leopards Head crowned ; the date 
letter for 1658-9; and the makers mark, r.f. 

(6) " One large Silver Chalice, with a cover to it." 
The cover of this is gone, and the lip of the cup has 
been repaired. The date letter is g (1686) ; the 
hall-mark, the Leopards Head crowned, and the 
maker's, i.r. surmounted by a crown. 

(c) " One Silver Salver, with the following inscrip- 
tion : — ' The Legacy of Mrs. Mary Derwas to the 
Parish Church of Llandrinio.' " It stands on a stem, 
and bears the same hall-mark as the previous ones ; the 
date letter S (1734), and the makers mark, h.'p., 
within an ornamental border. Mrs. Mary Derwas was 
the daughter of Hugh Derwas, Esq., of Penrhos, and 
Margaret, his wife, and sister of Elizabeth, who married 
Richard Lyster, Esq. She gave a similar paten to 
Trinity Chapel, Penrhos. 

(d) "One Silver Plate marked 'w.D. H.w.'" in dotted

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letters. It bears the same hall-mark, the date letter' 
JF (1685), and the same maker's mark as the Chalice. 
The initials w.D. probably represent William Derwas, 
of Penrhyn Fechan (the grandfather of Mrs. Mary 
Derwas), whose name occurs on the Grand Jury List 
for the county in 1670, and who died in 1694. 

The Registers do not go farther back than 1662, 
having shared the common fate of church records 
during the Commonwealth. The earlier volume, 1662 
to 1696, is very irregularly kept, the baptisms, mar- 
riages, and burials being entered in different places and 
overlapping each other. A former curate-in-charge, 
however, Mr. John Lewis, has made a helpful index to 
find the consecutive years. Some of the years missing 
in the volume have been supplied from the copies sent to 
the Diocesan Registry ; and the whole are now being 
transcribed by Mr. Thomas Pryce, of Pentreheylyn. 
It is hoped that this may lead to the other parochial 
registers in Montgomeryshire being also copied out. 
The second volume, 1697-1774, contains several certifi- 
cates of burial in woollen, 1744-48, and a memorandum 
of the glebe-land taken up for the new road to the 
bridge, and the release of the rector or his tenant from 
highway-rate thenceforward. The baptisms, marriages, 
and burials, are entered by themselves, except from 
1744 to 1754, during which time they are entered 
promiscuously. From 1754 the marriages are entered 
in a separate book. With the year 1733 the entries, 
which had been previously made in Latin, begin to be 
made in English. The third volume, containing bap- 
tisms and burials, covers the period from 1775 to 1782. 
From this time they are entered in three separate 
registers, e.g. : — 

Baptisms, 1783-1812, 1813-1844, 1844. 

Marriages, 1754-66, 1767-82, 1783-1812, 1813-37, 1837. 

Burials, 1782-1812, 1813-1884, 1885. 

They are all in good order. 
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The Vestry Books are missing down to 1847. From 
the existing ones, the following extracts are of 
interest : — 

1847. A Treat to the Psalm Singers, £2 13s.

1849. Bill to Jones, Yearsley, and Howell, amounting in all to 
£112 15*.: of this, £82 11*. was paid by the county,

1855. The office of paid Overseer for the parish offered for 
tender. 

1857. Proposal in Vestry for appointment of a paid Guardian. 

1864. Question raised as to the legality of rating the Penrhos 
District for the Church-rate. 
„ New Highway Act came into force. 

1871. The Pinfold having been rebuilt on a different site, the 
walls were to a certain extent thrown down, and a 
reward of Ten Pounds and a free pardon offered to 
the informer, not being the principal offender. 

1877. Re the best means for raising the necessary funds for 

the support of the Parish Schools ; (1) the Rules of 
the Arddlin School were adopted with slight modi- 
fications, and (2) a Voluntary Rate recommended. 

1878. The appointment of two Lay Representatives to the first 

Diocesan Conference at Oswestry, viz., Mr. Richard 
Whittingham and Mr. Lewis Edward Vaughan. 
„ The Weekly Offertory adopted. Thanks given to the 
Misses Short for their kind offer of making an 
improvement in the east end of the Church. 
1888. A new stove procured for the Church. 

1891. Three new gates for the Churchyard. 

1892. A New Hearse and Hearse House provided at a cost of 

£63. 

There are only two Mural Monuments in the church. 
One, a brass with an armorial shield within a very 
graceful design of foliage, on the north wall, inscribed : 

" Near this place is interred with his ancestors the body of 
William Evans, Esq., of New Hall in this parish, late of 
Shrewsbury. He departed this life the 25th day of March 
1748, aged 53." 

The other, a marble tablet on the south wall near 
the door, inscribed :

" Sacred to the memory of Robert Owen, Esq., of Deytheur, 
in the parish of Llansaintflraid, who died the 23rd day of July 
1805, aged 76. 

" Also, Elizabeth Owen (relict of the above Robert Owen), 
who departed this life the 10th day of September 1815, aged 
86." 

The Churchyard has a fine belt of yew trees, thirteen 
in number (one of which, however, is dead), around the 
north and west sides, and all the burials until recently 
have taken place within this belt. The sun-dial stands 
on a fluted pillar opposite the south door, and simply 
bears the names of " Edward Williams and Edward 
Vaughan, Churchwardens, 1825" : it occupies, no doubt, 
the position of the churchyard cross. The oldest 
legible tombstone is one on the south side of the 
church, in memory of "William Lloyd, of Gwernowddy, 
who died the 17tn November, 1683, aged 78" ; and on 
the same stone, "Jane, wife of Edward Evans, of 
Criggion, youngest daughter of William Robert, of 
Domgae, died April 17th, 1747, aged 64." There are 
memorials to the families of Wilcox, of Trederwen 
House, Savage, Beddow, Bottrell, Bromley, Higgins, 
Vaughan, Whittingham, Wilde, Pemberton, and others. 
Among former clergy buried here are Mr. Scott, 
curate, who died in 1824, and Rectors Russell (1858), 
Short (1878), and Lewis (1892). A fashion came in 
about the year 1825 to introduce metrical verses on the 
stone, and there are many such ; but they are more 
noticeable for their filial regrets or their spiritual assur- 
ance than for poetic inspiration. Among them 
occurs the well-known and appropriate epitaph on John 
Davies, blacksmith, 1827 : — 

* 'My sledge and hammer lie reclined, 
My bellows too have lost their wind ; 
My fire 's extinguished, force decayed, 
And in the dust my vice is laid ; 
My coal is spent, my iron gone, 
The last nail 's driven — my work is done." 1 

1 It occurs in A&ton Churchyard, near Birmingham, dated 1 787 ; 
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Among others are these : — 

44 Our life hangs by a single thread, 
Which soon is cat and we are dead ;

VIII.— The Schools. 

I. — LLANDBrNIO. 

In the year 1825 Bishop Luxraoore, in reply to a 
letter from Mr. Russell, his curate, gave instructions to 
apply to the National Society, and requested that Mel- 
verley be included, calling them " the United Parishes 
of Llandrinio and Melverley" ; but made it a condition 
of consent to the site that there should be "no door 
from the school into the churchyard". The school- 
room was built at a cost of £140, and opened on June 
4th, 1827. From a published account for the years 
1827-1831, we learn that the children paid one penny 
per week, and the subscriptions varied, viz., .£28, .£29, 
£31, £25; and that the Master's salary in 1828 was 
£5 + £15, for board and lodging; 1830, £16 16s. + 
£16 16s. ; 1840, £26 Is. 7d. 9 inclusive probably, but 
exclusive of the pence. In 1865 Mr. Walter Clopton 
Wingfield made a deed of gift to the Rector and 
Churchwardens of a site for the residence of the Master 
or Mistress of the school ; and the same year a scheme 
of the Charity Commissioners vested the sites in the 
Official Trustee, providing that the school should be 
in connexion with the National Society, and the 
management and religious instruction with the Church 
of England. In 1873 the school was almost rebuilt 
and also enlarged by Mr. Short, at a cost of £300.

II. — ABDDLIN 8CHOOL CHURCH. 

This is situated three miles from the parish church, 
at the junction of Guilsfield, Penrhos, and Pool Quay 
parishes. The school and school-house were erected 
in 1862 on a site (0a. Ir. Op.) conveyed by Sir John 
Kynaston, Bart., " to the Rev. William Short, Rector 
of Llandrinio, and his successors, to be under the sole 
and exclusive control of the Rector for the time being, 
or such person or persons to whom he shall depute the 
management thereof. It is endorsed " Site for a 
Church", and enrolled in Chancery. In 1871 it was 
enlarged, and in 1879 licensed by the Bishop (Hughes) 
for Divine service, which is held in it every Sunday.

IX. — The Charities. 

The Charities belonging to the parish are seven in 
number ; two others have never been paid. Five of 
these are enumerated in the Terrier of 1734, and the 
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rest are included in the Benefaction Table facing the 
gallery. To take them in chronological order, they are : — 

(1) 1680. "Mr. Robert Davies left by will to the 
poor of the parish of Llandrinio one piece of ground 
called ' Kae-Gwernog Bach', in the township of Tre- 
derwen-Meibion-Gwnwas, at present of the value of 
twenty shillings, which the poor have hitherto received 
on Easter Monday." — (Terrier) 

" Robertus Davies de Tredderwen, gen.", occurs on 
the Jury List, for the county in 1670 and in 1680, in 
which year he died. " Sepultus fuit 17° Augusti 1680" 
(Register). 

The field Kaegwernog, 2a. 2r. 38p., appears to 
correspond with the Gwernydd on Bill's Bytake, the 
name of which we infer from the will of Thomas 
Davies, 1593, to have been "The Little Hayme", and 
was exchanged by the award of the Enclosure Com- 
missioners, 1795, for the Poor's Patch in Haughton, 
3a. Or. 16p., now let at £6 per annum. 

(2) 1691. Arthur Vaughan, Esq. "A charity given 
by some of the ancestors, we think the great grand- 
father, of the present Mr. Vaughan, of Tredderwen, 
who, by deed, conveyed a piece of ground called Kae 
Goyner (? Gay nor) to trustees and their heirs, in trust 
to demise the same for years, reserving a weekly 
payment of twelve pence to be paid out for twelve white 
loaves every Sunday for twelve poor persons of the said 
parish, and receiving some annual services, as mowing, 
reaping, and, we think, a fat goose to Mr. Vaughan 
and his heirs. The value of the land at the 
time of this gift was no more than the rent reserved, 
duty and services ; but now the rent of the piece is 
four pounds and upwards ; and counsel is of opinion 
that the overplus of the rent should go to the poor of 
Llandrinio parish, which, if so, they have been wronged 
of for several years." — (Terrier, 1734.) 

The Bishop's MS. Book Z, however, under 1738, has 
simply, " John Vaughan left £2 12s. to purchase bread 
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annually" ; and this isf the amount that has always 
been paid. John Vaughan was the father of Arthur 
Vaughan, and died in 1665. The field on which it is 
charged lies between Trederwen Hall and Bheteskin 
(Rhydesgyn), and the money is regularly paid by the 
tenant. 

(3) 1718. "Mrs. Hannah Aldkrsey left a charge of 
1 5s. a year on the Rhos farm, to be distributed yearly 
at Easter to the poor for ever." This is paid annually 
by the tenant. Mrs. Aldersey was the daughter of 
Mr. Charles Davies, the Rhos, and the wife of Mr. 
Caldecot Aldersey, of Cheshire. She died in 1718, and 
was buried at St. John's, Chester. 1 

(4) " Mrs. Long, of the town of Shrewsbury, left by 
Will the interest of £18 8*. 9£d. to be distributed 
among seven poor widdows (sic) and old housekeepers 
of this parish yearly at Christmas." (Terrier, 1734.) 
This sum (plus a small accumulation), making 
£22 5s. 3c/., is vested in the official Trustee of Charities, 
and invested in £2 155. percent. Consolidated Stock. 

Nothing is known of the donor or the date. 

(5) 1722. "Mrs. Margaret Pitt gave, by deed, to 
the poor of the township of Tredderwen Feibion Gwn- 
was the interest of £40." This, also, is similarly 
invested, and amounts to £44 12s. 2d. "Margaret 
Pitts, of Burgedin", was buried at Guilsfield the 11th 
of February 1723. She bequeathed a similar amount 
to Guilsfield also, but that charity has been lost. 

(6) 1730. "Mrs. Mary Derwas gave the sum of 
£100, the interest to be laid out in the purchase of 
gowns for the poor." Twelve gowns are sent annually 
by her representative — Lord Harlech — for twelve poor

" Hannah, daughter and heiress of Charles Davies, co. Montgomery, 
wife of Caldecott Aldersay, co. Chester, gent., died Feb. 5, 1718, 
aged 24." Monument in St. John's Church. 
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women. Formerly they were marked with a large 
"M.D.", the donor's initials. 

Mrs. Derwas, the last of her name at Penirhos, was 
the daughter of Mr. Hugh and Margaret Derwas. 
Her sister, Elizabeth, married Mr. Richard Lyster, of 
Moines Court, Monmouthshire, and of Rowton, Salop ; 
and their daughter, Elizabeth, married the Rev. Lewis 
Owen, rector of Wexham and vicar of Barking, the 
youngest son of Sir Robert Owen, of Porkington and 
Cleneney, through whom the Penrhos property de- 
volved to the present Lord Harlech. Mrs. Derwas 
bequeathed the silver salver or paten to Llandrinio 
Church ; and another to the new " Chapel of Holy 
Trinity", Penrhos. 

(7) " George Gourby left by will to the poor of 
the parish the interest of twenty pounds due to him 
by bond from Mr. Vaughan, of Tredderwen ; but 
no such interest has been paid, though demanded by a 
letter signed by the parishioners." — {Terrier, 1734.) 

(8) 1748. Mrs. Sarah Austin, of Kinnerly, widow, 
by will, dated 17th April 1748, left the sum of ten 
shillings, chargeable on her estate called Llannerick, in 
the township of Trederwen, in this parish, to be 
distributed yearly on St. John's Day to the poor of the 
parish for ever, and a similar sum to Llandysilio. 

" This Charity was paid until 10 years ago, when 
the property passed into other hands, and the payment 
was refused. As the bequest is void under the Statute 
of Mortmain, any further inquiry was thought needless." 
— (Report of Charities, 1837.) 

The Austins owned Cefn Llennydd, in Llanerch Kila 
which must be the place intended by " Llannerick". 

(9) 1783. Miss Mary Bernard gave fifty pounds, 
the interest thereof to be distributed yearly on 
Christmas Day for ever. This is now invested, in the 
name of the official Trustee of Charities, in £2 15$. per 
cent Consolidated Stock, present value £55 15$. Hd. 
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Miss Mary Bernard (a relation of Mr. Clopton 
Prhys) was administratrix to the will of her mother, 
Mrt. Marti a Bernard, 17th June 1745, and was 
buried in the Rhysnant vault in Llandysilio ,in 
1791, aged 79. She made a similar bequest to Llan- 
dysilio. 

" Since Christmas 1861 all this money, with about 
an equal share from the Offertory Collection, has been 
given away in clothing and bedding on Dec. 21st. and 
soon afterwards the gift of loaves was omitted and the 
money distributed with the other Charities." — (Rector 
Short's MS. Account.)

X. — The Rectory House. 

This is not mentioned in the earliest Terrier 9 1630 ; 
but it must have been in existence, otherwise it could 
not have been described in that of 168f as " the 
Parsonage House called the ' Henblas' (i.e., Old Hall), 
containing four bays, in length 19 yards, in breadth 
8 yards, and in height, from the ground to the wall 
plate, 4 yards." It was a long, low nouse, of two floors 
and an attic extending from the present library door to 
the outer wall of the kitchen, with a low building 
called the " Chamber Wen " attached to it, and ad- 
joining to it the stable. The Rural Dean, in his 
Report 1729, says, "the Parsonage House is in good 
repair. I have ordered the windows to be repaired, 

VOL. xxvhi. 
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and the pieces of board in the bottom of the windows 
to be taken away. . . . The house inhabited by a 
tenant. Your Curate, Mr. Griffiths, resides and lodges 
very near the Church." In 1774 the house was 
described "as of brick and slate, 48 ft. by 18 ft., having 
four rooms on the floor, four upstairs, and in the garret 
three rooms. Annexed to the kitchen a Shier, or 
He, 9x9." The study must have been over the 
entrance hall. Bishop Lloyd, 1680-1692, is credited 
with the building of the house ; but his work was 
probably only a renovation and making it more habit- 
able. In 1823-1825 the drawing-room and bed-room 
over it were added, and the hall and staircase altered 
by the Rev. Geo. Scott, the curate-in-charge ; and in 
1848 the library and the offices on the corresponding 
side were built by the Rev. John Russell, the Rector. 
The plans were prepared by Mr. Thomas Penson, and 
the outlay was £945. A magnificent Worcester elm, 
which stood immediately in front of the house, having 
lost some of its huge branches and become decayed, 
was cut down in 1893, and measured in height 105 ft. 
and in girth 20 ft. 6 in. 

The glebe land, as shown by the Terriers, consisted 
originally of small quillets, or strips, in different parts 
of the parish, and these were gradually exchanged and 
consolidated. One of the latest instances of this 
process related to the "Old Churchyard ", which in 
1774 formed part of the glebe; but in the Enclosure 
Award of 1799 it was assigned to Mr. Henry Be van 
"asa confirmation of a former exchange " and corre- 
sponding to it there was assigned to the Bishop of St. 
Asaph, as Rector of Llandrinio, " the Asn field, 
2a. 2r. 21p., from Henry Bevan." At the same time 
there was added, "in Ystim la. Ir. 39p., and on 
Haughton Wood 4a. Or. 3 Op. On the other hand, 
" Cae Person " (the Parson's field) was transferred by 
Sir William Pulteney to Mr. Henry Bevan. The 
glebe lands, as given in the Tithe Rent Charge Award, 
1840, are as follows : —

He was educated at Westminster School, and elected 
a student of Christ Church, Oxford, in 1609 ; he 
married Jane, da. of Thomas Corbet, of Grange,

p. 61). He did much for the renovation of his 
desecrated cathedral, in which he was buried with this 
epitaph : — 

" Hie jacet Corpus Reverendi in Christo Patris ac 
Domini Georgii Griffith S. T. P. hujus ecclesiae 
Episcopi Sacratissimi, cujus altera melior pars Choro 
coelesti associata est 28° die Novembris A'o Dom. 
1666. ^Etatis 65, et Consecrationis septimo. Qui 
plura desiderat facile investiget." An inscription 
which has been deprived of much of its significance by 
the removal of his tombstone to the south aisle many 
years ago. There are portraits of him in Christ 
Church Hall, Oxford ; at Selattyn Rectory, bought at 
the sale of Mrs. Dymock of Penley's goods, and ap- 
parently the original of the one at Brynpolyn, formerly 
at Gwaunynog (from which was copied the one at the 
Palace St. Asaph) ; and another at Leaton Knolls. 

Some Welsh sermons on "The Lord's Prayer", 
" Qweddi yr Arglwydd wedi ei hegluro", were published 
in 1684, in 12mo., with an Introduction to the reader, 
in Welsh, by the Rev. William Foulkes, Rector of 
Llanfyllin ; and re-published in 1806 by the Bangor 
Religious Tract Society, with a Preface in English by 
the Rev. Rowland Williams, M.A., Second Master of the 
Friars' School, and afterwards Vicar of Meifod and 
Canon of St. Asaph.

From the only names we can identify as parish clerks, 
we find the remarkable fact that from 1756 to 1893, a 
period of 137 years, this office was only filled by four 
holders. The earliest recorded is —

A handsome Bible and Prayer Book were presented to 
Mr. Davies by his friends and fellow parishioners on 
the occasion of his leaving the parish, Feb. 9th, 1894. 



XIV. — The Chapel of the Holy Trinity, formerly 
the New Chapel, Penrhos. 

" The New Chapel of the Holy Trinity" was built in 
1625-7, according to the petition for consecration, at 
the sole costs of Mr. Hugh Derwas of the Hall ; but 
according to the Deed of Consecration at the joint 
expense of Mr. Derwas and Mr. Owen Edwards, and was 
consecrated by Bishop John Hanmer, on Wednesday the 
4th day of October 1627. Such an event was extremely 
rare in those days, and we are able to lay before our 
readers the official account of the proceedings on the 
occasion, which will be read with very great interest. 
With the exception of the Consecration Prayer at the 
end, the record is in Latin; but we add an English 
translation, as many of the details are full of interest, 
and some may wish to compare the proceedings then 
with those of the present day. 

It may be premised that Mr. Hugh Derwas had just 
succeeded his brother Richard Derwas (will 1621) ia 
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the possession of the fine old timbered Hall of Penrhos, 
which he enlarged, but which is now fast falling into 
ruin. Mr. Owen Edwards was of Collfryn in the 
adjoining parish of Llansantfiraid. 1 The consecrating 

1 Owen Edwards of Collfryn was descended from David Llwch, a 
chieftain seated at Halchdyn (Haughton) in Deytheur. His arms 
were, Azure, three sea-gulls argent. He was the son of Edward ap 
David ap Griffith ap Madoc by his wife Elizabeth, daughter of Jeffrey 
Tanat, called also Jeffrey Kyffin, third son of Evan Lloyd Vaughan 
of Abertanat, and brother of Thomas Tanat of Abertanat, Sheriff in 
1570.

Father John, by divine permission, Bishop of St. Asaph, and in 
the presence of me, Thomas Draycott, notary public, &c. 

The matter of the foundation ^ On which day, at the door

of the parish of Llandrinio, in the County of Montgomery, and of 
the diocese and jurisdiction of St. Asaph, and informed the said 
Reverend Father that his house, to which at his request he had 
then come, was a long way from the parish church of Llandrinio 
aforesaid, that is to say, more than two miles, so that he could 
not at all seasons, especially in winter frost and storms, and in 
the burning heat of summer, get to it conveniently and in 
good time with his family, so as to offer to God the pious and 
holy devotions that are due ; and that, therefore, in order that 
he might give to all men a proof of his love for the religion 
which is professed and established in this kingdom, ho has at 
his own costs newly erected, built, and constructed the afore- 
said chapel or oratory, and has furnished it with the necessary 
ornaments ; he therefore, humbly, both in his own name and 
in the names of his tenants and of those who dwell in his own 
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et incolar' in cedibus suis et vicinis hamletis infra pro'am p'dV

aforesaid parish, far remote from the church, beseeches the 
said Reverend Father that he would be pleased to decree that 
the aforesaid chapel or oratory shall be dedicated and con- 
secrated to holy and divine uses, and by his ordinary and 
episcopal authority to dedicate and consecrate it. Whereupou 
the said Reverend Father, acceding favourably and piously to 
the said request, decreed that the said chapel or oratory should 
be consecrated according to their petition in this respect, 
and that he would proceed to the consecration of the same. 
And thereupon the said Reverend Father, with some of the 

Earishioners of the aforesaid parish and many others following 
im, entered the said chapel and there sat in a seat suitably 
prepared for him. After which John Vaughan, Master of Arts, 
being in the sacred order of the Priesthood, and seated in the 
desk assigned to the Curate, read divine prayers, certain 
selected Psalms and a chapter, i.e., the 84th, 122nd, and 132nd 
Psalms, and , the 21st chapter of the gospel according to St. 
Matthew to the 14th verse. When these were ended Doctor 
Foulk Price ascended the pulpit, and, after a hymn had first 
been sung, preached on this text, the 28th chapter of Genesis 
and 17th verse, taking the following words : — " This is noe 
other but the house of God." He expounded the Word of God 
by relating and proving from holy scriptures that in all ages of 
the world, before temples were built, the people of God 
separated certain places from all common and profane uses and 
consecrated the same to the service of God — being moved 
thereto either expressly by the command of God himself or under 
a divine inspiration ; and that temples being afterwards built 
had in all times been approved, and their founders and builders 
been honoured and blessed by God, for the increase of piety 
and the requirements of so religious a duty. Immediately 
after the sermon was ended the said Reverend Father pro- 
ceeded to a throne prepared for him in the eastern recess (or 
apse) of the chapel, and there, standi ug in sight of the people 
assembled in the said chapel and keeping their eyes fixed upon 
him, he read publicly a part of the 6th chapter of the 2nd 
Book of Chronicles, from the 14th to the 31st verse ; and, that 
ended, the same Reverend Father, sitting officially in the 
sacred throne, in accordance with the petition, dedicated and 
consecrated the said chapel or oratory for divine worship, the 
celebration of divine service, and the preaching of the Word of 
God, and for other sacred and divine uses as is contained in 
writing in the schedule of dedication and consecration, and by 
the same on behalf of the said Hugh Derwas, of his tenants, 
VOL.

end ; the gospel St. John 2 to the end. 

"In the name of God. Amen. — For as much as Hugh 
Derwas and Owen Edwards, gentlemen, moved by pious and 
religious devotion, have at their own expense newly built, 
raised, and constructed this chapel and oratory close to or near 
their houses within the parish of Llandrinio, in the County of 
Montgomery, and within our diocese of St. Asaph and juris- 
diction, containing in length (breadth) from north to south 
eighteen feet, and have suitably and fairly furnished the same 
with a pulpit, table, holy font, convenient seats and other 
requisites for divine worship, and have besought us that by 
virtue of our ordinary and episcopal authority, for ourselves 
and for our successors, we would be pleased to consecrate and 
dedicate the said chapel to sacred and holy uses, we, John, 
by divine permission, Bishop of St. Asaph, assenting to their 
pious and religious request in this behalf, and proceding by our 
ordinary and episcopal authority to the consecration of this 
chapel or oratory newly built and adorned at the proper 
charges of the aforesaid Hugh Derwas and Owen Edwards, 
Gentlemen, we do as far as we can and in us lies consecrate 
this chapel or oratory aforesaid for divine worship and the 
celebration of divine service, and for the administration of the 
sacraments and sacramental offices as well the Lord's Supper 
as Baptism therein, — for the solemnization of marriages, for 
the offering up of divine prayers to God, for the preaching and 
expounding the Word of God purely and sincerely, and for the 
burial of them that die within the house or family aforesaid in 
the said chapel, to the honour of God and to the use of those 
that now, or hereafter shall, dwell within the houses of the 
aforesaid Hugh Derwas and Owen Edwards and in the houses 
of the neighbouring hamlets, situate and being within the said 
parish of Llandrinio near the said chapel; the consent and 
license of the said Hugh Derwas and Owen Edwards, their 
heirs and assigns first had and obtained. As far as in us 
lies and of right by the laws, statutes, and canons of this 
famous Kingdom of England, we can, and it is permitted to us, 
we do consecrate it by the name of " The Chappel of the Holy 
Trinity" in the aforesaid parish, and we do openly and publicly 
pronounce, decree, and declare that it has been so consecrated, 
dedicated, and assigned, and that it is and ought to remain so 
in all future times for ever, and we decree that it shall be

ancient foundation, and as far as in us lies and of right we are 
able, we do confirm and establish it by these presents ; reserving 
always the right and interest of the Mother Church, in whose 
parish the aforesaid Chapel or Oratory is and is situated, in all 
and singular tithes, oblations, fees, profits, privileges, rights, 
and emoluments whatsoever, ordinary and extraordinary, to the 
aforesaid Mother Church of right or custom in any way due or 
customary or affecting or belonging and reserving to the said 
Hugh Derwas and Owen Edwards, their heirs and assigns, free 
and full power to nominate and present from time to time

their heirs and assigns, and the other inhabitants, as well of 
the said houses as of the neighbouring hamlets, shall from time 
to time for ever, support and maintain at their own proper 
charges the Curate or Minister serving in the same chapel, and 
to be approved and licensed by our authority and our succes- 
sors, and shall provide an annual stipend of eight pounds at 
the least for the same Curate, without any diminution or default 
of the ecclesiastical right offerings or profits whatsoever in any 
way of right or custom attaching or belonging to the said

" most merciful! Father, tbe heaven is Thy throne and the 
earthe is thy foote stoole, what house then can be built for 
thee, or what place is there that thou shouldst rest in. But yet 
since it hath been ever Thy delight to be w'th the sonnes of 
men therefore in all ages of the world Thy servants have 
separated aud allowed certaine places from all prophane and 
com'on uses unto Thy divine service either by Thy special!

premises, as far as in us lies and of right we can, we do for 
ourselves and for our successors thus decree and establish by 
these presents.

beautified houses for our worldly affayres, yea and for our 
pleasures, and shall wee not build and dedicate some houses 
for Thy wor*p unto the glory of Thy greate and fearefull name, 
and repay e, as it were, the tythes of o'r dwelling places backe 
againe unto Thee, tfor all things come from Thee aud wee can 
give Thee but Thy owne ; accept therefore we beseech Thee 
most gracious Father of this o'r bounden duty and because 
except thou build the house, they laboure but in vayne that 
build it : sanctifie this house unto the honor of Thy service. 
Now therefore arise, Lord, and come to this place of rest, 
let Thyne eyes be open towards this house night and day, let 
Thyne ears be readie towards the prayers of Thy children 
w'ch they shall power out unto Thee in this place, and let Thyne 
hart delight to dwelle heare p'petually. And whensoev'r Thy 
servants shall make their p'tic'ons unto Thee in this house, either 
to bestowe Thy good graces and blessings upon them, or to 
remove Thy heavie punishments and judgments from them, 
heare Thou from heaven Thy dwellinge place and when Thou

The Chapel was but a small one, 48 feet by 18 feet, 
and was built of rubble stone with mud plaster, and a 
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roof of shingles or boards. The table was not railed off, 
and it was the custom to administer the Holy Com- 
munion to the people in their pews. It was taken 
down in 1844, and the following year the present 
church was erected, from designs by Mr. Sidney Smirke 
of London. It is not on the old site, which is marked 
by the Penrhos vault, . which was within the older 
church, but is some few feet to- the south of the new 
one. It is built of white brick, and comprises chancel, 
with north vestry, and nave with south porch, and a 
circular bell-turret at the north-western angle. The 



cost was about £1070, of which sum £150 was granted 
by the Diocesan Church Building Society, £100 by the 
Incorporated Society, and £150 by the sale of pews ; l 
the rest being contributed by the patron, William 
Ormsby-Gore, M.P., of Porkington. In 1878 it under- 
went some internal improvements; the three-decker 
pulpit and prayer and clerk's desks were removed, and 
a pulpit of Bath stone, with foliated panels and brass 
desk, erected at the north-east angle of the nave, and a 
prayer desk on the south side; an oak lectern was 
provided at the same time. A new stone font, 2 octa-

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gonal, with raised crosses on four of its panels, was also 
set up ; some of the seats were re-arranged ; the altar 
pace was raised, and the sanctuary paved with encaustic 
tiles ; a lych gate was also erected, from designs pre- 
pared by Mr. Haycock of Shrewsbury. In 1888 a brass 
alms dish, an altar cross, and two vesper lights were 
presented " in memory of Mrs. Anne Liddell Whi taker", 
widow of the Rev. Samuel Whitaker, vicar, 1845-80 — 
to whom there is a handsome brass on the north wall of 
the chancel — " thirty-four years pastor of this parish." 
A mural tablet on south of chancel records : — 

" Near this place lies interred the body of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Lyster, the widow of Richard Lyster of Moynes Court, in the 
County of Monmouth, Esquire. She was the daughter and 
heiress of Hugh Derwas of Penrhos, in the County of Mont- 
gomery, gentleman, by whose great-;uucle, Hugh Derwas of the 
aforesaid place, gentleman, this Chappel was erected in the year 
of Our Lord 1625, and endowed 1639. She departed this life 
the 24th day of March 1753, aged 83." A shield of arms- 
Quarterly : 1 and 4, erm., on a fesse sa. three mullets or ; 2 and 
3, az., a chevron arg. f between three fleurs-de-lis, 2 and 1, az. 
(Lyster). Inescutcheon sa., three nags' heads arg. (Derwas). 

On the north wall other marble tablets : — 

" Sacred to the memory of Mrs. Margaret Owen, daughter of 
the Rev. Lewis Owen, Rector of Wexham, Buckinghamshire, 
and Vicar of Barking, Essex, and of Elizabeth, daughter of 
Richard Lyster of Moines Court in the County of Monmouth, 
and of Rowton, Salop. She departed this life Oct the 1 2th, 
1816, aged 72 years. 

" In grateful recollection of her inestimable value, both as a 
friend and relative, her cheerful simplicity of manners while in 
health, and pious resignation on the bed of sickness, this 
monument was erected by her affectionate brother, John Owen 
of Penrhos." 

" Sacred to the memory of John Owen of Penrhos, Esq., who 
departed this life 18th December 1823. He was last surviving 
grandson of Sir Robert Owen of Porkington. Erected by his 
relative, Mary Jane Ormsby Gore, as a tribute to his worth." 

Arms — Quarterly: 1, gu., chevron or; 2, erm., on fesse sa. 
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three mullets ag. (Lyster) ; 3, *a., three nags' heads arg. (Der- 
was) ; 4, gu., chevron between three lions rampant; 2 and 1 or 
(Owen). 

Brass : — 

" To the Glory of God and to the memory of the Rev. Samuel 
Whitaker, M.A.Cantab., Curate, Incumbent, and first Vicar of 
Penrhos. Never of robust health, and for two years under 
great physical debility, he persevered in his ministerial duties, 
but succumbed after the morning service on the 25th, and died 
on the 29th of July 1880, aged 64 years. By subscription 
of Parishioners. He was 34 years Rector of Penrhos. — 
Isaiah, 57, 1." 

Another brass, formerly in the old church, never 
replaced in the new one, now in the vestry, bears : — 

" In memory of William Roberts, late of Sarney, who de- 
parted this life Dec. 4th, 1795, aged 53 — 

" A Friend is gone, ah ! solemn thought ! 

He lies in dust a solemn tomb. 
But Christ our Lord the victory brought, 

And death he sent to call him home. 
Behold ! These bones from insult to protect 

Some frail memorials still erected nigh, 
With uncouth rhymes and shapeless sculpture deck'd, 

Implores the passing tribute of a sigh. 

A tablet in the nave is : — 

" Sacred to the memory of Prudence Ryder, late housekeeper 
of John Oweu, Esq. of Penrhose, 32 years. She departed this 
life the 31st day of July 1817, and in the 54th year of her 
age." 

In the Churchyard are many memorials of the dead. 
The " Penrhos vault", within the earlier church, con- 
tains members of the Derwas, Lyster, and Owen 
families, but no inscription. Among the others are 
flat-stones in memory of " Richard Lloyd of Penrhy n 
Fechan, gent., deceased 172 , aged 85"; "Thomas 
Owen of Haim, gent., 1742, aged 96-— Omnia fert etas." 
" Rev. Richard rarsons, for nearly fourteen years the 
faithful minister of this chapel. He died July 3rd, 
1839,aged 75." A beautiful white marble to " William, 
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second son of William and Anne Manford of Llwyn, 
died April 28th, 1883, aged 17 years. 

" We cannot. Lord, thy purpose see, 
But all ifl well that's done by Thee." 

Another to •' Harriet Leah Bull, etat 28, wife of the Rev. 
T. F. Bull, Master of the Deytheur School, 1885-87"; 
and a cross of polished granite to " Samuel Whitaker, 
late Vicar of this parish, deceased July 29th, 1880, 
aged 64, and of Ann Liddell, his wife, born May 12th, 
1809, deceased February 16th, 1891."— " I will lay me 
down and sleep." 

The Communion Plate consists of (l)a Communion 
Cup on a high and graceful stem, inscribed " Ex dono 
J. L. h d r, 1616." The initials H. and E. D., and 
the date 1616, represent no doubt a Derwas and his 
wife — probably Hugh Derwas, the founder; J.L., a later 
donor, for the use of the chapel. (2) A Paten — " The 
Legacy of Mrs. Mary Derwas to the New Chappell, 
alias Trinity Chappel" (see p. 183 for a similar legacy to 
Llandrinio) ; and (3) a Flagon, inscribed " I.H.S. To 
the Glory of God, and to commemorate the Jubilee of 
Her Majesty, Queen Victoria, this Flagon was given by 
the Rt Hon. Lord Harlech and the Parishioners of 
Penrhos, 1887. E. Robinson, Vicar; R. Manford, F. 
Roberts, churchwardens." 

The earliest Register of baptisms and burials be- 
gins with 1695 ; it is on paper, and in poor con- 
dition, 1 and within its covers are loose sheets of 
marriages from 1701 to 1754. These are interesting, 
and show that the New Chapel must have been looked 
upon as a kind of Gretna Green. From 1754 to 1846 
the marriage register is unfortunately missing. In 
other respects the registers are complete to the present 
time.

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The endowment of the chapel was required by the 
Consecration Deed to be not less than £8 a year ; and 
this charge was laid upon the Llwyn, where Mr. Hugh 
Derwas probably lived before inheriting the Hall. 
Another charge of £1 2 comes out of the Collfryn estate, 
and was probably given by his co-founder, Mr. Owen 
Edwards of that place. 1 In 1690 the Hon. Andrew 
Newport, Lord of the Manor, founded the Grammar 
School, which he endowed with enclosed lands ; and, as 
the chaplain of Holy Trinity was also to be master of 
the school, he claimed the patronage hitherto exercised 
by the Derwas family. In 1685 Mr. William Derwas 
had presented Francis Roe to the chapel, and, on his 
death in 1706, a bitter lawsuit arose between the Earl 
of Bradford, Lord of the Manor, and Mr. Richard Lyster 
of Penrhos, who had married the heiress of the Derwases. 
The entry of the burial of Mr. Roe is quaint. 1 706, 
"Novembris Franciscus Roe clericus sepultus ipse qui 
tot sepelivit" (Himself buried, who had buried so many), 
and it is followed by the note, " Hie patet intervallutn 
propter lites perniciosas de Capella inter Rich. Newport 
Comitem de Bradford et Richardum Lyster, armi- 
gerum" (Here an interval occurred, owing to the 
ruinous lawsuit between Richard, Earl of Bradford, and 
Richard Lyster, Esq.) The Register is renewed in 
1710 by Nehemiah Barnet, but it is not stated by whom 
he was presented. In 1713, however, Thomas Owen 
was presented by Richard, Earl of Bradford, who is 
styled "Lord of the Manor of Deytheur, true and 
undoubted patron" — and from this time forth it has 
remained in the lords hands. The income of the two 
offices of chaplain and master together was £50. Subse- 
quently, Queen Anne's Bounty made grants of £200 in 
1780 and 1792, which were invested in the purchase of 
Cringoed Fach Farm in Llanerfyl ; another £200 in

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1829 and £400 in 1830, upon which the Office pays 
annual interest. In 1844, March 20th, an agreement 
was made between William Ormsby Gore, Esq., and 
the Rt. Rev. William (Carey) Bishop of St. Asaph, 
Rector of Llandrinio ; the Rev. Charles Roos Thoroton 
of Bottesford in the county of Leicester, Rector of 
LlansantfFraid; the Rev. Hugh Wynne Jones, Vicar 
of Meifod ; and the Rev. Charles Thomas Coringdon 
Luxmoore, Vicar of Guilsfield, in these terms : — 

" Whereas the said William Ormsby Gore is entitled to the 
absolute right of presentation to a certain chapel called Penrhos, 
or Trinity Chapel, situate in the parish of Llandrinio aforesaid, 
the fabric of which chapel is now in a dilapidated state. And 
whereas it hath been proposed to take down and rebuild the 
said chapel and also to annex thereto parts of the said several 
parishes of LlansantfFraid, Llandrinio, Meifod, and Guilsfield, 
lying contiguous thereto, so as to form and constitute a Con- 
solidated Chapelry with Cure of Souls. 

" Now these presents witness that with a view of carrying into 
effect such proposal the said William Ormsby Gore and the 
said several parties hereto of the second part do hereby 
covenant promise and agree with each other in mauner 
following (that is to say) — 

" That the said William Ormsby Gore on payment to him of 
a sum of money not less in amount than four hundred pounds 
by the said several parties hereto of the second part as herein- 
after mentioned, shall and will forthwith take down and effectu- 
ally rebuild and complete the said chapel so as to be proper and 
suitable for the performance of Divine worship. That the said 
chapel when so rebuilt and completed shall be sufficiently 
commodious to contain the several pews and free sittings shewn 
on the ground-plan of the said chapel hereunto annexed. 

" That for the purpose of augmenting any suras of money 
which may be received from any incorporated diocesan or other 
society towards the erection of the said chapel so as to produce 
such sum of money not less in amount than four hundred pounds 
agreed to be paid to the said William Ormsby Gore as aforesaid, 
the said several parties hereto of the second part shall be at 
liberty and are hereby authorised to sell and dispose of the 
several pews numbered on the said plan hereunto annexed 
from 1 to 13 inclosure to persons being owners or occupiers of 
messuages and hereditaments situate within such district in 
such manner as they shall think proper, 
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" That the said William Orrasby Gore as patron of the said 
chapel shall and will on receiving such sum of money as afore- 
said consent to and concur in all necessary acts and proceedings 
with a view to the said chapel, with the several parts of the 
parishes of Llansaotffraid, Llandrinio, Meifod and Guilsfield 
lying contiguous thereto as shewn on the said map, being 
declared to be and converted into a Consolidated Chapelry 
with Cure of Soujs. 

"That the aforesaid William Ormsby Gore shall not nor 
will at any time hereafter present to the said chapel any 
person who may be master of the Endowed Free Grammar 
School at Deytheur nor suffer or allow any person to be 
incumbent of the said chapelry and master of the said school 
at the same time, it being the intention of the parties hereto 
that in future the situations of incumbent and master shall be 
kept distinct. 

"That the said several parties hereto of the second part 
shall and will as soon as the same is received or raised by 
them by the means aforesaid, pay to the said William Orrasby 
Gore such sum of money, not less in amount than four hundred 
pounds, to be laid out by him in taking down, rebuilding, and 
completing the said chapel as aforesaid. 

" That they the said several parties of the second part, in 
pursuance of certain powers given to or vested in them in and 
by several Acts of Parliament made and passed and enabling 
them thereto, shall and will by such legal assurances as may 
be necessary well and effectually grant and assure to be paid 
unto the Incumbent of the said intended Consolidated Chapelry 
for ever hereafter one clear annual sum of seventy pounds, to 
be paid by the said several parties hereto of the second part 
and their successors in the following proportions, viz, : —

" That the said several sums shall be charged upon and made 
payable out of the tithes and revenues of the said rectories and 
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vicarages, with powers for enforcing payment of the same, 
according to the provisions of certain Acts of Parliament made 
and passed in the first and second years of the reign of the late 
King William the Fourth, cap. 45, and in the first and second 
years of the reign of her present Majesty, cap. 107.

To the above sums the Dean and Chapter of Christ 
Church, Oxford, as impropriators of the rectorial tithes 
of Guilsfield and Meifod, added £20 per annum ; in lieu 
of which a subsequent transfer has been made by them 
of a tithe rent charge of £59 10s. Qd. within the new 
district. In the same way the Ecclesiastical Commis- 
sioners have assigned a tithe rent charge of £30 7s. 10rf., 
in lieu of the payment from the sinecure rector of 
Llansantffraid ; and again, in 1871, a tithe rent charge 
of £35 Is. id., in lieu of the previous interest on £600 
Queen Anne's Bounty. The Cringoed farm has since 
then been sold to Mr. A. Chamberlain for £600, upon 
which £37 12s. Od. is annually paid by the Ecclesias- 
tical Commissioners.

XV. — Deytheur Endowed School. 

This school is not situated actually within the parish 
ot Llandrinio, but in that of Llansantffraid. However, 
as it has only received a notice of three lines in the 
history of that parish (Mont Coll., iv, 166), and it is 
closely bound up with the history of " The Chapel of 
the Holy Trinity", Penrhos, it is fitting that it should 
be more fully described here. The history of its 
foundation, its aim and character, and also its en- 
dowment, is contained in two Indentures (which are 
printed at length in the Official Report of Charities, pub- 
lished in 1838), of which we give a copy in full. The 
date of both is 1690. The founder was Mr. Andrew 
Newport, Lord of the Manor, and the Trustees were 
his brother, Francis Viscount Newport, his sons and 
grandsons (see pages 32 and 36 supra), with Sir 
Charles Littleton of Hagley, whose (deceased) brother 
had married as his second wife Elizabeth Newport, 
daughter of the Viscount, and Sir Uvedale Corbett of 
Longnor. 

It should be noted, in connection with the ecclesias-

tical requirements of the foundation, that the Newports 
were an eminently loyal family, and had suffered heavily 
in the Royalist cause. Mr. Andrew Newport's father 
had been fined £3,287, and condemned to pay an 
annual sum of £170 to the Puritan clergy, his estate 
ordered to be sold, and himself forced to withdraw into 
voluntary exile ; his brother Francis had been fined 
.£5,284 in the same cause. Sir Charles Littleton had 
been within the walls of Colchester when that town 
was sorely besieged by Cromwell's forces. His father, 
Sir Thomas, and his brother, Sir Henry, had been im- 
prisoned in the Tower for their loyalty to the king, so 
that their bitter experience under the Commonwealth 
may account for the provision that the " orders, rules, 
and regulations" for the government of the school 
should " not be contrary or repugnant to any ecclesias- 
tical canons or constitutions of the Church of England 
then in force and used." 

" By Indenture, bearing date the 2nd day of July 1690, made 
between the Hon. Andrew Newport, Esq., lord of the Manor or 
lordship of Deytheur, in the County of Montgomery, of the one 
part, and the Right Hon. Francis Viscount Newport, of Brad- 
ford, the Hon. Richard Newport of Eyton-upon- Severn, in the 
County of Salop, Esq., the Hon. Thomas Newport, Esq., sons of 
the said Francis Viscount Newport, the Hon. Henry Newport, 
Esq., the Hon. Richard Newport, Esq., the Hon. Thomas 
Newport, Esq., sons of the said Richard Newport, Esq., Sir 
Uvedale Corbett of Longnor, in the said County of Salop, Bart., 
and Sir Charles Littleton of Hagley, in the County of Worces- 
ter, Knt., of the other part, reciting that said Andrew Newport 
had, of his own proper costs and charges, erected and built a 
school-house in the township of Llannucheela, in the said Manor 
or Lordship of Deythur in the County of Montgomery — it is 
witnessed that the said Andrew Newport, for the perpetual 
supply and maintenance of one schoolmaster to instruct the 
children of the lord and tenants of the said manor or lordship 
in reading and writing, and in Latin and Greek grammar, and 
all other learning usually taught in a grammar-school, and to 
be from time to time nominated, elected and chosen by the 
said Andrew Newport, his heirs and assigns, thereby granted 
unto said Francis Viscount Newport and others, and their 
heirs, all that the said school-house and the lands thereunto

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used and adjoining' containing by estimation about two acres, 
and all that messuage or tenement, with the appurtenances 
whatsoever to the said messuages or tenements, lands and 
premises belonging, to hold the same to the use of the said 
Francis Viscount Newport and others, to be held of the chief 
lord of the fee thereof, at and by the yearly chief rent of 15d. 
and services thenceforth to be due for the same, and of right 
accustomed, upon special trust and confidence that all and 
singular the rents, issues, and profits of the said school-house, 
messuages, or tenements, lands and premises, should be for 
ever thereafter from time to time truly, faithfully, and wholly 
distributed, converted and employed by the said Francis 
Viscount Newport and others, their heirs and assigns, to and 
for the continuance of the said school, and to and for the main- 
tenance of such schoolmaster as should from time to time, and 
at all times thereafter for ever, be by the said Andrew New- 
port, his heirs and assigns, by writing under his or their hands 
and seals, nominated, elected, appointed, and chosen school- 
master of the said school, and to none other use, intent, 
purpose, or employment whatsoever; provided always and it 
was thereby agreed, by and between all the said parties to the 
said indenture, that the said Andrew Newport, his heirs and 
assigns, being lords or owners of the said manor or lordship, 
should and might, at his and their will and pleasure, have full 
power and authority to nominate and appoint, deprive and 
remove, when and as often as he and they should think good, 
such person and persons as he and they should think meet to 
be schoolmaster of the said school, and when the place of him 
by death, resignation, deprivation, or otherwise should become 
void, should and might within six months next after such 
avoidance, by writing under his or their hand and seal, nomi- 
nate and appoint a learned and fit person to be schoolmaster, 
in the place of him so deceasing, or resigning, or being deprived 
or put out as aforesaid, or otherwise becoming void ; and in 
case the said Andrew Newport, his heirs and assigns, lords and 
owners of the said manor or lordship for the time being, should 
not, within six months after such avoidance or notice thereof 
to him or them given, make such nomination and appointment 
as aforesaid, that then and so often, and in such case, it should 
and might be lawful to and for the said Francis Viscount New- 
port and others, and the survivors and survivor of them, and 
the heirs of the survivor and survivors of them, by writing 
under his or their hands and seals, to nominate and appoint 
some meet and learned person in and to the place, void by such 
default of the said Andrew Newport, his heirs and assigns, lords 
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and owners of the said manor as aforesaid ; and also that the 
said Andrew Newport, his heirs and assigns, lords and owners 
of the said manor or lordship for the time being, should and 
might have full power and authority, under their hands and 
seals, to make, ordain, set down, and prescribe such rules, 
statutes and ordinances, for the order, rule, and government of 
the said school and schoolmaster, as to the said Andrew 
Newport, his heirs and assigns, should seem meet and con- 
venient, and that the same orders, rules, and ordinances, so by 
him or them made, set down, and prescribed as aforesaid, 
should be and stand in full force and strength in law, the 
same not being contrary or repugnant to their Majesty's 
imperial prerogative royal, nor the laws or statutes of this 
realm of England, nor to any ecclesiastical canons or con- 
stitutions of the Church of England then in force and used ; 
provided also that it was thereby further agreed, by and between 
all the said parties, that the said Andrew Newport, his heirs 
and assigns, being lord or lords of the said manor for the time 
being, should and might have full authority to visit the said 
school, and to order, reform, and redress all disorders and abuses 
in or touching the same, and further to remove, suspend, and de- 
prive the said schoolmaster for the time being, as to him or them 
should seem just, fit, and convenient ; provided also, and upon 
further condition, nevertheless, that four, three, or two of the last 
survivors of them, the said Francis Viscount Newport and 
others should and might by due means of law convey and assure 
unto six or more other good honest and sufficient persons, some 
of which to be of the family of the Newports, in case any of 
them should be then living near the said school-house, and the 
said messuages, tenements, lands, and premises, with the appur- 
tenances, to hold the same unto the said six or more persons, 
and their heirs, for ever, upon the several uses and trusts before 
mentioned. By indenture, bearing date the same day as the 
preceding recited indenture, and made between the same 
parties, reciting that theretofore the said Andrew Newport 
at the request and desire of William Eyton, esq., and several 
others therein mentioned, together with several other free- 
holders and inhabitants of the said manor or lordship of 
Deythur, did upon his own proper costs and charges erect and 
build a school-house in the township of Llannucheela within the 
said manor, and also did, at the like request and desire, consent 
to the enclosing of the several parcels of waste grounds of his 
said manor thereafter mentioned, for and towards the mainte- 
nance of a schoolmaster (that is to say) one parcel in Hayme- 
wood, in the township of Llandrinio, then in the tenure or 
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occupation of Joseph Morgan; one other parcel in Treder- 
wen Feibion Gwnwas, then in the tenure and occupation 
of Evan Richards ; one other parcel in Trefnannau, two 
pieces in the townships of Collfryn and Trewylan, com- 
monly called Gwerne y Gorse, then in the tenure and 
occupation of Hugh Davies and John Jones ; one other parcel 
in Haulghton; one other parcel in Llannucheela; one other 
parcel in Rhysnant; one other parcel in Trederwen Vor; 
all which said parcels and premises were lying and being in 
the said manor or lordship of Deythur aforesaid, in the said 
county of Montgomery. It is witnessed that the said Andrew 
Newport thereby granted unto the said Francis Viscount 
Newport and others, and to their heirs, all and singular the 
said parcels of land and premises, and every part and parcel 
thereof, and the yearly rents and profits of the premises upon 
the several trusts, and to and for the several intents and 
purposes mentioned in the preceding recited indenture/' 

From the fact that from its foundation the master- 
ship of the school was held in conjunction with the 
chaplaincy of Holy Trinity, and that this was much 
the larger endowment, it would appear that it was on 
this ground that Richard Earl of Bradford, Lord of the 
Manor, entered, in 1706, into that "mischievous law- 
suit" (lites pemiciosas) with Mr. Richard Lyster of 
Penrhos, the representative of Hugh Derwas, the chief 
founder of the chapel, concerning the patronage, and, 
in spite of the foundation deed, succeeded in securing 
it ; and from that time the appointment has remained 
in the Lord of the Manor. 

By virtue ot the " Commons Enclosure Act for the 
Manor of Deytheur" in 1799, certain exchanges were 
made by the trustees, who transferred —

Bart., Lord of the Manor.

Besides this there is the Haughton Cottage in Llan- 
dysilio, and a charge of two pounds per annum on 
Penybryn Farm in Llanfechain. This is the " 40s. per 
annum out of Mr. Atkinson's land in Llanvechan" 
mentioned in MS. Book G. It had been withheld for 
some years by the late owner, Mr. Mucklestone ; but, 
on the purchase of the farm by Mr. Richard Lewis of 
Llansantffraid in 1870, it was at once acknowledged, 
and has been punctually paid. Another charge of two 
pounds, on the Trewylan estate, was refused many years 
ago by Mr. Davies, the owner, as stated in the Report of 
Charities 1837, and there were ten acres of land in 
the township of Trewylan which are believed to have 
belonged to the school ; but the hedges have been 
removed and the land lost. This was probably the 
" Gwernygors". 

The school-house was enlarged some twenty-five years 
ago by two new schoolrooms, a dining-hall, and three 
dormitories, providing accommodation for forty boarders 
and upwards of forty day-scholars, and it is in good 
order. 

The instruction has been given continuously in accord- 
ance with the founder's requirements, as is shown by 
the accompanying " Orders, Rules, and Ordinances'': — 

Orders, Bules, and Ordinances for the Government of the Free 
School at Deytheur in the County of Montgomery, 

1. All boys residing within the Manor of Deytheur, between 
the ages of six and twelve years, to be, on application to the 
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master, admitted ; but no pupil to remain in the school after the 
age of fourteen years without the sanction or permission of the 
master or visitor being obtained. 

2. Any pupil absenting himself from school without permission 
of the master to be expelled for the third offence, provided the 
master shall previously have admonished the parents or persons 
in charge of the boy, twice, in writing. 

3. Every pupil shall attend school on each Sabbath day at 
the hours appointed by the master, and afterwards in company 
with the master or usher attend Divine Service at Deytheur 
Chapel. 

4. The duties of every day shall begin and end with prayer, 
and every pupil shall be examined in the Church Catechism on 
each Sunday, and at least once besides during every week. 

5. The hours of attendance at the school to be as follows, viz. : 
in summer, from 8 to 11 in the morning and from 1 to 5 in the 
evening. In winter, from 9 to 12 in the morning and from 1 to 
4 in the evening. 

6. The holidays to be as follows, viz. : a month at Christmas, 
a fortnight at Midsummer, and a month at harvest tima 

7. The parents or persons in charge of each pupil shall ~ 
provide him with a book of Common Prayer, a Testament, and 
such other books, slates, etc., as the master shall consider 
necessary. 

8. The parents or persons in charge of the pupils shall send 
them to school clean and properly clothed in all respects, aud 
shall at all times submit them freely to proper chastisement. 
Any pupil who shall not pay due obedience to the orders of the 
master shall, after two written admonitions and notices of the 
same given to the parents, be expelled. 

9. The name, age, time of entrance, and daily attendance of 
every pupil shall be regularly registered by the master or usher 
in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, to be open for 
the inspection of the visitor. 

10. The parents or persons in charge of every pupil shall pay 
2s. 6d. for entrance, and 1*. annually at Michaelmas, for 
providing fire in the school-room. 

11. No pupil who has once been expelled from the school 
shall be re-admitted without the sanction of the patron and 
visitor and master being first obtained. 

12. A written report, containing an account of the number 
of pupils in the school, the expulsions, the name of any pupil 
who may have shewn more than ordinary ability, or been 
remarkable for good conduct, together with any other matter 
of interest or importance relating to the school, shall be drawn 
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up by the master and presented to the patron and visitor 
annually. A copy of these rules, affixed to a board, shall at 
all times hang in a conspicuous part of the school-room, and a 
copy shall also be given to the parents or persons in charge of 
every pupil on his first entrance. 

Given under the hand and seal of William Ormsby Gore, Esq., 
the patron and visitor of the said school, the 20th day of March, 

W. Ormsby Gore. 

The scholars have fluctuated considerably in numbers. 
In the days of Mr. Sheffield and Mr. Robinson they 
were very high, and may be found filling almost every 
vocation ; but of late they have gone down under 
special circumstances ; but the school is once more 
recovering its position. 

A New Draft Scheme, under the Intermediate Educa- 
tion Act ( Wales), has recently been put forth by the 
County Education Committee. It proposes to enlarge 
its scope to a certain extent, and subsidise it with £90 
per annum for five years ; but it overrides its founda- 
tion deed in the management and religious character of 
the school, and it deprives the tenants of the manor of 
the free education which they have hitherto enjoyed.

XVI. — Dissent. 



From wb&t has already been said of the Disputation 1 
held near the New Chapel in 1652, between Rector 
Griffiths and Vavasor Powell, it is evident that Inde- 
pendency had been introduced on the borders of the 
parish, and the Chapel at Sarney (in the parish of 
Guilsfield) may date back to that period. 

In 1663, October the 12th, the presentments made 
at the Great Sessions held at Llanfyllin include, 
" We p'sent William Penryn, esquier, and Gwen l*is wife

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for the like" (i.e., Popish Recusauts) ; and in 1 665, March 
12th, to the same effect, "The presentment of Edward 
Austen, one of the High Constables of the Hundred of 
Deythur: — I doe p'sent William Penrin, esq., and 
Gwen his wife, for not coming to church not for three 
months' time last past ; by me, Edward Austen." 1 
William Penrhyn was of Llandrinio Hall, but we fail 
to identify " Gwen his wife", as his first wife was Jane, 
daughter of Edward Wynne, and his second wife, in 
1664, Margaret, daughter of Sir William Thomas of 
Aber, and widow of Thomas Tannat of Abertanat. Mr. 
Penrhyn died in 1666, and we read of no further 
presentment of his widow. 

In 1675 Kees Humphreys, yeoman, and Richard 
Owen, yeoman, of this parish, were presented to the 
Grand Jury for " absenting themselves from the Parish 
Church for the space of one month, now last past, and 
long before, and are of the opinion, tenets and iudjments 
of Quakers".* The presentment was repeated in 1677 
" for not conforming to the Church of England", and in 
1682 R. H. is described as "a reputed Quaker". In 1676 
Richard Owen of Llandrinio was presented, and in 1681 
the wife of Richard Owen, deceased. In 1682 Ralph 
Thorn es " for entertaining of strangers and forreners", 
and in the following year, Evan John Morris, felt 
maker, and Lowry his wife. From this time we have 
no further reference to this sect in this parish. It had 
arisen, as Richard Daviesin his Autobiography tells us, 
by way of protest against the vagaries of the Inde- 
pendent and Anabaptist ministers of the Common- 
wealth, and it appears to have given occasion to " that 
law made in Oliver's days (on which he was himself 
imprisoned) that none were to speak to the priest or 
the preachers, neither at their worship nor coming nor 
going" (Autobiography, p. 25). The head-quarters of 
the sect were at Cloddie Cochion in Guilsfield, and 
Dolobran in Meifod; but it has long ago died out in this 
county.

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A religious census, preserved in MS. in the Salt 
Library, Stafford, for the year 1677, returns under 
" Llandrinio : Conformists 343, Papists 0, Noncon- 
formists 6". The curate-in-charge, in his report in 
1738, 1745, and 1753, returns " no Dissenters", and in 
the last adds, " no Meeting House of any kind." 

It was not until the present century that either of 
the two existing chapels were built. 

I. THE BAPTIST CHAPEL, SARNWEN. 

Of this I have been unable to obtain official informa- 
tion, but from inquiries on the spot I learn that it was 
built and presented, together with the cottage of which 
it forms the upper room, and a small burial-grouud 
and garden, by a Mr. Palmer of Shrewsbury, some 
seventy or eighty years ago, to the " Particular 
Baptists". It has no resident minister, but is one of 
several under Oswestry, and is dependent on casual 
supply. Indeed it is said to be served in turn by 
members of almost every denomination. When full it 
will accommodate about eighty; the actual members 
are three or four. There was, and still is, but now 
filled in, a baptistry in the chapel yard, in which three 
burials have also taken place. 

II. PRIMITIVE METHODIST CHAPEL, RHOS COMMON. 

This chapel was built in 1 835 on a piece of ground 
purchased of a Mr. John Pugh of Llandrinio for two 
pounds, and was then under the Oswestry circuit, of 
which the Rev. It. Cordingley was superintendent. 
It was enlarged in 1858, and is now one of the eleven 
chapels in the Llanymynech circuit, of which the Rev. 
W. Perry of Pant is the minister. The building is 
about 30 ft. by 18 ft, and is seated with pews and 
benches, and may accommodate sixty or seventy. The 
number of members is ten to twelve. 
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XVII. — A Century op Old Wills and Adminis- 
trations, 1563-1658. 

The study of old wills will seem to many a dry and 
uninteresting subject. They may be ready to read 
about the men and the habits and ways of to-day — 
these concern them closely ; but what concern have we 
now in those who lived three centuries ago ? Their 
ways were different to ours, their very thoughts ran in 
other grooves. We are not sure that we can recognise 
them, their names are so strung together of " aps", 
their homes are only indicated by the township in which 
they lived. It is only weariness and lost labour. And 
yet we cannot fully understand our own days, our 
advantages, our privileges and responsibilities, without 
knowing something of those who nad gone before, and 
of the difficulties through which they in their day 
added something to the fund of general progress and 
well-being. Besides this, old wills are for us, at least 
in Llandrinio, practically the only helps surviving to 
enable us to reconstruct the parochical history from 1560 
to 1660. An occasional reference to some parishioner 
in the County Jury Lists, and a few names of persons 
and places in the Terrier of 1630 (p. 63), do indeed 
occur ; but it is only from the wills that we can learn 
anything as to their family and surroundings. But, 
indeed, it is, after all, by no means unimportant or un- 
interesting to read of the ways and means of those 
who lived here before us — three hundred years ago, and 
down to the time when our parish registers begin. 
People may not care whether it was £5 or 5s. that 
testators chose to leave to their friends or relatives then ; 
but it tells us much of the simple ways of times when 
money was scarce and nature as ever bountiful, when 
we read of Lawrence Austin bequeathing to his eldest 
daughter Mary "all such brasse and pewter as was 
her mothers and one feather bed" ; to his sister Eliza- 
beths five children each a weanling calf; to another 
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niece a yearling heifer ; and to his own wife Jane £40 
payable to me by Matthew Goch my brother-in-law 
now present and by him confessed from one John 
Baker gent, about Midsummer next" : which said 
John Baker, we learn from another will (Thomas ap 
Ievan, 1610) was of Mardy. So, too, when William 
Cadwalader, a leading landowner in the parish, makes 
dispositions of many lands which he died possessed of, 
we find him bequeathing to "Marrett verch Cadwalader, 
his sister £3, with a further provision yearly for life of 
3 bushels of rye, Poole measure"; and to John ap 
Humphrey, nephew, " my best brasse pott, which I had 
of my ffather." Again, Hugh Penryn mentions u a 
bedstead of joiner work which cost 455. 8d", and must 
have been very handsome, " one great red brasse pan, 
one lesser, one great brasse pot cost 285., one lesser 
cost 15«., which he gave to his niece Mary Lloyd." 
These and similar details will be found in the case of 
seven of the many wills at Somerset House, in vol. 
xxiv of the Montgomeryshire Collections, pp. 25 seqq. 
Many other wills and administrations are preserved in 
the Diocesan Registry. In the following extracts, derived 
from both these sources I have limited myself to such 
items as may serve to elucidate the history of families 
or the devolution of property.

XVIII. — Old Houses and Familibs. 

Two centuries ago most of the old Houses were 
occupied by their owners, and there were many small, 
and one or two considerable, estates ; but that has now 
all been changed. Properties have become amalgamated, 
or estranged, and there are only about half a dozen 
resident owners of any kind, and' only one of more than 
thirty acres. Three, however, of the non-resident trace 
back, through female lines, for three hundred years, 
and they represent the chief families of that time, viz., 
Lord Harlech, Major Wingfield, and the Rev. W. C. E. 
Kynaston. 

PENRHOS. 

This picturesque, but ruinous, old timbered house was 
the chief seat of the Derwases ; an important family, 
descended from Sir Gruffydd Vychan, Knight banneret, 
of Broniarth, whose great-great-grandson, John ap 
Owen ap Gruffydd ap Rinallt ap Sir Gruffydd Vychan, 
was the first in this branch to adopt the surname of 
Derwas. The house has evidently been built at different 
intervals. A date, "160 7," upon a loose board, attached 
to the north front, must have been removed on the 
occasion of some alterations to its present position, and 
it corresponds with the character of the south front, 
which must, in that case, have been erected by Richard 
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Derwas, son of the above " John ap Owen alias Derwas", 
and escheator for the county of Montgomery. Another 
date carved on the north front has also initials to identify 
it, " 1651. W. D. C. 0.", i.e., 1651. Willielmus Derwas 
confecit opus (William Derwas completed this work in 
1651). William was the grandson of Richard Derwas 
and father of Hugh Derwas, the last male owner of that 
name, and his wife was Mary, daughter of Humphrey 
Lloyd, of Coed Deuddwr (now Coedmawr). The south 
front was much less picturesque than the north ; but it 
was bright and sunny and looked out on a well laid 
out garden, enclosed by a sunk fence, and surrounded 
by ponds and ornamental grounds. The north face has 
four gables, the central one of the older portion being 
over the projecting open porch. From the gable above 
there stands out a strong beam to support some object 
which is not apparent. The windows are fairly large 
and the mullions of oak. The beams throughout are 
massive and of heart of oak ; in the house they are 
chamfered and moulded, and the principal room is wain- 
scotted. The whole is surrounded by a well-timbered 
park. 

Hugh Derwas, dying in 1698 without male issue, left 
two daughters co-heiresses, the elder of whom, Eliza- 
beth, conveyed the estate, in 1703, by marriage to 
Richard Lyster, Esq., of Moynes Court, Monmouthshire, 
and Rowton Castle, Salop ; and their only child, Eliza- 
beth Lyster, married the Rev. Lewis Owen, Rector of 
Wexham, Vicar of Barking, and Comportioner of Llan- 
sannan, the youngest son of Sir Robert Owen of Pork- 
ington and Clenenney, a descendant of the famous 
Royalist Sir John Owen. Their son, John Owen, the 
last surviving grandson of Sir Robert, dying unmarried 
in 1823, bequeathed his property to his cousin Mary 
Jane Ormsby-Gore, the mother of the late and the 
present Lords Harlech. Since Mr. Owen's death the 
old Hall has only been partially occupied ; and it is 
now tenanted by cottagers and is fast falling into 
decay.

LLANDRINIO HALL. 

This house was built at the end of the seventeenth 
century by Walter Clopton, who had married Sarah, the 
heiress of the Penrhyns of Llandrinio and Rhysnant, 1

and was occupied by three generations of the family till 
the death of Clopton Prhys in 1 800. The following year, 
the property being involved in debt, this portion was 
sold, with the exception of the Pinfold, to Mr. John 
Bill, and again by his son-in-law, Dr. Cother, about 
1841, to the trustees of Mr. Peel of Brynypys, who is 
the present owner. Of the older Hall which preceded 
it we have no tradition or record, but its owners we 
can trace back to 1589 when, on the death of Hum- 
phrey ap John Goch, it passed to his son, Evan ap 
Humphrey, whose daughter and heiress, Ales, married 
William Penrhyn of Rhysnant, sheriff of the county in 
1604. Their daughter and heiress, Sarah Penrhyn, 
carried it by marriage to Walter Clopton, second son 
of Walter Clopton, Esq., of Kent well Hall, Suffolk, and 
nephew of Bishop Barrow, in whose house, Argoed, in 
the parish of Mold, Isaac Clopton, their son and heir, 
was born in 1678. 1 Isaac Clopton married twice : first, 



Grandcourt was given lands in Suffolk, and created Lord of Clopton, 
so his son dropped the French name and was known as Walter 
Clopton. The pictures at Khysnant are all Cloptons, and came from 
Kent well Hall, a beautiful place in Suffolk, which passed by marriage 
from the Valences to the Cloptons at the end of the fourteenth 
century."

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Anne, daughter of Sir John South, and Maid of Honour 
to Queen Anne, 1 and secondly, Letitia Lacon of West 
Coppy, in Shropshire. By his first wife he had five 
children, but the two sons, Walter and Thomas, having 
died in infancy, he was succeeded in the property by his 
daughter, Anne Clopton, who married the Rev. Richard 
Price, M.A., Curate of Llandysilio, and in 1733 of 
Llandrinio, of the family of that name who had been 
living at the Cil in Meifod from 1590, and retained 
possession of it till about ten years ago. Their son, 
Clopton Prhys, left an only daughter, Margaret, who 
married in 1799 the Rev. Rowland Wingfield, M.A., 
Canon of St. Asaph and Vicar of Rhuabon, the third 
son of Rowland Wingfield 2 of Onslow. Canon Wingfield 
was succeeded in 1842 by his son, Major Clopton Lewis 
Wingfield, and he in 1846 by Walter Clopton Wing- 
field, Major in the 1st Dragoon Guards, the tenth Walter 
Clopton and present owner. 

Mr. John Bill, who purchased the Hall from Canon 
Wingfield, is said to have made his fortune in London. 
There was a family of the name in the parish from 1 760 ; 
but whether he was, as is not unlikely, a member of 
that family or of another connection, I cannot say. He 
occupied the Hall till his death, which took place at 
Gloucester, the 25th of August 1831, at the age of 77. 
Besides the Hall, he had purchased The Rhos, Penthryn, 
and the farm in Trederwen, known as Bills Bytake 
(now held by Mr. Morgan), all of which were conveyed 
by the marriage of his elder daughter, Mary Eliza fell, 
to William Cother, M.D., of Bath, and sold by him about 
the year 1841 to the trustees of Mr. Peel. From this time 
it hah been occupied by tenants, the present one being 
Mr. Lewis Brown Whittingham, who at the same time 
holds the tenancy of the Hendre Farm, and is the

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owner and occupier of the New Hall, and the largest 
fanner in the parish. 

Mr. Edmund Peel, who is the largest landowner, is 
the son of the Rev. Charles Wicksted Ethelston, M.A., 
Rector of Uplyme, Dorset, by Anne, daughter and 
heiress of Robert Peel, Esq., of Wallington Hall, Norfolk, 
cousin of the eminent statesman, Sir Robert PeeL He 
was born at Uplyme Rectory, March 26th, 1826, edu- 
cated at Eton and Christ Church, Oxford; married 
first, August 1854, Anna Maria, daughter of Sir J. 
Hesketb Lethbridge, Bart. ; second, February 1st, 1866, 
Henrietta Margaret, daughter of Sir Hugh Williams, 
Bart., of Bodelwyddan. He succeeded to the estates 
March 26th, 1851, and assumed the surname of Peel 
instead of Ethelston. He is a magistrate for the 
counties of Flint, Denbigh, Salop, and Montgomery, 
and has served the office of High Sheriff for Flintshire 
and Montgomeryshire. His son and heir, Hugh 
Edmund Ethelston Peel, married in 1892 Gladys, 
daughter of Major Rowley-Con wy of Bodrhyddan. 

Mr. Peel's property in the parish also includes, 
besides the Hall, The Rhos, Penthryn, and the By- 
take, purchased from Mr. Bill ; Trederwen Hall and 
farm, Haimwood Farm and the Haime and Cym- 
merau Farms from the D. of Cleveland in 1823, 
and the Hendre from the Rev. T. N. Pemberton about 
1860. 

There were other branches of this family in the 
parish, but it is difficult to allocate them. In the 
Terrier of 1630 three names occur, John, Edward, and 
William, as owning or occupying lands intermixed with 
the Glebe. Of them we have the will of John Penrhyn 
(p. 244), who must have died an old man, as both his 
sons predeceased him. He was probably one of the 
sons of Geffrey Penrhyn (Will 1571, p. 239). His " late 
son, Humphrey Penrhyn, clerk", was probably 
u Humphredus Penrhyn, pleb. fil.", admitted to Jesus 
College, Oxford, in 1815, etatis 20, and Vicar of Welsh- 
pool, 1626-1632.

TKEDERWfiN HOUSE. 

This half-timbered house is in many ways interesting. 
It stands on the Arddlin bank, facing south, and over- 
looking the vale of the Severn, where the Guilsfield 
valley opens into it ; and it has in the foreground the 
ran^e of the Long Mountain, with the precipitous 
Breiddin to the east. It is exactly on the borders of 
the manors of Deytheur and Tirymynech and of the 
parishes of Llandrinio and Guilsfield; the division 
passing right through the kitchen and giving the east 
or timbered portion to Llandrinio, and the west, which 
has been renovated and plastered over in the last century, 
to Guilsfield, so that it could be accurately described as 
of either manor, or of either of the two parishes. There 
are no records to show for certain by whom it was built, 
or by what family it was occupied ; but we conclude, 
from certain inferences, that it was a family of the 
name of Griffiths. There were, indeed, two families of 
some importance living in Trederwen township in the 

vol. xxvni. s 
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seventeenth century — the Griffiths and the Vaughans — 
and they intermarried in the middle of the century ; 
but the evidence, such as it is, inclines to the former. 
The date of its erection appears to belong to the six- 
teenth century, and some details of the ornamentation 
correspond, on a small scale, to those on the fine old 
timbered mansion of Alderman Richard Owen, in the 
Market Square in Shrewsbury, which bears the date 
1592 ; and we find that one Roger ap Griffith of this

house married Martha Lloyd of Llai, a granddaughter 
of Alderman Owen. A notice of this family is given in 
Lewis Dwnn's Montgomeryshire Pedigrees, p. 97, under 
"Tir y Mynych, Cegidva" (i.e., Guilsfield), thus :— 

"Roger ap Griffith, gent, ap Evan ap Griffith ap 
Deio ap Ierworth. Rose vrch Griffith married Thomas 
Da vies of Little Haine. 

"Their mother was Elizabeth, vrch John David of 
Welsh Poole. Her mother was Catherin, vrch David 
ap Bedo ap Meyrick Cwch.

HISTORY OF THE PARISH OF LLANDRINIO. 263 



LLWYN. 

This is an interesting half-timbered house, standing, 
as its name implies, in " a wood", on the southern slope 
of the hill, near Penrhos, and not far from the old Hail. 
It dates back to the end of the sixteenth, or the early 
part of the seventeenth century, and was the mansion 
of a branch of the Derwases. In the year 1602 it ap-

pears to have been the residence of Hugh Derwas (the 
brother of Richard Derwas, the builder of the Penrhos 
Hall), against whom John Baker laid a complaint in 
the Court of Exchequer " that he had forcibly entered 
his close called ' Merdimore', digging a ditch and de- 
pasturing cattle thereon," 44 Eliz. Another Hugh 
Derwas, the co-founder of the Chapel of the Holy 
Trinity, may also have lived here at a later date, as he 
charged upon it his endowment of £8. As the earlier 
registers state only the township in which people lived 
or died, it is impossible now to say how long it con- 
tinued to be a family residence ; but it has ceased to be 
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such for more than a century. It is a good specimen 
of the ordinary mansions of the period. 

THE MARDY. 

The name of this house imports that it was a place 
in former times of no little importance in the civil 
economy of the Commote or Manor. It was the resi- 
dence of the " Maer", or Bailiff, whose duty it was to 
oversee the villeins or husbandmen in the vills of the 
manor, and it continued to be the property of the Lord 
of the Manor until 1825, when it was sold to Mr.

Thomas Kempster, in whose family it remains. The 
present house was built early in the last century, 
and was the residence of a family named Baker, but 
they appear to have lived here long before that. As 
early as 1597 we have the administration of the will 
of Mary Baker, granted to her son, John Baker, and in 
1602 John Baker enters a plaint in the Exchequer 
against Hugh Derwas, for having entered forcibly into 
his close called " Merdimore" : the timber outbuildings 
correspond with that date. At the end of the follow- 
ing century, John Baker, described as of Hanwood, 
married Jane, the daughter of Roger Higgins, and of 
their three sons, Roger the eldest is given as " of Salop", 
and married Elizabeth, daughter of William Webb, 
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while the second son, John Baker, is described "of 
Mardy", and married Anne, daughter of Francis 
Charlton, Esq. He was, most likely, the builder of the 
present house. There were formerly ornamental 
grounds about it. 

GWERNOWDDY. 

Before the recent alterations this was a quaint and 
interesting half-timbered house, covered with a straw 
thatch, with the great timber barn thatched in the 
same way. In the beginning of the seventeenth cen- 
tury its owner, and probable builder, was William ap 
Guttin ap Howel, whose son, Thomas ap William, is 
mentioned in the Terrier of 1630 : he died in 1674, 
and his daughter, Margaret, became the wife of Richard 
Derwas of Penthryn. Another daughter probably 
married Humphrey Jones, whose daughter, Catherine, 
was buried in 1 71 1. In 1 734, Vaughan of Gwernowddy, 
gent., is mentioned in the Terrier as having lands ad- 
joining the glebe parcels on Maes yr Hendre, and the 
same name recurs in that of 1748. 

The Terrier of 1774 mentions Mrs. Evans of Cefndu 
as having lands adjoining the glebe in Dol y Milgi 
and Maes yr Hendre. 

In 1787 it belonged to the Rev. David Evans, Rector 
of Llanymynech and Canon of St. Asaph, a son ap- 
parently of the above. The Guilsfield Register has 
" 170f David fil. David Evans de Llanerchrochwel 
yoman et Ann® uxoris baptisatus fuit 23° die Feb- 
ruarii", and he died in 1787, aged 83. There is a 
monumental tablet to his memory in Llangynyw 
Church. 

In 1799, Elizabeth Evans owned it, according to the 
Enclosure of the Commons. From her it passed to a 
niece, Miss Williams, one of three coheiresses, who 
married Mr. Vaughan of Penmaendyfi, whose son, John 
Vaughan, married a daughter of Rice Price, Esq., of 
Brynybwa in Meifod, third son of Pryse Pryse, Esq., 
M.P., and, having no issue, left it to his godson, John 
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Pugh Vaughan Price, Esq., of Bwlchbychan, Cardigan- 
shire, who sold it in 1891 to Mr. John Owen Davies, 
the tenant and the present owner. 

THE NEW HALL. 

" Plas Newydd", i.e. the " New Hair, was so called to 
distinguish it, not from Llandrinio Hall or from the 
Hendre (the Old Vill) as might be supposed, but from 
the Rectory on the opposite side of the churchyard, 
which is called in the Register of 1683 the " Henblas", 
i.e. the " Old Hall." It is an old timbered house, com- 
pacted of strong oak beams, but faced with brick early 
in the last century. The owner, in 1630, must have 
been, from the evidence of the Terrier, Thomas ap 
Ieuan, and he was probably the second son of Ieuan ap 
David ap Ieuan, whose will was proved 25th June 1571 
(page 239 supra). In 1683 it belonged to Robert 
Evans, gent., the son or grandson of the former. His 
son, William Evans, in 1686 married at Oswestry 
Susannah Owen, and dying in 1717, was succeeded by 
his eldest surviving son, William Evans, born in 1694 
and buried in 1748, who in 1740 married Mary Peu- 
ryn, but appears to have left no male issue, as the 
owner in 1756 was the Rev. Mr. Evans, one of his two 
younger brothers, Thomas, born in 1697, or John, 
baptised the following year, and he, too, seems to have 
left no son, for in 1774 the Terrier mentions Mr. 
Richard Rocke as the owner. Whether he obtained it 
by purchase or by inheritance does not appear. He 
was High Sheriff in 1786, and his grandfather, of 
Trefnanney, had married in 1722 as his third wife, 
Mary Evans of Llandrinio, the sister probably of the 
last William Evans. From the Rockes it passed to Mr. 
Pemberton, and he left it to his godson, Mr. Charles 
Childe of Kinlet, who assumed the additional name of 
Pemberton. In 1820 it was Mr. Thomas Pemberton; 
and in 1840 the Rev. Robert Norgrave Pemberton of 
Millichope Hall, Rector of Condover and Church Stret- 
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ton. From the Pembertonsit was purchased, c. 1860, 
by Mr. Thomas Whittingham, whose eldest son, Mr. 
Lewis Browne Whittingham, of the Hall, is the present 
proprietor. 

The property before its dispersion comprised (in 
addition to New Hall) the Hendre, Penthryn, and Mr. 
Bromley's farm in Haimwood. The memorial brass in 
the church to Mr. William Evans describes him as 
" interred with his ancestors", and is surmounted by a 
shield of arms ; a cross patonce between four lozenges, 
shows the family to have been from the same stock as 
the Evanses of Criccieth Hall. 

CYMMERAU, "THE BOAT OF CAMERAR". 

This name is self-descriptive, and signifies the 
" conflux", or junction of the two rivers, the Severn 
and the Vyrnwy. It must always have been a place of 
some note, as having been the lowest point, or ferry, 
by which the Severn could be crossed in this parish and 
county. A causeway, or narrow paved road, sufficient 
for pedestrians and pack-horses, led to it from the 
upper end of the parish, down by the post-office and 
the church, a portion of which was taken up by the 
father of the present tenant of Haimwood Farm as being 
an obstacle to the cultivation of the ground, ana 
another portion may still be seen exposed on the lawn 
in front of the Hall. Another way of access was from 
Haughton in Llandysilio, and there still remains a right 
of way to within a short distance. The ferry, however, 
practically ceased to be used after the erection of the 
bridge at Llandrinio in 1775. But the place being 
remote, and on the borders of two counties, long con- 
tinued to be a rendezvous of rough characters, and the 
large number of bargemen, who in those days plied 
their boats on the river down to Bristol, added not a 
few of the same type. The cockpit may still be seen 
between the house and the river. 

This is evidently the place intended by the " Boat 
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of Camerar", in the orders drawn up by certain Commis- 
sioners appointed by Queen Elizabeth in the 1 7th year 
of her reign, to " survey and amend the sewers, etc., of 
the river Severn, within the county of Salop". The 
Commissioners were Sir Henry Sidney, Lord Presi- 
dent of the Marches of Wales, Sir Andrew Corbet, 1 Sir 
John Throgmorton, 2 William Gerard, 8 William Leigh- 
ton, 4 William Fowler, 6 Walter Leveson, 6 Thomas 
Powell, 7 Robert Needham, 8 Rowland Lacon, 9 Wil- 
liam Gratwood, 10 Simon Kemsye, 11 and Richard Lea, 12 
Esquires. 

On the 24th of March that year (1575), sitting at 
Shrewsbury, they presented the names of the weirs

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and staking8 which stop the course of the river Severn, 
and are noisome and dangerous to all passengers on the 
same " with floates of wood, cobles, barges, or owes, 
and the names of the owners of the weirs and stakings." 

The weirs enumerated are twenty-eight in number, 
and they begin with : " (1) Hay Weir at Melverley, 
Edward Leighton, Esq." 1 (two or three miles lower down 
the river) ; (2) Shrawardine Parva, Henry Deyes and 
Roger Deyes ; (3) Montford, Thomas Bromley, Esq., 2 
Solicitor General", and so on to " (28) Dowles Weir, Sir 
George Blunt, 8 and William Hill, gent/' 4 

They issued the following orders, which throw much 
light on the ancient lights of fishing and navigation of 
the river : — 

" 1. That the owners of the different weirs between the place 
called " The Boat of Camerar" and Bewdley 6 shall, before the 
last day of March next, leave 50 ft. in width of clean water in 
the deepest part of the river for the " ballengers" [vessels with 
sails], vessels, and boats to pass up and down, and remove the 
willows and other trees, stakes, eta, on the sides of the boylets 
of the said weirs. 

" 2. That John Beest, gent, shall tarn the river into its 
former coarse at Cronchill Boylet. 

" 3. That the hedges of the weirs or boylets, and the hedges 
at the mouths of each, shall not be more than 3 ft in height 
above the ground. 

" 4* That all stakings, stakes, piles, hooks, engines, fences, 
" fishergarths" [places formed at the sides of rivers to secure 
fishes, that they may be more easily caught], locks, and other 
unuoyances and letts [impediments], upoa the water side, shall 
be pulled up by the owners.

" 6. That the mariners, bargemen, boatmen, fishermen, and 
haylers (haulers) of the ballengers, etc., shall have and enjoy 
the foot-ways and line-ways on both sides of the river, and 
the necessary bridges over the ditches, and stiles over the 
hedges. 

"7. That all persons claiming any trees or wood now lying 
in the stream shall remove them and any things which stop the 
watercourse or gather the gravel. 

" 8. That all weirs erected within the last fifty years shall be 
removed by the owners at their own cost 

" 9. That certain alterations, minutely specified, shall be made 
at the weir above Buildwas Bridge, right against the mansion 
house of the dissolved monastery. 

" 10. That the mouths of the five weirs below Buildwas 
Bridge, viz., Benthall Weir, etc., shall be widened by the 
owners at their own cost. 

" 11. That whereas James Clifford, esquire, has made a ' coal 
deify or coal-pit, in his lordship of Broseley, at a place called 
Tuckeyes, and cast all the rubbish, stones, and earth into the 
deepest part of the river Severn, he shall remove the same at 
his own cost." 1 



XIX. — Nomenclature. 



Although the language is now entirely English, all 
the old local names are Welsh, and Welsh names are 
always descriptive, denoting some feature, natural or 
artificial, or else handing down some tradition of which 
the history is lost, and so illustrating in an indirect 
way the forgotten story of the past. Applying this 
test to the topography of the parish, we find some un-

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suspected sources of information. Thus, take the town- 
ships or civil divisions of the parish, and we have (1) 
" Llandrinio", the church township, carrying us back to 
the British founder, St. Trinio, in the sixth century, 
long before the dedication to St. Peter; (2) "Treder- 
wen", or as it was formerly and more correctly written, 
" Tredderwen, the Oak Township", belonging to "the 
Sons of Gwnwas," a family not elsewhere commemorated ; 
(3) •' Penthryn", the promontory or headland, formerly 
divided into P. fawr and P. vechan — the greater and 
the less — corresponding to the two spurs that run down 
its northern and southern sides ; (4) " Llanerchkila", 
the fair glade in the recesses of the hill, with which 
may be compared the adjoining Gwernyciliau, or marshy 
ground near the same. Passing to the lesser divisions 
of farms and fields, we have not only " Gwerns" in 
abundance, testifying to the swampy grounds covered 
by the flood-waters before the rivers had channelled 
themselves deeper courses, such as Gwernygo, Gwerny- 
batto, Gwernowddy, Cae Gwernog ; but also the 
" Rhos", indicative of the drier moorlands. Then we 
find the processes of agriculture converting the open 
lands, i4 Maes" y Han, Maes y Groes, etc., into enclosed 
fields, " Caeau" ; into meadows, confined by earth-banks 
for hay, "Gweir-glawdd" ; into well-tilled ground, Tir, 
t6g, and its produce in "Bara Gwyn" white bread. 
We have the Steward, or Bailiff, who supervised the 
labourers, in the "Maer dy" ; the cultivation of flax in 
the "Arddlin", or Flax-garden, as also its application in 
the later English, "Weaver's place". We have the roads 
by which successive peoples have traversed it, in the 
" Sarnwen", or fair Causeway, that led thence towards 
the Church, and the Ford, and the Cymmerau ; and in 
the "RyaT or "Rhewl"(yr Heol), the Street, which 
crossed it from north to south ; the old mansions, "Hen- 
bias" and " Hendre", and the once New Hall, " Plas 
Newydd" ; the " wood", that has been swept away, in 
" Llwyncoch" ; the popular coursing, in " Dol y MUgi", 
the greyhounds' mead ; the moping " Owl" has his 
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meadow in " Gweirglodd y Dylluan", and the playful 
lamb in "Troed yr Oen". The higher ground is de- 
picted in the " ridge" of " Cefn Llenydd", and the 
banks, natural and artificial, in the three "Belans". 
The water-courses are defined in the " Rhysnant" 
(perhaps " Rhosnant", or brook of the Rhos), in the 
mouth of the Gwifer brook at Aber Wilkin, in the dry 
bed of the Sychpool, and in the confluence of the two 
rivers at the Cymmerau. And it may not be amiss to 
add the witness borne by the names of Public Houses 
(which are English) to physical, commercial, and social 
traits : the " Ark", ominous of floods ; the " Boat" (no 
longer such) but still telling of the former traffic on the 
river ; the " Horse Shoe", bearing witness to the staple 
interests of the parish ; and the " Punchbowl'', sug- 
gestive of the friendly feeling with which the traveller 
regards himself, rather than the beast who bears the 
toil and does the work. 



TOPOGRAPHICON. 

Aber WxUdn, on Gwernygo land, near the entrance of the 

Gwifer brook into the Severn. 
Arddlin, the " Flax-garden" or " Hempyard", a hamlet partly 

in the township of Trederwen, in this parish, and partly in 

Guilsfield parish. There were other nempyards formerly 

near the Rectory, and in Haimwood. 
Argy. — That which "closes in", i.e., the river embankment 

erected under the Commons' Enclosure Act in 1799. 
Ark, The, a small wayside inn, between Arddlin and Pool Quay, 

on the land flooded by the Bele Brook. The name is 

significant, and occurs elsewhere in similar places, as in 

Melverley. 
Bagley's Lane. — So called from the builder of the new cottages 

in it. 
Bclan, a bank, natural or artificial ; there were three : 

1. The Castle Bank (Domen y Castell), on the glebe land. 

2. A mound, where Offa's Dyke crossed the old course 
of the Bele. 

3. Between Mardy Bridge and the Arddlin. 
Bell, The, a wayside inn near Mardy Bridge. 
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Bigg' 8 Leasowe, on the Haini Farm, named after a former owner. 

Birdir, Maes y, an open field adjoining Cedar Cottage. 

Boat House, The, near Llandrinio Bridge, formerly an Inn much 
frequented by the boatmen of the Severn ; later, a Tontine 
Club, notorious for its drunkenness and rioting. My in- 
formant had seen three sets of men drunk and fighting in 
their shirt sleeves during the time of divine service on 
Sunday, between the Bridge and the New Hall Grate. It 
has for some years now been a quiet farm house. 

This was the " Mr. Penrhyn's Ferry House", of an old 
record. It took its name from " The Boat" that used to 
come up from Bridgnorth after the fairs and markets had 
ceased, and carry away the local produce. 

Boat land, the field in the elbow above the Bridge. 

Bote of Camerar. See Cymraerau, supra, p. 267. 

Breiddwn, a meadow between the Ark and Rheteskyn or Tuskyn. 

Bridge field, near the bridge that used to cross the Sychpool at 
the Mount before the Argy was erected. 

Burnt House field near Penthryn Cottage. 

Cae, an enclosed field, as distinguished from " Maes", an open 
field. Many so called from some feature — Mawr, bach, 
gwyn, llwyd crwn ; or from their owners, Bennett, Colborn, 
Nevill or Nevitt, Doctor, Parson.

Myrh in Enclosure, 1799. 

Common field occurs frequently, and represents the condition 
before the Enclosures Act. 

Crosswood, New, also called the Crabtree. For Earthwork, cf.

Crown, formerly a Public House near Rhos Common. 

Cymmerau, the Boat of Camerar. See p. 267. 

Deytheur, properly Deuddwr, the district between the Severn 
and the Vyrnwy. It was one of the three Commotes of 
Cantref Ystlic,and passing by cession and not by conquest, 
it remained an undivided Manor. The name is found in 
many forms, e.g., Dendour, Dendor, Deodor, Deother, Dyth- 
oar, Dayddwr, Doythur, Dithour, Dithor, and Dither. 
These are enumerated in the Title Deeds of the Mardy. 

Dol y Milgi, the Greyhounds' Meadow, between New Hall and

Dolly, i.e., Dolydd, other adjoining pieces. 

Domen, a moated mound. . (I) On the Rectory Glebe. (2) Iu

Dylluan, Gweirglodd y, i.e., The Owls' Meadow ; across the road, 
nearly opposite the Hall. 

Fetches Gay, in a bend of the river on Gwernygo land. 
Flash. — 1. On Coppice Farm. 2. On the Hairae. 
Flem. — The mill race at Mardy. 
Frog Meadow, near Hendre, Penrhos. 

Garth Biniwn. — Probably Gardd Bennion, near the Dolydd. 
Gilfach fealis. — Probably the sweat or pleasant (felys) nook on 

Mardy Farm. 
Gilfach disni, adjoining the same. 
Gorsty field. — Probably y cors du, i.e., the Black Bog, on 

Hendre Penrhos. 
Grange, the Rev. W. C. E. Kynaston's farm at Arddlin. 
Givern, a swamp where alders grow. 
Gwernowddy, also written Gwernowddyn, and in this form a 

personal name like Llan Owddyn. See p. 265. 
Gwernybatto, also Gwernybattwm ; from " bating" or " beting", 

to pare and burn the surface of poor land : compare the 

word " peat". 
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Gwernygo.— Either from " gog", the cuckoo, or " gof \ a smith ; 

belonged formerly to the Temples. 
Gwlfer, the brook that runs from Gwernygo to the Severn. 

Haim. — Haime, Hayme, Rhaym (Yr Haym), and Haimwood, 
embraces the district within the Severn, the Vyrnwy, and 
the Sychpool. The name is of uncertain origin and mean- 
ing, but may be compared with the u Hem" in Westbury, 
and the Hem in Forden. 

Henblas, the Old Hall, as the Rectory was called in the Terrier 
ofl68f. 

Hendre, the old Vill or Mansion, formerly a part of the New 
Hall Estate, but sold by the Rev. T. Norgrave Pemberton 
to Mr. Edmund Peel. The house is half-timbered, and has 
been much larger than it is now. 

Hole, The, i.e., Cae Howel, a small farm at Arddlin. 

Idle Lane leads from the Bridge to Haughton. It appears to 
be a corruption of some Welsh name. 

Llwyn, a wood ; the name of a farm on the Penrhos estate of 
* Lord Harlech. See p. 263. 

Llwyn Cock, also Llwyn Coll, between the Post Office and 
Cedar Cottage. Coch = red and Coll = Hayels have 
become confused; the latter is the more likely form. 

Loxdales, a field on the Haim, apparently from an owner. 

Maes, an open field or plain ; pi. Meusydd.

Squire's Field. — (1) On the Haim ; (2) in Trederwen Farm 
(Jones). 

Sych Pool (Sych bwll), the dried bed of the channel that formerly 
joined the Severn and the Vyrnwy. 

Tit teg , fair or cultivated land, the corrector name of the Pin- 
fold. It is a portion of the old Penrhyn property, and still 
belongs to Major Wingfield. 

Toll-bar Cottage. — (1) At Llandrinio; (2) at Arddlin, now re- 
moved. 

Trederwen, the Oak township, formerly the possession of the 
sons of Gwnwas. 

Trederwen Hall belonged to the Lord of the Manor down to 
1823, when it was sold by the Earl of Darlington to the 
trustees of Mr. Peel, the present owner; it is occupied 
by Mr. Richard Morgan. 
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Tredertoen Farm, an adjoining farm on the same property 
occupied by Mr. R. Jones. 

Trederwen Farm, occupied by Mr. John Davies, the property of 
Messrs. Bebb. In 1840 it was owned by Mr. John Eddowes 
Bowman, father of the late eminent surgeon, Sir William 
Bowman, Bart., F.R.S., and grandfather of Sir William 
Paget Bowman, Bart., the Secretary of that beneficent 
institution, the Corporation of the Sons of the Clergy. 

Troed yr Oen, the Lamb's Foot, on the Nathe holding. 

Trowscoed, the wood of the Ford or Crossing ; the large field 
before Hanghton Farm. 

Ty cock, Red House, now called the Rhyal. 

Weavers* Place, the cottage between Rhosfach and Greenfield. 
Wells. — (1) Arddlin, reputed a Holy Well ; formerly between 
the Grange and the Canal Bridge ; has been closed. 

(2) Bennion's (Ffynnon Margaret Bennion) between the 
Mardy and Rhysnant 

(3) Nicholas', on Trederwen (Davies) Farm ; at one time 
in much repute for its healing virtues and never-failing 
supply. It has of late been diverted to the supply of the 
house.

16 p. (more or less), situate at the Haim Wood . . . now in the 
several occupations of Thomas Price, John Richards, Eleanor Rogers, 
Richard Mellington, Eleanor Drayton and Jane Smith." 

This Lot comprised three-fourths of the whole of the Haim wood, 
including the Farms of the Cymmerau, Haim wood, the Haim and the 
Bytake (the remainder belougiug to Mr. Pemberton), and is now the 
property of Mr. Peel of Brynypys. # 

Lot II. — "Two Dwelling Houses with Outbuildings in good repair, 
and Arable, Meadow and Pasture Land, containing by admeasure- 
ment 136 a. 3 r. 27 p. (more or less), situate in the Townships of 
Llandrinio and Haughton, in the Parishes of Llandrinio and Llandy- 
silio, now in the occupation of Messrs. Evan and Heury Davies." 

This includes Haughton Farm and Sychpool (Jones); now the 
property of Mr. Boydell Croxon. 

Lot III. — " Rhandregynwen Farm, bounded on the north by the 
river Virniew, and consisting of a Farm House with extensive Out- 
buildings and pieces of very rich Arable, Meadow and Pasture Land, 
containing together by admeasurement 122 a. r. 15 p. (more or less), 
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situate in the several Parishes of Llandysilio and Llanynrynech, and 
now in the occupation of William Thomas." 

Lot IV. — " A Dwelling House and Outhouses, with pieces of land, 
containing together 11 a. r. 23 p. (more or less) iu the occupation of 
Richard Rogers." 

Lot V. — " Several Cottages, seven of them entirely new, and pieces 
of laud, containing together 31a. 2 r. 30 p. in the Parish of Llan- 
drinio, now in the several occupations of Henry Davies, Thomas 
Williams (Postman), John Edwards, Hugh Morgan, David Williams, 
James Brown, John Parry, Thomas Williams, Richard Thomas, 
Widow Thomas, and William Thomas." 

These were in " Sarn Wen" and neighbourhood. 

Lot VI. — u A Messuage and Outbuildings in excellent repair, with 
pieces of land, 14 a. 3 r. 18 p. (more or less), in the Parish of Llandy- 
silio, now in the occupation of Thomas Ridge." 

Lot VII. — u Two Farm Houses with Outbuildings and pieces of land, 
69 a. 3 r. 35 p., in the Parish of Llandysilio, now in the several occupa- 
tions of John Morgan, Henry Davies, William Price, and John Pugh." 

Lot VIII. — " The Rhos Farm, consisting of au excellent Farm House 
with extensive Outbuildings, in very good repair, and also a small 
Tenement, a Cooper's Shop and a new Cottage, together with pieces 
of land, containing by admeasurement 151 a, r. 2 p. (more or less), 
situate in the Parishes of Llandriuio and Llandysilio, now in the 
several occupations of Henry Davies, Hugh Jones, and John Pugh." 

This was the Rhos, now occupied by Mr. Evan Davies, which was 
bought by a Mr. Hodges, and sold by him to Mr. Thomas Lloyd, and 
by the latter to Mr. Rodenhurst, in whose family it still is. 

Lot IX. — " The Mardu Farm, consisting of a superior Farm House, 
with Orchards, Gardens, Mill, Malt House, and very extensive Out- 
buildings in excellent repair, with pieces of Arable, Meadow and 
Pasture land, 169 a. 1 r. 13 p. (more or less), in the Parish of Llan- 
drinio, now in the occupation of Mr. Evan Davies." 

This was purchased by Mr. Thomas Kempster, the grandfather of 
Mr. Charles Kempster the present owner. 

Lot X. — " Two Farm Houses with Outbuildings, in good repair, and 
pieces of land, about 113 a. 1 r. 7 p. (more or less), in the Parish of 
Llandrinio, now in the occupation of John Whittingham." 

This includes " Bill's By take", now Mr. Peel's, and part of Mr. Bebb's 
Farm (Davies). 

Lot XI. — " Pieces of Rich Land, 30 a. 1 r. 5 p. (more or less), in 
the Parish of Guilsfield, now in the several occupations of David Price, 
John Higgins, and Humphrey Roberts." 

These include No. 208 and 209, " Gwern Ladies", containing 132 a, 
2 r. 20 p., aud 2 a. 1 r. 30 p., " from which there is an annual pay- 
ment of £2 12*. for Bread to the Poor of Llandrinio 1 ' ; this is the 
Vaughan Charity. 

Lot XII. — "Trederwen Hall and other Farms, comprising two 
Farm Houses, with Gardens, Orchards, and extensive Outbuildings, in 
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good repair, and also three Cottages, together with pieces of land, 
containing by admeasurement 286 a. 2 r. 37 p., situate in the parishes 
of Llandrinio and Guilsfield, now in the several occupations of David 
Price, John Higgins, Evan Davies, John Whittingham, and T. Evans." 

This Lot includes Trederwen Hall and the adjoining Farm, late 
Higgins, now Jones, and was bought by the trustees of Mr. Peel. 

Lot XIII. — " A Dwelling House and Buildiugs in good repair, with 
pieces of land, parts used as a Nursery, 14 a. 3 r. 22 p. (more or less), 
in the Parish of Llandrinio, in the occupation of John Williams.' 1 

The name of one of the fields being Cefn y Coed, it may have been 
there, but I cannot in the absence of the map identify it. 

Lot XIV. — "A messuage and excellent Outbuildings in perfect repair, 
and also two Cottages and pieces of land, containing together 101 a. 
1 r. 24 p., in the Parish of Llandrinio, in the several occupations of 
Evan Thomas, Matthew Pugh, and Thomas Jones." 

This was one of the Cefn Llenydds, now owned by Mr. Gardiner. 

Lot XV. — " A Dwelling House, with Barn, Stable, and Outbuildings 
and pieces of land, 22 a. 2 r. 19 p. (more or less), at Brynmawr, in the 
Parish of Llandysilio, now in the occupation of John Davies." 

Lot XVI. — " A Public House, commonly known by the name of 
* The Court House', well situated for business, with Stables, Barn, 
etc., and pieces of land, containing altogether 61 a. 3 r. 1 p., in the 
Parishes of Llandysilio and Llansantfraid, in the occupation of Matthew 
Pugh." 

This is where the Courts of the Manor have been held, and is now 
the property of the Rev. Willoughby Broughton Evans and the Rev. 
Dr. Waite, Vicar of Norham and Hon. Canon of Newcastle Cathedral. 

Lot XVII. — "Three Farm Houses with Outbuildings, and also two 
Cottages, aud a Brick Kiln in full work, together with pieces of land, 
406 a. 1 r. 36 p., in the Parishes of Llansaintfraid and Llandysilio, now 
in the several occupations of the Rev. T. J. Davies, Samuel Gittins, 
Samuel Williams, John Davies (Bank), Evan Owen, John Parry, 
John Davies, and part in hand." 

This comprises the Coedmawr (now CoL Heyward's) and the Bank 
Farms. On the former is a Moated Mount with an outer Court, 
which was probably the original " Llys", or Court House of the 
Manor. 

Obs. : "This Lot is subject to an annual payment of £12 to the 
Incumbent of Trinity or New Chapel" ; but as this charge is now 
paid by the Collfryn Estate, there must either be a mistake in placiug 
it here, or there must have been a subsequent exohange. 

Lot XVIII. — "A new Messuage, with Outbuildings in perfect 
repair, and also a Mill upon the river Virniew, in a good situation for 
carrying on an extensive business, with land 25 a. 2 r. 27 p., in the 
Parish of Llansaintfraid, in the occupation of Evan Owen." 

This is the Corn Mill now belonging to Mr. George Kempster, and 
the land around Tair Carreg. 

Lot XIX. — "A new Cottage, with a good Garden, 2r. 24 p., 
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in the Parish of Llausaintfraid, now in the occupation of Edward 
Jones." 

This was at the Waen, near the Smithy. 

Lot XX. — •' A new Cottage, with Garden and Orchard and a small 
piece of land, 1 a. 1 r. 7 p., in the Parish of Llatisaintfraid, in the 
occupation of Widow Stevens." 

This was on the way to Wauu Fach and Rhosddu. 

Lot XXI. — " Two excellent Farm Houses, with a Malt House and 
very extensive Outbuildings . . . and also four Cottages, with Arable, 
Meadow and Pasture Land, 332 a. 3 r. 22 p. (more or less), in the 
Parishes of Llausaintfraid and Myfod, now in the several occupations 
of John Matthews, Widow James, John Davies, Peter Jones, and 
Jane Morris." 

This comprised a continuous stretch of land from the fork in the 
road above Deytheur Bank to the Ford at Wauu Fach, and included 
the farm of Collfryn, now the property of Mr. Jennings. 

" No. 479 (Cae Newydd, 3 a. 3 r. 34 p.) is subject to a Fee Farm Rent 
of £1 13*. per annum, payable to Pryce Devereux, Esq. A modus of 
14*. 10*/. is paid for the whole of this Lot (with the exception of three or 
four acres in the parish of Myfod) in lieu of Tithe Hay." 

Lot XXIJ. — " The Proprietor's Right to several Pews and Kneel- 
ing Places in the new Chapel of Deytheur." 

Lot XXIII.— " Two Annual or Fee Farm Rents of £7 3*. 6d. and 
«£6 16*. 8</., payable from the Montgomeryshire Canal Company." 

Lot XXIV. — "The Manor of Deytheur, in the County of Mont- 
gomery, together with the several Chief and Fee Farm Rents, amount- 
ing to the yearly sum of £21. 

" And also the Perpetual Right of Presentation to the Chapel in the 
Manor of Deytheur, commonly called Trinity, or New Chape). 

" And the Right of Appointment of a Master to the Free School of 
Deytheur." 

This Lot was purchased by William Ormsby-Gore, Esq., of Porking- 
ton and Penrhos, the representative of the ancient House of Derwas, 
who thus recovered for the family the original right of Presentation 
to the Chapel. 

The appointment of a Master to the School has just been alienated 
from his son, the second Lord Harlech, and transferred, under the 
Intermediate Education Act (Wales), to a Board of Governors. 



6. — Certificate op Value of Curacies in 1721. 

" We whose names and seals are hereunto subscribed and affixed 
being Commissioners appointed by the Lord Bishop of St. Asaph, to 
enquire into the real value of Small Curacies, do certify whom it may 
concern That Mrs. Jane Davies, 1 Widow, and Mrs. Christian Middle- 

1 Daughter of John Myddelton of Gwaunynog, grand-daughter of 
Bp. Geo. Griffith, and Widow of Johu Davies of Trewylan. 
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ton, 1 both of the Parish of Llansanfrayd in the County of Montgomery, 
did upon the tenth day of August 1721, at the Dwelling house of 
Jonathan Lewis Inne-Keeper at Llanvylling, then and there upon 
Oath declare before us, that the yearly Salary allow'd by the Right 
Reverend the Bishop of St Asaph for serving the Cure of his Church 
of Llandrinio, in the Deanery of Poole, in his Lordship's diocese, is 
neither more nor less thau twenty five pounds, and that they know of 
no other Perquisites or Profits that the Curate there can properly and 
absolutely call his own. In witness whereof we have hereunto set our 
Hands and Seals the day and year above mentioned.

The same Commissioners and the same Witness, certified in the 
same form to the value of Llandysilio and Melverley.

" The Curacy of Llandesilio, a Chappel lying near and belonging to 
the parish and parish Church of Llandrinio in the Deanry of Poole, 
does not exceed two and Twenty pounds per ann. . £22 

•' The Curacy of Melverley, a Chapp'l lying near and belonging to 
the parish aud parish Church of Llandrinio in the Deaury of Marchia 
(a Sinecure in our Commendam), does not exceed one and twenty 
pounds per ann. ...... £21

"The Information of Roger Kemeraton 1 of Shropshyre: — Of 
Sevarn." 

" The hede of the water of Sevarn begynneth in a hye hille called 
Pumlbmon, and from the seid hille hit renneth down Lanydlos, and 
from thens to the Kaerfoys, 2 and from thens to the newe town of 
Kedewen, 3 and from thens to the brigge of Avermiwl, and from thens 
betynter is brigge bisede the poole per unura miliare circa villam de 
Pole, 4 and from thens to the brigge of Landrwiue, per 11 miliaria 
circa le Pole, vocata le new-brygge, 8 and from thens to the fery of 
Sherawthyn, and from thens to Monferd brigge per duo miliaria ultra 
Shrewysberye, and so forth to Shrowesberye." 



11. — Floods. 

The low-lying lands adjoining the Severn on both its banks have 
long been noted 'for their liability to flood. From earliest times their 
suddenness and force have been a proverb. " Three things", says 
an old Welsh Triad, " there is no knowing when to rush away from : — 
the thunderbolt, the rushing flood of the Severn Pass, and the plun- 
dering attack of the Saxon.'* And "to throw water into the 
Severn", 7 was a common saying equivalent to " carrying coal to New- 
castle". Thomas Churchyard has handed down the same characteristic 
in his Worthines of Wales (91). 

" Not far from them doth goodly Severn run, 
An arme of sea, a water larqe and deepe, 
Whose headstrong streame the fisher cannot shun, 
Except by banke both bote and he dothe creepe."

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Of their actual effects we have occasional evidence recorded* 
Thus in " 1682. Inquisition was taken at Llandrinio the 19th of 
April, 34 Charles II, before John Griffiths, Gent, one of the Corouers 
of the County, on view of the bodies of William Yaughan, Henry 
Vaughan, Marie Vaughan, Blanch Vaughan, Susau Edwards aud 
Katherine Edwards, then lately of Llaudrinio iu the said county, 
before the good and lawful men of the county, namely, Robert 
Evans, Thomas Pryce, William Symons, David Bowen, John Oliver, 
William Sexton, John Griffith, Rice Broome, Edward Baylye, Corne- 
lius Edwards, Robert Jeffreys, Thomas Morris, Jeremiah Thomas, 
Joseph Morgan, Lewis Rowland, and Thomas Hughes, who said upon 
their oaths, that the aforesaid William Vaughan and the others 
were, on the 25th day of January in the 33rd year of Charles II, 
1681, drowned in a large river there called the Severne (Sabrina)." 
— Mont. Coll., 1893, p. 320. 

It will be noted that nearly three months elapsed before the 
bodies were recovered. 

The Registers bear occasional memoranda of persons drowned in the 
river : but do not specify that it was during flood. 

In 1 770 a great flood swept away Buttington Bridge and many weirs. 

In 1820, the Argy broke nearly opposite the Punch-bowl, and 
the water then reached the second step of the Rectory staircase 
and put out the drawing-room fire. The clergyman had to go to 
church in a tub. In December 1894, the Argy again broke about 
a quarter of a mile above the Rectory, and came within a few feet of 
the front door, but did not enter the house. 



12. — Further Notes on the Manor of Deythkur.

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THE MORTIMERS AND THEIR FORTRESSES 
IN POWYS-LAND AND ITS BORDERS.

In the declining days of Cambrian independence the 
Mortimers of Wigmore Castle, Herefordshire, were 
conspicuous for their enterprise, sagacity, and valour — 

" Men of lordly rank, aud lofty line," 

(Scott.) 

distinguished in the council chamber, and the field. 
Powys-land, and the contiguous country were studded 
with their castles, and they surpassed every family in 
South Britain in the inflexible hardihood, with which 
they carried out their ambitious policy. 

We cannot contemplate the number, and position, of 
their fortresses, and the eminent distinctions of succes- 
sive representatives of their powerful house, without 
admiration of their daring policy, unfailing courage, and 
eventual success. They were remarkable tor " the 
unconquerable will", — 

" And courage, never to submit, or yield." 

(Milton.) 

The Mortimers gained influence, and position, by 
the marriage of Sir Ralph, Lord Mortimer of Wigmore, 
a Lord Marcher, with Gladys, daughter of Llewelyn 
the Great, and widow of Reginald de Braose of Builth, 
Breconshire. She was distinguished by her talents, 
beauty, and rank, and her personal character was 
calculated to raise and aggrandize, her husband in the 
social scale. From his alliance, and large estates in 
several Welsh counties, he became much interested in 
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the border-warfare, and in the dissensions which 
embroiled his wife's family with England, and with 
the princes of Powys-land, and Deheubarth, over whom 
the princes of Gwynedd, as Brenhin Cymrfl Oil, claimed 
supremacy, and his descendants for two hundred years 
took a conspicuous part in the border-warfare, and in 
the erection of a chain of fortresses. 

When many Norman chieftains established them- 
selves in South Wales, Ralph Mortimer took possession 
of Maelienydd, the territory of Rhys ap Gruffydd, 
belonging to the principality of Powys, and embracing 
the Commots of Kerry, Swydd-y-gro, Rhiwalahlt, and 
Glan Ithon, (see Celtic Remains by Lewis Morris), and 
as a Lord Marcher, and landed proprietor, he was 
doubly interested in the international contest, and his 
descendants were conspicuous in the protracted struggle 
to the days of Glendower. 

They succeeded also in forming an alliance with the 
reigning family of England, before they acquired the 
crown of these realms, and brought a large accession of 
power, and dignity, to the Lords Marchers by their 
wisdom in Council, and by their gallantry in continuous 
warfare. 

The head of their family was Ranulph, a Norman 
follower of the Conqueror, who acquired large estates 
in Herefordshire, including the massive castle of Wig- 
more, by dispossessing the former proprietor, Edric, 
Earl of Shrewsbury. 

On a commanding elevation, a little to the westward 
of the village, are the ivy-mantled ruins of Wigmore 
Castle, the outer works of which are the most perfect ; 
the massive fragments of the keep ocoupy the summit 
of a lofty artificial mound, and present an appearance, 
highly grand, and picturesque. The founder of this 
once stately edifice is now unknown ; but Edward, the 
Elder, caused it to be repaired. 1 

Bishop Gibson and Pennant ascribe the erection of 
the magnificent Chirk Castle, Denbighshire, to Roger 
1 Lewis's Dictionaty of Wales, 
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Mortimer, in the reign of Edward I. Mortimer, on the 
death of Gruffydd ap Madoc, Lord of Dinas Br&n, was 
appointed by Edward I, guardian of Llewelyn, one of 
Gruffydd's sons, and eventually secured the possession 
of his estates for himself. He became Baron Mortimer 
of Chirk in 1307, and kept a watchful eye on Carreg- 
hova Castle in the same Hundred of Chirk. 

Dolforwyn Castle, the castle of the Virgin's Meadow 
near Newtown, was first built by Bleddyn ap Cynfyn, 
Prince of Powys, between 1065 and 1073. It was 
superseded by another built by Prince David ap 
Llewelyn about the year 1242, which in its turn was 
taken by Roger Mortimer about 1248. The existing 
walls were probably erected by Roger Mortimer. 

In the year 1277 Edward I invaded Wales with his 
army in three divisions, one under his own command 
operating along the north coast : a second, under the 
Earl of Lincoln, and Roger de Mortimer, besieged and 
reduced Dolforwyn Castle. For his services on this 
occasion the king on the 6th of January 1278-9 granted 
to Roger Mortimer his lands of Cydewen and Kerry 
with the castle of Dolforwyn, to be held by him, and 
his heirs, by the service of three knights' fees. 

In 1187 Rhys ap Gruffydd, having made a for- 
midable incursion into the English Marches, assaulted 
and took possession of the castle of New Radnor (Maes- 
yved) which he resolutely defended against Sir Roger 
Mortimer, who came to its relief with a considerable 
body of well-armed veteran forces. All the efforts of 
Sir Roger to retake the fortress seemed unavailing, 
and the troops of Rhys, sallying from the castle, 
entered into close action with the English forces, whom 
they ultimately drove from the field, after an obstinate, 
and sanguinary, conflict. 

In 1212 Pope Innocent absolved from all fealty, and 
allegiance, to John, King of England, the princes, and 
nobles, who had sworn to be his faithful vassals, and 
Llewelyn ap Jorwerth, receiving from the princes of 
Powys oaths of submission to himself, as " Brenhin 
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Cymrft OH", won from the invaders every Norman 
castle in Wales, excepting only Rhuddlan, and Dyganwy, 
then marching into Powys Uchaf laid siege to the 
castle of Mathrafal, which Robert Vipont had lately 
fortified. 

In 1216 King John destroyed the castles of Hay 
and Radnor. 

Kerry Castle. 

Henry III, having employed much time in cutting 
down a large wood, which had previously protected 
the Welsh from aggressions of the English forces, took, 
and demolished, a castellated mansion situated in the 
centre of it, and observing the highly favourable position 
of the place he commenced the erection of a castle upon 
the site of the former edifice ; but he was so harassed 
by the Welsh that he consented to abandon his design, 
and to raze to the ground the works, which he had 
constructed. 

Sir Roger Mortimer was appointed Captain-General 
of the Lords Marcher by Henry III, and commander 
of the local forces against Llewelyn ap Gruffydd, and 
took a leading part in the border- warfare, especially in 
his ample territory in the Maelienydd, the possession 
of which was repeatedly contested, and the fidelity of 
some of his retainers was not always reliable. He 
built the castles of Glan Ithon, and Cnwclas, about 
1240. 

On November 2nd, 1287, Rhys ap Maredudd, Lord 
of Uystrad Towy, retook the castle at Emlyn, capturing 
Roger Mortimer within it. 1 

In 1231 Prince Llewelyn ap Jorwerth, being irri- 
tated by the slaughter of many of his imprisoned 
subjects, rushed forth with his military followers, like a 
destroying thunderstorm, and flood, upon the Marches, 
and reduced to ashes the fortresses of Old Radnor, and 
Rhayader Gwy, in the Maelienydd. He died on April 
11, 1240, acknowledging the paramount authority of

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the King of England, after occasional claims of the 
national supremacy of the King of Gwynedd as 
Brenhin CymrA Oil among the Cymry. He chose, as 
his successor, his younger son David, whose mother 
was Joan, the illegitimate daughter of King John and 
Agatha daughter of Earl Ferrers. David shared 
largely in the domestic feuds of his family, and was 
involved in open warfare with his brother from the 
first day of bis reign. In May 1240 David, Prince of 
North Wales, did homage to King Henry III at Glou- 
cester. Henry girded his nephew, David, with a 
knightly sword, and conceded to him all the lands, 
lawfully held by his father. David wore the lesser 
diadem, which is called " Garlende", the insigne of the 
Principality of North Wales, subjecting himself for all 
that he held however to the King of England (Annates 
de Theokesbei'ia). David deprived his elder brother, 
Llewelyn, of Rhos in Gwynedd, the heritage of his 
mother, Tangwystyl. In 1241 Ralph Mortimer, acting 
as a Welsh Chieftain in concert with the Princes of 
Powys and Deheubarth and the Lord of Cydewen, 
bound themselves to assist the execution of the promises 
made to Senena, wife of the imprisoned Prince Grruffydd 
ap Llewelyn, that Gruflydd should pay for his own, 
and his son, Owen's, liberation the sum of 600 marks, 
and also the worth of 300 marks yearly, as King 
Henry's vassal, and abide by the decision of his com- 
missioners, as to his share in the paternal lands, and 
honours ; but Gruffydd unfortunately died in his at- 
tempt to escape from the Tower of London, where he 
had been imprisoned. 

At the coronation 1 of Eleanor, wife of King Henry 
III, January 14, 1236, John Fitz Alan, Ralph Morti- 
mer, John de Monmouth, and Walter de Clifford 
maintained their right, as Lords Marcher of Wales, to 
furnish each a silver apear, to support the square canopy 
of purple-silk, used at the coronation of the Kings and 
Queens of England.

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In April 1244, Prince David, and his host, marching 
under the Dragon Standard, and inspirited by the 
strains of "Unbennaeth Ynys Prydain", ravaged the 
border-lands, being borne triumphantly along by the 
current of national enthusiasm. The Welsh harp 
aroused the men of Gwynedd to a gallant defence of 
their liberties — 

" Thy tones are not to cease ! The Saxon passed, 
His banners floated on Eryri's gales ; 
But thou wert heard above the trumpet's blast, 
E'en when his towers rose loftiest o'er the vales ! 
Thine was the voice, that cheered the brave, and free, 
They had their hills, their chainless hearts, and thee." 

(Hemans) 

Local opposition availed nothing; but at length De 
Clare, Mortimer, De Bohun, and other Lords Marcher 
took the field, and, after having been worsted several 
times, gained one bloody victory, and urgently de- 
manded assistance from their sovereign, who despatched 
300 knights, under the command of Hubert Fitz 
Matthew, to their relief. 

On the night of November 29th, 1262, the Men of 
Maelienydd, a Cantref in the northern part of Radnor- 
shire, obtained forcible possession of Roger Mortimer's 
castle at Cefn Llys Hill, near Penybont, called also Castell 
Glan Ithon, from its site above that serpentine stream, 
which nearly surrounds it. They reduced it to a heap 
of ruins, slaying the garrison, and capturing the 
Governor, Howel ap Meurig, together with his wife 
and children. 

Roger Mortimer, and Humphrey de Bohun, hearing 
of the exploit, speedily led their retainers to the spot, 
and pitching their tents within the shaking walls, set 
diligently about the task of restoring them. The 
Prince of North Wales, being informed of this, led his 
numerous troops to Cefn Llys, and invested Castell 
Glan Ithon. 

At length Mortimer, 1 having lost 500 men in sallies

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and skirmishes, and slain about 300 of the Welsh, 
suffered so severely from want of food, that he was 
compelled to appeal to the chivalric courtesy of his 
kinsman, the Prince of Gwynedd, and was suffered to 
depart in safety with his company. 

Llananno Castle, Tinbott, is situated upon a steep 
hill, called Crogen, above the river Ithon, in the Parish 
of Llananno, Radnorshire, and about three miles from 
Abbey Cwm Hir. The remnant of this castle consists 
only of a fragment of a thick wall. The original 
building was destroyed by Prince Llewelyn ap Griffith, 
1260. 

Near Knighton is the site of Brynan Castle, in a 
commanding situation, and easily traced. 

Pain's Castle, in the Parish of Llanbedr, was in the 
possession of the Mortimers in the 12th century. 
Cnwclas is pleasantly situated near the right bank of 
the Teme, which separates Radnorshire from Shrop- 
shire, and had formerly a castle, originally built by Ralph 
Mortimer, about the year 1242, on the summit of a 
conical artificial mound. Without 1 slackening the 
watch, and ward, over the blockaded Marchers at Cefn 
Llys, detachments were employed by Prince Llewelyn 
ap Gruffydd in winning four other castles in that neigh- 
bourhood, besides Roger Mortimer's castle at Cnwclas 
on the Teme, against which Llewelyn brought such 
formidable engines, that the garrison surrendered on 
December 20th, 1262. 

The patent of King Edward III, a.d. 1331, restored 
to Edmund Mortimer the land of Maelienydd, with the 
Castles of Kenchless (Cnwclas) and Dynbaud (Tinbott) 
in the same land, with the appurtenances, the land of 
Kydewin, with the Castle of Dolforwyn. 

About the middle of April 1264, John TEstrange, 
the Younger, Constable of Montgomery Castle, issued 
forth one evening with his fierce retainers, and marched 
through Kerry, intending to surprise by night the

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Castle of Cydewen ; but the people of the neighbour- 
hood gathered promptly together in great numbers, 
slew 200 of his followers, and put him, and the re- 
mainder, to flight. 

On 14th 1264, King Henry III was defeated 

at the battle of Lewes by the Earl of Leicester, and 
his Welsh auxiliaries, and surrendered himself a pri- 
soner. A few days afterwards his son, Prince Edward, 
delivered himself up to the insurgent noblemen, and 
was imprisoned successively in the Castles of Walling- 
ford, Kenil worth, Dover, and Hereford, from which 
last fortress he escaped by the contrivance of De Clare 
and Mortimer, April 28th, 1265, and putting himself 
at the head of the Lords Marcher proceeded to retake 
the castles, which the Earl of Leicester and the Prince 
of North Wales had acquired. 

On Tuesday, August 5th, Prince Edward, com- 
manding one division of his army, the Earl of 
Gloucester another, and Roger Mortimer the third, 
advanced steadily from three different points upon 
Evesham. Surrender, or battle, were the only alterna- 
tives of De Montfort, Earl of Leicester. He chose the 
latter, and drew up his troops in the plain, outside 
the town. The conflict, which ensued, was most 
severe, sanguinary, and obstinate, until the ranks of 
De Montfort gave way, and the leader was slain. 

In the spirited ode of Gray, on the reputed massacre 
of the Welsh Bards, we meet with the lines : 

" Stout Gloster stood aghast in speechless trance, 
* To arms !' cried Mortimer, and couch'd his quivering lance." 

In 1264 Roger Mortimer, waging war on behalf of 
the King Henry III, ravaged the estates of the Earl of 
Leicester, whose sons made speedy reprisals on those 
of Mortimer. The Prince of North Wales, Llewelyn, 
and the younger Simon de Montfort, jointly laid seige 
to the Castle of Wigmore, in which the eldest son of 
Gladys was then residing ; but he contrived to elude 
their vigilance, and effected his escape in February- 
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1264, when Prince Edward came into the neighbour- 
hood, and, without attempting to relieve the Castle, 
received its fugitive lord, and marching westward with 
him took the Castles of Humphrey de Bohun at Hay 
and Brecon, and delivered them into Mortimer's hands, 
as some compensation for the losses he had sustained 
in the cause of the Plantagenets. 

While the English Prince, and his friend, the Lord 
Marcher, were thus occupied, the Prince of North 
Wales and young Simon de Montfort, leaving Wig- 
more invested by their troops, made an excursion to 
Rhayader, and burnt Mortimer's Castle at New Radnor, 
and returning thence succeeded in obtaining possession 
of the Castle of Wigmore. 

Several incursions were made by the Lords Marcher 1 
in the spring of 1266, one especially by Roger Morti- 
mer, whose whole host perished near Brecpn, while he 
with difficulty escaped. Llewelyn, Prince of North 
Wales, with one attendant, left the dell, since called 
Cwm Llewelyn, and perceiving that the English had 
crossed the river Irvon, he urged his horse to full 
speed, intending to rejoin his men on the Eppynt hill, 
and to lead them against the foe. One of Mortimers 
Knights, named Adam de Francton, caught sight of 
the fugitives, and thrusting his lance through Llewelyn's 
body rode off to his company, while the Prince fell 
dying to the ground. De Francton, looking stedfastly 
on tne prostrate warrior, recognised the Prince of 
Gwynedd, immediately cut off his head, and carried it 
away to Edmund de Mortimer, together with the regal 
signet, and torques. Mortimer sent the head to King 
Edward, who was at Rhuddlan. 

We deeply deplore the catastrophe of Llewelyn's 
death, unarmed as he was, and accompanied only by 
one attendant. His powers of organization were of a 
high order, and his courage had been tested in numerous 
engagements.

But our admiration of his heroism cannot make us 
insensible to the domestic feuds of his family, in which 
he took a prominent share. He was often at open 
variance with his three brothers, and confined them in 
prison, one of whom was his eldest brother, Owen, 
surnamed Goch the Red, who spent twenty-three years 
in cheerless solitude in Dolbadarn Castle. 

When Rodri escaped from prison, he hastened for 
redress to Edward I, with a long catalogue of his 
wrongs, and David, brave and intelligent, though 
fickle, and hasty, was unfaithful alike to his brother, 
and the monarch of England, and precipitated the 
downfall of the nationality of the Cymry, and igno- 
minious as was his fate, it was provoked. 

" From ourselves 
The desolation and the ruin come ; 
In our own vitals doth the poison work ; 
The house, that is divided in itself, 
How should it stand ? 

" The sword of civil war ' 
Had bit too deeply." 

(Southey's Madoc.) 

When Prince Edward desired peace, through his 
wish to join in the crusade, and was anxious to leave 
his father, and the harassed English Barons, in undis- 
turbed tranquillity, a treaty was entered into at Mont- 
gomery, September 29th, 1267, when Maelienydd, the 
Cantref in the northern part of Radnorshire extending 
into Montgomeryshire, was left subject to adjudication 
between him and Roger Mortimer, and Cydewen and 
Kerry were assigned to him, subject to the condition 
respecting the law of the Marches. 

Kerry and Cydewen 1 were frequently in the hands

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of the Mortimers ; but they were also at other times 
possessed by Llewelyn ap Gruffydd, and his brother 
David. 

In 1328 Roger Mortimer was elevated to the Earl- 
dom of March, and his son, Edmund, married Philippa, 
daughter of Lionel, Duke of Clarence, and grand- 
daughter of Edward III, and hence arose the claim of 
succession to the English throne in the person of 
Edward IV, in 1461. 

In 1 345 Montgomery Castle was in the charge of 
Roger Mortimer, a Lord Marcher, from whom it passed 
to the royal House of York. 

In June 1402 Owen Glendower attacked, and 
ravaged, the Welsh territories of young Edmund, Earl 
of March, who was held in custody by the King on 
account of being acknowledged by Parliament to be 
lineal heir of King Richard II. Sir Edmund Mortimer, 
his uncle, and proper guardian, hastened to protect 
his lands, and encountered Owen on the 22nd at 
Brynglas, near Pilleth, in Maelienydd. The Welsh 
tenants deserted Mortimer in the outset ; nevertheless 
a bloody conflict ensued: 1100 of Sir Edmund's fol- 
lowers were slain, and he was himself taken prisoner 
by Owen Glendower. 

It is to this battle, that Shakespeare finely, and 
mysteriously, alludes in the First Part of Henry IV \ 
Act 1 : 

" When all athwart there came 
A post from Wales, laden with heavy news, 
Whose worst was, that the noble Mortimer, 
Leading the men of Herefordshire to fight 
Against the irregular and wild Glendower, 
Was by the rude hand of that Welshman taken, 
And a thousaud of his people butchered : 
Upon whose dead corpse there was such misuse, 
Such beastly shameless transformation, 
By those Welshwomen done, as may not be, 
Without much shame retold, or spoken of." 

On December 13th, 1402, Sir Edmund Mortimer 
informed his tenantry, that he had joined Owen ap 
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Gruffydd, of Glyndwfrdwy, for the purpose of restoring 
King Richard, if still alive, and if not, of making 
Edmund Mortimer, Earl of March, King of England, 
and of securing to Owen the sovereignty of Wales. 

In March 1403 Prince Henry was appointed Lieu- 
tenant of Wales, and the border-counties, for the 
especial purpose of frustrating the confederacy of Owen 
Glendower, and Sir Edmund Mortimer, and soon after- 
wards a tripartite treaty was signed against King 
Henry. At the house of David Aberdaron, Dean of 
Bangor, the confederates met, and with a map spread 
before them parcelled out the realm between them ; 
Percy claiming all England northward of the Trent, 
and from Severn to the southern and eastern shores 
of the island ; and Owen taking as his portion all the 
lands lying westward of the rivers Severn and Wye. 

Percy and Douglas, with their troops, and 400 men 
sent by Owen Gieudower, were laying siege to the 
town of Shrewsbury, and about to scale its walls : Sir 
Edmund Mortimer, and his nephew's retainers, were on 
the way, but had not yet come up ; Glendower, un- 
aware of the King's sudden approach, was still occupied 
in South Wales, when on July 22nd, 1403, King 
Henry encamped his army within three miles of 
Shrewsbury, upon ground since known as Battlefield. 
Percy at once raised the siege, and, disdaining to wait 
for the arrival of his confederates, rejected an offer of 
negotiation, and attacked the royal army. The as- 
sailants were defeated, and Percy was found among 
the slain. Owen Glendower destroyed the Abbey of 
Cwmhir in Maelienydd, took the Castle of New Radnor 
in 1401, and caused the garrison of sixty men to be 
beheaded on the brink of the Castle-yard. 

Ludlow Castle, with its appertaining territory, was 
an hereditary possession of the House of Mortimer, 
and passed with the heiress of the main branch into the 
possession of the House of York. Edward IV, as well 
as several of his maternal ancestors, had personally 
held the earldom of March, and in honour of that title 
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he substituted for the office of Warden of the Marches 
a court composed of a President, and Council of the 
Marches. This Court was established at Ludlow, and 
held its first session in the Town Hall, April 10th, 
1478, when the young Prince of Wales took up his 
abode at the Castle under the care of his maternal 
uncle, Anthony, Earl Rivers ; and shortly after his 
calamitous and untimely end, 

"York, and Lancaster, 
Divided in their dire division" 

{Shakespeare), 

were happily welded together in perpetual peace and 
harmony. 

I have adverted to several points in the important 
history of the Mortimers. In the international contests 
of the Lords Marchers, in the extent of their landed 
possessions, in the number of their fortresses, in their 
ambitious policy, enterprize, and gallantry, and in their 
courtly manners and accomplishments, the Mortimers 
were 

" First in the race, that led to Glory's goal." 

The princely line of Llewelyn the Great contributed 
an important element to the development of their 
character, and projects, and from the favourable con- 
currence of descent, ability, bravery, and fortune, they 
were signalized as 

" The noble fathers of our kings to be." 

(Tennyson.) 

The royal blood of Gwynedd flowed in their veins. 
In our realm their fortresses were built, and their feats 
of arms were performed. In the Wars of the Roses 
their retainers from Powys-land were conspicuous for 
their valour. In descent, and landed possessions, the 
Mortimers were identified with our countrymen ; and 
the ruins of their fortresses remind us of common 
dangers, mutual triumphs, and of an equal share " in 
the harvest of renown". 
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FUNGI IN THE POWYS-LAND DISTRICT, 
TO BE FOUND IN OUR GARDENS.

The first portion of the title of this paper has already 
been adopted in vol. xxvi, pp. 143-152 of the Mont- 
gomeryshire Collections. The paper itself related to 
fungi found in our homes. It is now intended to 
supplement it by reviewing the fungi of our gardens. 
In a country like ours, a garden is, generally speaking, 
an essential to our home3. 

I purpose considering the vegetable parasites which 
are to be found upon some of the plants we use for our 
food, and very numerous they are. Let a beginning 
be made with the commonest ones, then let us pass on 
to those injuring our currant and gooseberry trees, also 
the canker of our apples, then the clustercups, finishing 
with those that attack the horse-radish, etc. 

The genus Peronospora, to which the potato disease 
belongs, is very strongly represented in our garden 
plants, amongst the vegetables. It attacks peas, let- 
tuces, onions, cabbages, parsnips, turnips, spinach, etc., 
as well as potatoes. 

But let it not be imagined that the fungus which 
thrives on lettuces will vegetate on onions, or that the 
onion mould will luxuriate on spinach, or the spinach 
on the pea or the potato. By no means. Each lives 
after its special kind on its natural plant, and not on 
another. You could no more get these to change than 
you would get a sea plant, which always lives in marine 
water, to grow in a fresh-water pool or a mountain 
torrent. You might as well try to get a colony of rooks 
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to become sea-gulls, or worms to live on the roof of a 
pig-stye. If you could examine magnified drawings of 
these interesting plants, taken to scale, or even hap- 
hazard, you would see striking contrasts. As for 
similarity, or their being on one model, they are as far 
removed one from another as the cypress, the oak, the 
larch, the juniper, the ash, and the chestnut ; or if you 
take smaller types, there is no more resemblance than 
between the rose, the elder, the buttercup, the straw- 
berry, the dandelion, and the violet. Truly enough it 
seems natural to an uneducated eye that as all the moulds 
are of a grey colour, and grow on the underparts of the 
leaves, and vegetate in only damp places, that therefore 
it might be concluded they were all identical, or as 
much so as stones on a pebble beach. But two or three 
drawings would prove how fallacious the argument of 
their identity is, and should always convince an im- 
partial mind that the vastness of vegetable life is 
utterly beyond the power of man to conceive. If an 
earnest and devoted student takes up any branch of 
natural science and studies it, he will be surprised at 
his own ignorance, and that he has been so long in the 
world and is only just beginning to learn the A. B.C. 
of science. He will soon detect that life is vastly too 
short to grasp much information, and he will probably 
long, as I have done, that some of the most masterful 
minds that have ever been known could impart their 
knowledge to others at the point they left ofi, and that 
those others began as infants with that stock of informa- 
tion, to accumulate facts for future ages. None of us 
can go more than a little way, and that little way we 
must make for ourselves as best we can. 

Now for the Peronosporas. Let us begin with that 
of the peas of our garden. If the leaves near the 
ground be noticed when the plants are in blossom, and 
later on, especially if the weather has been rainy, there 
will be detected on the upper part of the leaf a portion 
of it with a patch turning yellowish, as though it were 
more sickly than the remainder of the leaf, which is of

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a green colour. This fading part is caused by the 
Peronospora, which is luxuriating on the lower part, 
and is drawing away the vitals of its host. Get a pin 
or a sharply-pointed knife and put an atom in a drop 
of water on a glass for examination under the micro- 
scope, and if you see no beautiful plants there, as well- 
developed as any oak tree, and as perfect in structure 
as the oak, bless your stupidity. You have been born 
in vain. 

This plant must not be confused with one that is 
excessively common a little later on in the season, and 
which attacks the entire pea plant. It belongs to a 
very different genus indeed, and from its pin-point as a 
centre — visible to the unassisted eye — throws out on 
all sides some beautiful branched threads. 

Some few years since there was considerable agitation 
amongst botanists who study these minute forms of 
life, as to the way in which these Peronosporas con- 
tinued their existence, and it arose very much in 
consequence of the researches which were being made 
into the potato disease. In this paper it is shown else- 
where (although attention is not specially called to it) 
that the rusts of our leaf-fungi are capable of continuing 
their life in more forms than one, as is the case with 
flowering plants. They can do so by means of threads 
from the spores of the cluster-cups ; also from the rust 
state, and also from the final or fully developed state, 
and most interesting it is to study the way in which 
they do this, as also to detect, as has been proved, that 
even on the same parent plant a part of the stem bear- 
ing fruit will have its fruit killed in the early winter, 
whilst another part must go through a winter before it 
can grow at all. 

However, the rusts may develop in three ways. The 
Peronosporas can only do so in two ways, which shall 
be called the summer and the winter state. It will be 
easier for us to make them out when we employ simple, 
rather than scientific, terms. 

The summer state is easily found on the plants already 
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enumerated, and on many others which belong more to 
fields than to gardens. You have only to look at the 
back of something bearing them, as already suggested, 
and you will see them most easily, even if you only 
pluck the specimen and examine it with light reflected 
upon it. If you would see it more minutely, an atom 
gathered on your penknife point and put under the 
microscope will show it you. This will be the summer 
state. The fruit, which is always transparent because 
so very watery, is produced on the ends of threads, and 
is round, egg-shaped, and even longer than the shape 
of an egg, with various forms between these extremes. 
As for the threads they are as different on different 
plants as possible, but of course regular and true to 
type on each parent. This state is well known. 

But the winter state is not so easily detected. Search 
must be made for it if you are to get it. Some time 
ago Mr. Worthington Smith sent me by post some 
decaying stumps of cabbages, in which he had found 
large quantities of the winter fruit. I searched for 
them on his specimens in vain for many hours. At last 
it occurred to me that turnips and cabbages belong to 
the same order of flowering plants — perhaps the dead 
stems of the cabbages in my garden may have these 
things. I brought some into my study for examina- 
tion, and there they were in multitudes. 

More recently, in searching for the finger and toe 
disease of turnips, Plasmodiophora brassicce (Wor.), I 
went into a neighbour's field and brought away some 
abominably putrid turnips. They were so smelly that 
it was prudent not to let them enter my house en masse, 
so a few atoms were admitted, the rest being reserved 
outside. But oh ! the finger and toe disease was 
magnificent, but not a shade less magnificent was the 
winter state of the turnip Peronospora (P. parasitica, 
Tul.), common, I may say, to both cabbages and turnips. 
Happy are those who want to find a thing when they 
go to the right place for it at the right time and get 
it. There is as much gratification to be had in dis- 
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covering things like these as mortals can get out of 
anything, and vastly more innocence than the joys 
afforded by many other ways. Yet what supplied it ? 
Abominably rotten turnips, too bad almost to think of, 
if the sense of smell be brought into the question. 

Let another strong-smelling fungus be considered, 
namely, the onion peronospora \P. Schleideniana, 
De By). Onions to me are very offensive, and I 
never use them knowingly, and never grew one in 
my garden. There is one occasion, however, when 
they are not only pardonable, but pardoned, and that 
is when they have a fungus on them. They produce 
the largest summer seed I know. Some years, great 
numbers of this Peronospora are obtainable, namely, 
those which are favourable, owing to abundant mois- 
ture, to their development. Once I remember they 
were so abundant in the garden of a country squire at 
whose house I was invited to dine, that without 
knowing what they were, knowing only that they were 
of fungoid growth, my host seeing me coming threw 
open his bedroom window and sent them at my head. 
The mycologist has a humorous side of the question as 
well as the studious and contemplative one, and does 
not object to intersperse fun and work. The right 
place to find the winter seed of the onion Peronospora 
is where the onion is most decayed and rotten. It will 
be obtainable intermixed with various nematode worms 
of minute size, and other things. A very tidy garden 
is not an advisable spot for search, rather the other 
way. If you want to do a fair amount of work in a 
little time, go to the back premises, the slovenly farm, 
the squire's and the nobleman's outhouses. Go where 
foot seldom treads, where the refuse sticks and stones 
are thrown carelessly away, and you will probably be 
amply rewarded by meeting with treasures, despised 
perhaps by the gardener, who does not appreciate 
what you value, and whose great desire is to make 
things pleasant and clean to the eye in places where 
visitors tread. 
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Several of our composite plants produce a Perono- 
spora which in its growth is easily recognizable. The 
name of it is P. gangliformis. If in the summer and 
autumn months of the year you examine the lettuce 
and groundsel plants you will find grey patches of this 
fungus on the leaves influenced by the moisture of the 
dews and rain and therefore nearest to the soil. These 
will supply you with the summer state. If you want 
the winter state you need look on the most decayed 
part of the plant. The best collection that ever came 
under my observation was supplied by a root of lettuce. 
Most people know that there are very beautiful spiral 
vessels inside the stems of flowering plants, and it was 
inside and in immediate contact with those organs that 
I found a prolific crop of the fungus now under review. 
This discovery was good to me, as I had read that the 
winter state was only recorded as occurring on 
groundsel. 

It is not every one who has a garden free from the 
common buttercup. Weeds will come where they are 
not wanted, and the buttercup is often to be found 
uninvited. In the early spring, it is to be discovered 
infested with a Peronospora. The unhealthy state of 
the upper part of the leaf shows the presence of the 
fungus underneath. Watch a plant thus attacked. 
It soon withers, droops and dies. Wait until the stalk 
of the leaf decays and becomes brown. Examine the 
leaf and the stalk. You will be almost sure to find the 
winter seeds, which in the course of nature would have 
fallen on the ground, and in a state of absolute rest, like 
peas, beans, and our ordinary seeds, would remain until 
next seasons genial rains and warmth gave them 
strength to grow again. Such is the life history of 
Peronospora jicaria . 

There is a Peronospora we must not pass by. Its 
connection with England is a credit to us, and we who 
have investigated its growth and development feel that 
after all, the talents of continental and foreign powers 
— put as they were in this instance to the severest 
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test — proved Englishmen to be at the top of the tree, 
and to be worthy of the highest rank amongst the 
nations. I refer to the potato disease Peronospora 
infestans (Mont). Men in different parts of the world 
tried to discover how it was possible for the disease on 
the potato to exist through the intense cold of the 
winter, and to be propagated as it is by the rains of 
spring time. The first to hit upon the solution of the 
matter was Professor Montagne of Paris. He sent 
the late Rev. M. J. Berkeley, our prince of mycologists, 
some material, saying that it had spores in it which he 
was satisfied were connected with the potato disease, 
but it was beyond his powers to prove the fact. For 
30 years those minute atoms were kept by Mr. 
Berkeley. The disease raged fearfully as we ail know. 
The British Government voted £100 to be given to a 
specialist to investigate the disease. It went to 
Professor De Bary of Strasburg, who never discovered 
the course of the disease to the day of his death. 
Nay, more, when it was discovered by our friend, Mr. 
Worthington Smith, helped as he was by Mr. Berkeley 
and others, he fought against the fact line by line, incti 
by inch, until he got as thorough a botanical and 
scientific thrashing as ever an Englishman could give 
a Frenchman. Mr. Berkeley ought to have had that 
£100. It would have been a blessing to him. His 
was the giant mind, and no one has the deserved 
repute that he gained throughout the world. 

Mr. W. G. Smith found the missing link in the 
history of the potato disease, when by means of in- 
fested haulms and leaves kept through the winter 
months in a state of moisture in his cellar, he obtained 
what are now known as the resting spores. These are 
the little creatures which resist any amount of frost, 
which revel in manure heaps, and decaying vegetable 
substances, and await the time to touch a tuber of 
potato in the soil, and by penetrating it with its germ 
starts the malady afresh every year. But let us not 
forget to remark that not only did Mr. Smith obtain, 
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by means of his cultivations, the summer into the winter 
state, but he completed the cycle by getting the winter 
state into the summer state. 

May Englishmen always show the same spirit of 
forbearance towards others of another country, and 
goodwill towards our own countrymen, when engaged 
in controversies like the one we are considering. My 
own belief is very fixed that God blesses us who 
belong to Great Britain with talents and gifts not 
surpassed, if equalled, by any people on earth. . What 
we want is a fixed design towards which to work, 
then the work being undertaken — not for mere hard 
cash, though it is not necessarily to be refused as 
an item in the transaction — but for love of science. 
Then with these things ahead, we enjoy the excite- 
ment stirred up by difficulties before us, and generally 
conquer. 

We know now the whole course of the potato 
disease. I, for one, am not a bit ashamed of being 
laughed at for having tried to help in it. My notion 
is that we with our microscopes do benefit society, 
although we do not always get the credit for it. 

On our currant trees and gooseberry trees, when 
dead, are to be seen some interesting forms of fungoid 
growths. To find these to perfection, pick up from 
the ground some of the fallen twigs which have been 
lying below the tree, especially if surrounded by 
damp grass. They luxuriate in moisture, although 
they may frequently, owing to dry weather, become 
dry. They are not much affected by changes of 
climate, owing to the gummy bed in which the fructifi 
cation is being matured. If with a sharp knife you 
were to cut through the hard casing in which they are 
produced, you would find that they were like a 
multitude of little flasks, at regular intervals apart, 
each having a neck protruding through the bark of the 
fungus so as to let the fruit escape with a view to future 
life on its own account. This species is called Dothidea 
ribesia (Pers.), and its blackness, especially when very 
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prolific on the dead twigs, makes it not only interesting 
but very pretty. 

Closely related to this fungus is another which might 
very easily be mistaken for it at first sight. It is 
called Diatrype strumella (Fr.). A very slight ex- 
amination will show characters which necessarily 
remove them from each other. The fruit of the one is 
two-celled; in the other it is divided three times. 
The one tapers at both ends, the other may be some- 
what constricted and curved. The look of the two as 
they burst forth from below the surface is not the 
same. 

Oh what wonders may be seen by those who like to 
investigate these things. We are living in this world, 
but how few ! — how very very few there are who care 
to give themselves the trouble of looking into them ; 
yet they afford more pleasure and more exalted feelings 
in some minds than the generality of people think 
" Can you imagine any one such a fool as to be looking 
at that microscope in preference to enjoying a dance 
like we are having?" said a man to his partner. 
Cannot the microscopist transpose the sentence and 
say, €€ Can you imagine any one such a fool as to be 
dancing whilst he can have an opportunity of seeing 
the almost hidden things God has revealed to the. few, 
and which He made for His own pleasure ?" Life is a 
queer thing ; — queerly made up of opposites — made so 
that we choose most varied things to pass away our 
time. The contrasts would have us conjecture that 
unless we had experience to the opposite, the white 
and the black, the tartaric acid and the soda, the 
scientific and the unscientific man, can and do dwell to- 
gether in the same earth. However, the rich and the 
poor, the scholar and the man without education, can 
join each other at times. They cannot row for long in 
the same boat. They are different parcels of goods. 
There is room for all. Tastes vary, and always will do, 
according to our habits, inclinations, and dispositions. 

The canker which is to be discovered in apple trees 
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produces knots and gnarls upon them of a very marked 
kind. Its growth from the elementary form is satis- 
factorily made out. It must proceed from a spore — 
corresponding to the seed of flowering plants. Let 
this spore find a suitable place for germination ; it be- 
gins to grow, and in its growth it sucks out the life juices 
of the tree in just sufficient quantities for its support. 
This is done, not in straight lines as might be imagined, 
nor from the rootlet starting from a centre like large 
trees do, but concentrically. You will see this singular 
growth on examining a cankered tree, and will find it 
as much as two or more inches in length. If we had 
the power of seeing this atom of a spore germinate and 
grow, we should find that it started by throwing out a 
very small tube, corresponding to that of the more 
largely developed pea or bean of our fields and gardens. 
This offshoot would increase in size, and in certain few 
places would send up a very little fungus, ultimately 
becoming red and like a most miniature mushroom. 
It is called amongst botanists a Tubercularia, and has 
its cover or top surrounded with threads producing 
very little spores or fructifications. These again will 
grow. They are not, however, the highest state of 
ripened fruit. No, they are produced in very very 
small cases of a beautiful crimson colour, being in 
shape like an orange but having their tops like the 
nipple of a lemon, and it is from this nipple that the 
mature fruit when ripe is discharged. If you saw this 
discharge and examined the whole interior of this 
round specimen, you would detect that it had a lot of 
needle-shaped threads, long, thin, bent, and a little 
clubbed at the top. These are the protective organs 
to give elasticity, moisture, and other necessaries for 
the other parts which are contained in transparent bags 
called asci. These asci are again beautifully shaped. 
They are the same length as the protective vessels, but 
as they have within them the perfect fruit, always 
eight in number, they are necessarily much more 
robust. The fruit itself is like a duck's egg, but always 
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furnished with a division at the centre of the thickest 
part of the egg — an arrangement which gives an extra 
chance of life, because either end may germinate and 
so recontinue its species, if able to find the right place 
for continuing life. 

It is surprising that the canker of our apples does not 
damage the crop of apples more than it does. If out- 
skins suffered from affections as severe in proportion to 
our framework as the barks of apples do, we should not 
only be fearful objects to look at, and resemble lepers, 
but we should find our constitutions suffer very much 
indeed. We should be shunned by our fellow creatures 
on account of our virulent sores. But the apple tree, 
notwithstanding the great number of large diseased 
patches, dops not seem to yield a smaller quantity of 
fruit than if the tree were sound. It may be smaller, 
and probably is so, but not materially. 

What a wonder it is that our trees exist at all after 
the treatment we compel them to submit to. Our 
hawthorns, blackthorns, hollies, etc., are pleached. One 
would think that the fearful gashes caused by the 
workman's hatchet would utterly destroy all vitality, 
and that it would be next to impossible for sufficient 
sap to pass through the fragment of the branch which 
remains uncut — but so it is. Life remains, even blos- 
soms and mature fruit are borne ; healthiness is not 
permanently destroyed ; the hedge thickens. 

We sympathise with our wounds a very great deal 
too much. The tree doed not. It struggles for life 
against fearful odds : we should succumb. How many 
people have died in England within the last few days 
through shock to the system, we may well ask, although 
we cannot know their amount. How many collapse 
and die because they are afraid they are going to die. 

If our nervous constitutions were much more braced 
than they are, we should have the death-rate much 
lower. I was once told by a lady, thoroughly well 
known to me, that she was going to die. My answer, 
I believe, did her good. It may seem severe but was 
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not so at all. I said to her, " Die then," She did 
nothing of the kind, but got better. 

Again, with regard to this canker in trees. It not 
only pervades certain patches in the tree but confines 
itself to those patches very much ; it also attacks certain 
species more than others. Amongst all the trees I 
have, one and one only stands prominently in front of 
all the others in the fact that it is terribly diseased. 
It is one of the Pearmains. Yet from its position 
there is no justifiable reason to be detected why it 
should so decidedly bear the palm. It reminds one of 
what our medical friends tell us with regard to one of 
the most fearful illnesses known to mankind, namely, 
that whilst dark-skinned and dark-haired people 
undergo a considerable amount of freedom from it in 
its virulence, the light-skinned, flaxen-haired daughters 
suffer very much more acutely, and, comparatively 
speaking, rarely recover. 

Twin sisters of the genus to which the canker of 
apple trees belongs are to be found in frequency on 
other trees. Specially attacked are the barks of felled 
trees, whether fruit-bearing in our gardens or not. A 
very fine sight of one special species was to be seen in 
the nursery grounds of Messrs. Dickson of Chester, some 
time ago. The trunks of some large trees had been left 
to take care of themselves when dead, and they were 
literally almost a mass of these beautiful fungi. Let it 
be said that these little specks in creation are of no use. 
What should we be, as regards illness, unless they con- 
sumed the juices of living and dead plants, — unless for 
their own life sake they fed upon decomposing vegetable 
substances, not only offensive to our nostrils, but brim- 
ful of baneful diseases. 

If you look at your box trees you will be likely to see 
some small dots on the backs of the dead leaves. These 
in form and nipple-top resemble those to which reference 
has been made, but in their younger stages there is no 
mushroom shape, but a great remove from it. They 
grow in small scattered tufts, and are what is called 
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fusiform, that is to say, they are thick and tapering at 
each end as to the shape of fructification. Hence they 
are interesting things under the microscope. 

Numbers of our AZcidia or cluster-cups, as they are 
called, have had their life history fully made out, as 
clearly and satisfactorily as the various stages of any 
insect have been, from the egg, through the grub state, 
then through the imago or chrysalis form to the mature 
creature ; and most interesting it is to watch and record 
the progress of these things. 

Among the comparatively few, however, whose rota- 
tions have not, I believe, been yet recorded, is the cluster- 
cup of the gooseberry. It is called JScidium Grossularice 
(D. G). The habitat of this fungus, as its name implies, 
is the gooseberry tree of our gardens. Not that it con- 
fines itself to that plant. It is to be found on the red 
ribes and currant trees sparingly. Indeed, its occur- 
rence is capricious, and by no means to be considered 
sure. You may find it perhaps next season, in fair 
quantity, but perhaps scarcely a plant is to be had for 
some few years afterwards. There is no accounting for 
these eccentricities. It may be that a peculiar state of 
atmosphere suits their development, or that a certain 
quantity of moisture, or absence of much moisture, tends 
to promote their growth. Come they do in certain 
years more than in others, and it is highly probable 
that their advent depends upon the vigour or weakened 
state of the host plant. 

Moreover, when they affect a leaf, or stem, or fruit 
of the gooseberry, they are capable of making their 
presence known by very manifest distortions at times, 
whilst at others they are not so vigorous in the damage 
they perpetrate. This state of things is often the case 
with the JEcidia. The nettle is a case in point, and the 
result of my experience after watching this fungus for 
many years is this : that if you find it on nettles where 
it can pass its life routine regularly through the Carex 
on which the final stage is matured, there is scarcely 
any twisting of the stem or main ribs of the nettle. I 
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have seen hundreds upon hundreds of instances ol 
this in a field in my parish. But if the wind wafts 
away the spores of this fungus far from its birth- 
spot, and it is fortunate enough to fix upon a place 
exactly suitable, in the grand struggle of life, for 
germination and maturity as an Mcidium> on a nettle, 
then you get a most monstrous form of growth. The 
distortion is awful to think about. The strength of 
the juices seems poisonous under the most envenomed 
form. Twists, bent backs, are nothing to it. The 
capital letter S poorly represents the damage done 
when you compare it with the upright letter I. 

To revert to the AZcidia of the gooseberry, they are 
to be found on the softer parts of the tree, but never 
upon the bark or hard fibres, and if you wish to in- 
vestigate the structure and life history of this fungus, 
you may at your leisure get your microscope and 
detect how pretty it is. Take, for instance, a very 
thin section of the leaf on which the fungus grows. 
The cups themselves, with their very beautiful spores, 
will command ones admiration, not only for their orange 
colour in the mass, but for their structure as isolated 
objects. On the opposite side to the cups will be de- 
tected what are called the spermagonia. They are 
much more minute than the forms just .alluded to, and 
no doubt in them, by some process, the propagation of 
the species is effected. It seems to be the fact that 
this state of things is perfected in cryptogamic botany 
under what would be considered the most elementary 
stages of those plants, and that in this respect they are 
different to animals. Interesting indeed these in- 
vestigations are, and useful for health s sake their 
prosecution must be. Oh that more students of them 
could be found. 

Whilst on the subject of garden fruit, reference may 
here be made to a fungus found on plum tree leaves. 
On the leaves it arrives at a mature state, and is called 
Puccinia pruni (Pers.) ; but the JEcidium has not 
been traced, showing therefore a state exactly converse 
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to the gooseberry plant. It is named here principally 
to show what vast fields of research are before students 
if only they would enter them and explore them. 
As for young persons to investigate these things, they 
would be amply rewarded if only they hit successfully 
on one new point ; but when there are multitudes of 
scientific matters as yet unrevealed, the field before them 
is so vast that by ordinary perseverance they cau 
scarcely fail to become absorbed in some pursuit, and 
to discover and record something new to the world. 

As to this Puccinia, or plum leaf fungus, its earliest 
stage as recorded up to the present is its. livedo or rust 
form. It proceeds from under the cuticle of the leaf, 
pushing its way onwards as it grows, and forming spots. 
The spots are small, roundish, of a light brown colour, 
and on examination under the microscope are found to 
be spiny in structure and accompanied, or rather pro- 
tected, with numerous organs of protection called 
paraphyses, a growth of unusual occurrence amongst 
the leaf fungi. 

In course of time the same hymenium, or marriage 
bed as its interpretation is, becomes the place on which 
the fully ripened teleutospore is found. The teleuto- 
spore is the mature state of seed, as the bean in the 
pod. Here again we meet with an exceptional fact 
amongst this genus. It is very difficult to mount as a 
microscopical slide on account of the constant tendency 
of the upper division of the plant to break loose from 
the lower part. It is also spinous. Care to avoid 
much pressure is absolutely necessary if you would 
make a really good and uniform slide. The infected 
leaves may be searched for in the months of summer. 

Besides the fungi attacking the leaves of plants in 
our gardens which have been named are a great many 
others of the same genus. They are to be found on 
the beautiful anemone of our gardens. The common 
box of our walks may supply one of the largest we 
have. The mint of our mint sauce furnishes one of the 
most interesting cluster-cups as regards beauty that 
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can be seen, whilst the gradation of the fungus itself 
may be beneficially watched by an almost unpractised 
eye. The violets, too, render a list of less than four 
kinds of rusts on different species of the violet. The 
coltsfoot gives a splendid cluster-cup, so does the 
buttercup. 

There is a genus amongst fungi called Cystopus. 
One species can scarcely have escaped the sight of 
anybody who cares for a garden. It is called C. 
candidus (Lev.), and occurs on many of our cruciferous 
or cross-bearing flowering plants, such as cabbage, 
garden cress, radish, shepherd's purse. In external 
appearance it is like a purely white bladder or blister, 
and sometimes is so vigorous in growth as almost to 
cover an entire plant. 

Upon examination the fungus consists at first of a 
series of beads, one growing on the top of the other, 
nevertheless connected together with a short stem. 
As these ripen they become dusty from the multitude 
of atoms that exist there, and they want to escape and 
be carried by some means or other to a new place for 
their summer existence. They are bent upon life, and 
to live it out if they can, and as long a time as they 
can. But these plants, like Peronospora, have fructifi- 
cation for two different parts of the year. The white 
dusty form ceases to exist before intense cold comes. 
The life depends upon something else. Upon ex- 
amination say of a diseased horseradish leaf, a careful 
inspection under the microscope would show a lot of 
round and darkened fruit stretching out into the leaf 
beyond the white dust and deeply seated there. It is 
just thi3 material which is essential for the con- 
tinuation next year of the fungus, and it is exactly 
this part which puzzles many students. I have had 
friends asking me for specimens in this winter state, so 
that as professors of botany they might instruct their 
classes. The specimens have been sent, with the con- 
viction that they were like Paddy's brandy and water, 
when from having been over strong and too sweet for the 
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seasick lady it had had more spirit and sugar put to it 
and was "just the thing itself", so my Cystopus was "just 
the thing itself", but though there, could not be seen, 
because not looked for at the right place. Of course a 
little explanation was convincing. A little soaking in 
water, it may be said, adds to the ease of detection. 

Hitherto the leading idea in our subject has been to 
search specially for a certain fungus on a particular 
plant, but to continue this suggestion would be endless. 
Moreover, the notion gained would be utterly inade- 
quate to the vastness of the subject. The decay in our 
garden plants is necessary to the health of man, other 
animals and vegetables too, and it is a rule of nature 
that in certain stages of decay one fungus will be 
vigorous on a plant, but it would not grow before or 
after that exact state. Hence we get a constant variety 
of growths at various times, according to the decaying 
of the internal or external tissues, fibres, and so on. A 
dead leaf would not have the same fungus in a ripened 
state that a living leaf would, and vice versd. So 
neither would a dead stalk or stem. There is a con- 
stant progress going on in the ever changeful change- 
lessness of nature. We live in a world of most stupen- 
dous marvels, but our eyes are blind and our senses 
blunted. We do not see the Creator's works, though 
hemmed in and surrounded by them. 

Let, then, the isolation of a solitary fungus for a plant 
be put aside, and let the reverse plan be adopted, that 
is to say, let a plant be taken, and the various fungoid 
growths on it be taken by number or by name. 

Our gardens grow grass — where does not grass grow ? 
Some twenty years ago, for the sake of quickly identify- 
ing species of fungi, I hurriedly made a list of tne 
different host-plants on which certain fungi were re- 
corded, and very useful the same has been. It was 
gathered from the most advanced book of the day, viz., 
Dr. Cooke's Handbook of British Fungi. For the 
express purpose of comparison, a few host-plants have 
been selected by me, culled in the same way from the 
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39,663 catalogued by Prof. Saccardo in his Sylloge, and 
the comparison between the two works may prove an 
incentive to anyone to try and find, and therefore to 
get recorded as British, some of the plants named by 
the Italian botanist. Really, after all, there is no place 
on earth so prolific in supplying new species as England, 
not only in vegetable but in animal life, from the fact 
that our mercantile intercourse with every sea port and 
nation of the earth is so great. 

Let us, then, compare the records of these two books 
and see what is before us, not forgetting too that there 
must be multitudes of plants not yet seen or known. 
Grass has been referred to. Taking the family of 
grasses, and not including specific ones on which para- 
sites grow, there are 43 in Great Britain, as contrasted 
with 177 in the world. We have our currants furnish- 
ing 8 species ; elsewhere, including the 8, there are* 109. 
Our roses give 26, as compared with 218. Our box 
trees supply 15 against 77. Look at our pines, they 
have 35 recorded upon them twenty years ago, now the 
wide wide world names 678. Lastly, take the oak. 
Although this and the larch do not come under the title 
of garden plants, yet they are named here to show how 
enormous is the fungoid life on trees. The oak in 
England supplied 81 names, whereas throughout the 
world are now known at least 931. Let no mortal on 
earth say there is nothing to be done besides the 
market and counting house. 

It cannot, then, be denied that in our gardens alone 
are sufficient inducements for anyone so inclined to 
enjoy themselves mentally and bodily. Besides, these 
investigations go on throughout the year ; not a month 
nor a day passes but opportunities can be made for 
recreative and edifying study. Without disparaging 
other branches of life, say, for instance, beetles, bees, 
wasps, flies, etc., you cannot in the cold time of winter 
meet with them as you can with the fungi of your 
gardens. The monotony of the winter fire, when day- 
light is shut out of our houses from four in the after- 
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noon until eight o'clock the next morning, would be 
better spent in getting a variety of life by admiring the 
living mosses, water weeds, liverworts, lichens, and 
fungi, rather than silly books and novels, even if they 
be not depraved. Knowledge of an instructive kind 
edifies. Science is not difficult, dry, and prosaic. It 
brightens us up, stimulates others to see the wonders 
of creative power, and proves itself a blessing. May 
each of us do what we can to advance the good cause. 
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MONTGOMERYSHIRE FOLK-LORE. 
By the Rev. ELIAS OWEN. 

I. — Tradition about Llanidloes Church. 

There is a tradition extant in the town of Llanidloes 
respecting certain portions of the Parish Church, that 
they were conveyed from Abbey Cwmhir upon the 
dissolution of that Abbey. The six pointed arches, 
and the exquisitely carved figures furnished with 
wings, and holding shields fastened to the hammer 
beams at the lower part of the sides of the roof, are 
mentioned as having been brought from the Abbey. I 
am afraid that as much of the tradition as refers to the 
carved figures is incorrect. The Abbey was dissolved 
in 1536. From that date it was virtually abandoned to 
ruin ; certainly no ornamentations of any kind were 
added to that Abbey after 1536. Now, I find on one 
of the shields on one of the figures in Llanidloes Church 
the date 1542 in relief; and the fact that the date is in 
relief goes far towards proving that the figures were 
theu carved. If we presume that the figures were made 
previous to 1542, as they must have been, if before that 
date they belonged to Abbey Cwmhir, and that the 
date 1542 was added upon the erection of the figures in 
Llanidloes Church, we should expect to find that par- 
ticular shield, on which the date is, thinner than the 
other shields ; but this, as far as I could see, inspecting 
the figure from the floor of the church, is not the case ; 
in fact, the shield looks to be equal in thickness to the 
other shields, and that, too, notwithstanding that this 
date is given in relief. This would not have been the 
case had. the date been an afterwork ; for then this par- 
ticular shield would have been much thinner, and pos- 
sibly somewhat smaller, than the other shields ; but. as 
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far as the eye can see, it is not thinner nor less than the 
other shields. Had the date, 1542, been cut into the 
shield, the preceding train of reasoning would not 
necessarily be good ; in fact, this would have given some 
kind of proof that the figures had been removed from 
the Abbey. But what is to be said when the date is 
in relief? I fear that this fact does to some extent 
throw discredit upon the tradition, and consequently it 
is probable that the whole of the images were carved 
expressly for the places they now occupy in Llanidloes 
Church. 

School in the Belfry, Llanidloes. 

The first school in the town of Llanidloes of a public 
kind of which there is any tradition was one held in the 
belfry. From the belfry there was ingress to the church 
into the west end gallery. A very aged man, who lived 
on the Lower Green, Llanidloes, told the writer, some 
fifty years ago, that he was a pupil in that school, and that 
it was a common feat with the boys to creep between 
the church wall and the roof, from west to east, and 
then back again. He said that then there was another 
figure close to the west end of the nave, right above the 
west end, or singing gallery, which was dragged from its 
place and destroyed, because it represented the evil one. 

One other thing that this aged man told me about 
this school is worthy of recording. He said that one 
Christmastide the bigger boys determined to have a 
goose at Christmas, and that they went to a certain 
farm, caught and strangled a fat goose, and then took 
it to the school in the belfry, and feathered it, and then 
roasted it whole, without any further cleaning, and 
with their pocket knives proceeded to cut it up to 
devour it, or at least such parts of it as were palatable. 
A singular picture this of schoolboys' doings in the last 
century. 

I do not know when this school was closed. Very 
likely the parish records have references to this old 
school. 
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The next Oldest School in Llanidloes. 

This, too, was called the Church School. The writer 
remembers it well When he was a wee lad it was 
flourishing. It was held in a large room — an upper room 
— approached by stairs, and it was opposite the church- 
yard wall, on the east end of the church. One of the 
pupils, who was a man when I was a lad, told me that he 
well remembered playing a practical joke on the school- 
master, who sometimes was very cruel, but who in the 
afternoon was usually good tempered and sleepy, and it 
was his rule to come late to school when the dinner was 
to his liking, and the beer to his taste. One day the 
boys put their heads together, and devised a little plan 
which would give them a little fun, and at the same 
time punish the master for his cruelty. They procured 
a sheet of brown paper and wax, and with the shoe- 
maker's wax they secured the brown paper to the seat of 
the armchair in which their master usually sat, and they 
then waxed the paper well over on the upper surface of 
the chair. By and by the master entered the school, 
glared around upon the boys, and seated himself ; and 
soon snores came from his extended mouth. The boys 
removed the lead inkstand from the table, and the rulers 
and everything else within reach of this worshipper of 
Bacchus. Then they commenced making a noise and 
giggling. The master opened his eyes lazily, but he was 
still three parts asleep, and seeing one of his pupils laugh- 
ing, he shouted out, " Boy, come here." But no, that boy 
did not see the fun of going to the master to undergo the 
process of lengthening his ears, and so he stood a dis- 
tance off, giggling. All the lads, knowing what would 
shortly follow, roared with laughter, to the surprise of 
the now disconcerted master, who, however, roared out, 
" Silence." This, however, only added to the amusement 
of the boys, who commenced sideling towards the door. 
The master, now quite awake, looked about for his well- 
used rulers, but he found none ; he looked for his ink- 
stand, but that, too, had disappeared. He jumped up in a 
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fury, but could not move without the massive armchair 
following' him. The boys cleared out of the school with 
a Hurrah, and left the master to extricate himself as 
best he could from his close-cling armchair. 



II.— Witches. 

The writer lately spent a few days with his friend, 
the Kev. S. Heed, J. P., at Llanerfyl, which is in the 
recesses of the Montgomeryshire hills, and whilst there 
he had many conversations with the old inhabitants, 
and from them he obtained much information of the 
former belief in that isolated district of witches and 
their doings. 

It is of no consequence to give the names of the parties 
with whom he conversed, and, further, they may not 
like to see their names in print connected with such a 
matter as witches. Names, therefore, are excluded. 

Witches Transforming themselves into Hares. 

Two versions of this matter were told the writer, one 
by a person in Llangadfan parish, and the other by a 
person in Llanerfyl parish. They were substantially 
identical, but one of the witches was said to have lived 
not far from Pont Robert, and the other in Nantyreira. 

The most striking is the following. An old woman 
who lived in a cottage had a single cow, but it was 
noticed that she took more butter to Llanfair market 
than the biggest farmer in the district. This fact 
roused the curiosity of the inhabitants, and her good 
and plentiful supply of butter was by and by ascribed 
to witchcraft, and strict watch was placed over her. One 
day a farmer saw a dark-coloured hare move amongst' 
the cows. He procured a gun to take, if possible, the 
life of poor puss. But noticing the hare attentively, he 
perceived that it had a tin can hanging from a string 
around its neck. He approached to get a nearer view, 
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thinking that he must be mistaken, but no, there was 
the can, and the hare milking the cows into it. How- 
ever, the hare perceived him, and made off towards the 
old woman's cottage, and the man followed after ; and 
just as the hare was jumping through the cottage 
window, he fired, and hastily made his way towards the 
cottage, which he entered without ceremony, and 
there he saw the old woman lying on the bed with a 
stream of blood flowing from her body. No further 
proof was needed. She was a witch. The mystery of 
the quantity of butter the old dame had been in the 
habit of selling was solved. History states not how 
she was treated afterwards by her neighbours. 

I will now give another tale. This belongs to 
Llanyblodwel parish. Names are suppressed. 

A Woman Cursed by a Witch. 

An old woman went to a neighbour, a relative of 
whom had died, and she asked for a jacket belonging 
to the dead man. She was refused, but well had it 
been if she had given the very best coat belonging to 
her husband to the beggar, for during the whole summer 
she failed to churn. Her two cows gave milk plen- 
tifully, .but this was to no purpose, for it could not be 
converted into milk. At last she was determined 
to visit a famous conjurer at Llanbrynmair. She went 
by coach. As soon as she entered the house the 
magician said : " Well, you have come at last. You 
believe now in witches and their evil doings, but I 
can counteract their dark doings. Should you like to 
see the creature who has witched your cows ?" Yes, she 
should. He took her to a dark room, and there she saw 
the woman whom she had refused to give a jacket to. 
She received a charm, and she went home. When she 
got there she related all that had been done, and to her 
great surprise she was informed that at the very time 
she had seen the beggar in the closet at Llanbrynmair, 
that woman had had a fit, and had fallen down on the 
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public way by her home. This explained how she 1, 
been seen at Llanbrynmair. The woman's spirit h; 
left her body, and, by the conjurers incantation, ha* . 
been forced to present itself at Llanbrynmair. This was 
the first proof that her evil designs were about to be 
frustrated. But that very night the two cows that had 
been cursed were taken ill, and they groaned and moaner 
and perspired in the cow-house as if they were about t 
expire. In her trouble she went to a neighbouring 
farmer, and requested him to come to see her cows. 
He went with her to the cow-house. "Ah, it is all right," 
said he, " the evil spirit is about to quit them. They 
will soon be well again." And sure enough, before long, 
both cows were upon their feet, and they began to eat 
as if nothing had ever been the matter with them. 
Afterwards, the woman had no difficulty whatever in 
making butter. 

Drawing Blood out of a Witch. 

The friend who gave me the last tale also told me 
the following : — A neighbour, whom she named, told 
her that her son, a farmer, had called at her house, 
and had forced her to go with him to his house, to 
break the curse she had placed on his cattle. His 
mother protested that she had not cursed his cattle, 
but he would take no denial, and actually took hold of 
her by the arms and made her accompany him to his 
house. When there, he took a Bible, and placing his 
mother's hand on the open Bible he thrust a stocking 
needle into her hand, and the blood spurted out. 
" There," said he, "I have had your blood, and you can 
now do me no more harm." 

My informant told me that the old woman who had 
been thus brutally injured by her son, with tears and 
sobs told her, " My blood is on his Bible." 

This way of counteracting a witch's curse was sup- 
posed to possess the power to break her bad work. 

When I asked my informant what led the man to 
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ftk that his mother had cursed him, she said, that it 

43 because she had gone to his house, and there saw 

t'iat his wife had taken the goslings that had broken 

the egg before the others out of the nest and had 

placed them in a basket close to the fire. She told the 

young wife that they were too near the fire, and if not 

Amoved, they would be scorched. Her advice was 

^heeded, and the goslings died, and, besides, several of 

1 is calves also died, and he therefore came to the 

conclusion that his mother had cursed him, and hence 

the steps taken by him, according to the popular 

superstition, to destroy her curse. 



III. — Holy Wells in the Valley of the Banw. 

There were three famous holy wells in this valley, 
one in Llanerfyl parish, one in Llangadfan, and tfie 
other in Garthbeibio. Their glory has departed and 
they are no longer frequented by the sick, but their 
names, and their sites, can still be pointed out. In 
another generation or so, even this information will 
not be forthcoming. 

Mrs. Morris, wife of Mr. Abraham Morris, Llanerfyl 
Village, told me that formerly Pistyll Cefn Fedwog 
was in great repute. 

Pistyll Cefn Fedwog. 

This Pistyll was frequented on Sulgwyn, Whit- 
Sunday, by lads and lasses, who took with them sugar 
and tots, and having sweetened its waters with the 
sugar they drank thereof, pledging their everlasting 
affection the one to the other. The water was also 
supposed to be a remedy for rheumatism. 

Ffynon Erfyl, ErfyVs Well. 

The well dedicated to St. Erfyl, the patron saint of 
the parish of Llanerfyl, was famous for its efficacy in 
curing sprains. The water was even carried to distant 
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parts to cure those afflicted with lameness. Mrs. 
Morris told me that John Williams, Pontrobert, went 
there suffering from rheumatism and that he was 
cured. People with weak or injured hands also ob- 
tained, by pouring its waters on the ailing parts of 
their bodies, a perfect cure. 

St. Cadfaris Well. 

This well was also frequented by health-seekers, and 
the cures accomplished at its waters were said to be 
many and wonderful. It is situated in a field not far 
from the church. 

Ffynon Rhigos. 

This well, like Pistyll Oefn Fedwog, was visited by 
lovesick swains to drink its waters sweetened by sugar. 
This well is close to Garthbeibio church. 

St. Tydecho's Well. 

This well is by the side of a pathway leading to 
the church from the valley beneath. From it, water 
was procured for baptisms. Invalids suffering from 
rheumatism and other sicknesses once frequented it. 
Formerly there was an image of the saint placed at 
the north side of the well, but this was destroyed. 

All these wells at present are neglected and dirty. 
Faith in their waters no longer exists, but tales of the 
cures by the use of their waters may still be heard. 



IV. — Animal Folk-lore. 
The dread of Black Sheep. 

A small farmer in the parish of Llanyblodwel told 
me that his father always destroyed black lambs, and 
that formerly the farmers killed all black sheep that 
came into their possession, as they were under the 
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impression that the evil spirit dwelt in them. When 
these black sheep were being killed their owners went 
on their knees on the bare ground and prayed. The 
same farmer told me that every black animal was 
feared. Black chickens and black cats were killed, 
because they were of the same colour as Satan.

1650. " Richard, son of Richard Jones, Clerk, and Dorothy his 
wife, born the 20th day of June, about xi o'clock at 
night, was baptized the following day, viz., 21st, 1650. 
At which time the aforesaid Richard Jones, the husband, 
with the greatest part of the clergy in Wales, was sus- 
pended from his office and benefice, and therefore tho 
names of the baptised are omitted here. Let each one 
enquire for the time of his birth from his own friends. 
Here I opine that the prophecy written by a certain 
bishop of Chemens, named John, was fulfilled, viz. : 
'When the Clergy have been suppressed, the Laity will 
be deprived of spiritual doctrines and sacraments, and 
in consequence many will wander from the path of the 
true faith and the Christian religion.' 

"May God strengthen us, the ministers of His 
Church, with patience, until He seeth good either to 
divert or to subvert the violence and fury of our adver- 
saries. Amen. 

" Rich. Jones, Vicar/' 

1661. June 8th. "This Register was delivered once more into 
the hands and custody of the above named Richard 
Jones, Vicar of Llanfair Caoreinion. 

" To God, most Holy and Almighty, the Helper of His 
Servants and the Preserver of all good men, who hath 
restored His Church to her former state, be glory and 
honour for ever through (for) the most welcome 
Return of our Most Serene King, Charles II, aj>. 1660." 
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" . . . . Some names are omitted here also, forasmuch as the 
said Richard Jones went into Ireland with the bishop, when he 
was created Archdeacon of Fferns, by Robert the Bishop of 
Fferns arid Leighlin." 



This is followed by names of persons nati (born) to 1653-54, 
baptizati 1655 to 1660, and at the end of 1660 : " Hfeec per me 
Ja. Davies, -<Editnum Scripta." (These were writteri by me, 
James Davies, Church Warden, or perhaps Sexton.) 



" Richard Jones, the Vicar," 1634 to 1659, was the eldest son 
of John ap Hugh of Hendre-Caerwys in Northop, and hiq wife 
Dorothy was the daughter of Richard Green of Ruthin. Their 
eldest son was the " Colouell Edward Jones of Wexford in 
in Ireland", who gave the Silver Paten to the Parish Church of 
Cayrwys, 1717. 

" Robert, Bishop of Ferns and Leighlin," was Robert Price, 
Doctor of Laws, fourth son of John Price of Rhiwlas, in 
Merionethshire, who was born in 1 607 ; student of Christ 
Church, Oxford, 1625; Vicar of Towyn, 1634; Chancellor of 
Bangor Cathedral, 1635 ; Chaplain to the Earl of Strafford, 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and Dean of Connor ; all of which 
preferments he was deprived of, but lived to be restored in 
1660, and was consecrated Bishop of Ferns and Leighlin 1660. 
He died in 1666. 

Whoever it was that "hid the Register'' did good service, 
and thereby preserved it; for comparatively few have survived 
of an earlier date than the Restoration.
